governmental undertaking of huge 
size. An outstanding example is 
the World War II tax on the trans- 
portation of people and goods by 
rail, air and highway commercial 
carriers. It was supposed to be 
repealed when the war ended. But 
it is still on the books, all these 
years later, even if in somewhat 
reduced amount. 

Much more recently, the federal 
government imposed a “tempor- 
ary” increase of one cent in the 
gasoline tax, in order to get the 
Highway Trust Fund, from which 
the multi-billion dollar highway 
program is financed, overa hump. 
The legislation contained a clause 
providing for the expiration of 
this one-cent increase at the end 
of next June, Now, however, pres- 
sure is strong to have Congress 
not only keep the “temporary” tax 
but to tack on an additional half- 
cent. 

Seems to me there are few things 
more “permanent” than a so-called 
“temporary tax”.

There will definitely be a 
reapportionment bill introduced 
during the next legislative sess- 
icn, irrespective of threats from 
Black Belt legislators. 

Sen. Bert Halton of .Florence 
told this writer in an exclusive 
interview, “Come hell or high wa- 
ter, Senate Bill Number One will 
be Constitutional Amendment 
calling for legislative reappor- 
tionment for the state of Alabama.’ 
He felt, “a ridiculous situation ex- 
ists in Alabama today when only 
25 percent of the registered vo- 
ters can elect a majority to both 
houses of the legislature. And in 
many cases these counties are 
predominately colored.” 

Haltom’s bill will call for 40 
senators and 120 house members. 
With a 40-member senate there 
will be 13 counties in Alabama 
with a full-time senator. The re- 
maining 27 senatorial districts 
will be twe-county districts, do- 
ing away with all three -coun- 
ty districts, | 

The bill would give full-time 
senators to Jefferson, Mobile, 
Montgomery, Madison, Calhoune, 
Talladega, Dallas and Tuscaloosa, 
who already have a full -time 
senator. It will also give a full- 
time senator ‘to heavily pcpwla- 
ted Etowah, Morgan, Cullman, 
Walker and Lauderdale counties.

things religious. He is entitled to 
be commended for that. Also, Ni- 
codemus was descerning enough to 
realize that Jesus could and would 
respond to his inquiring soul. 

Nicodemus was a man who be- 
lieved in the power and majesty 
of God. He had perhaps seen Je- 
sus perform -some of his miracles, 
or certainly had heard about them. 
He realized that no one could do 
such work without God’s help. 

Also, Nicodemus was respectful; 
he was a gentleman. He ackow!l- 
edged Jesus as a God-sent teach- 
er. He also professed to know about 
God and his Kingdom, but Jesus 
challenged that=claim by declar- 
ing that “Except a man be born 
again he cannot sees the King- 
dom of God.” 


Further conversation brings the | 


assertion from Jesus that the 
Kingdom of God is a spiritua: 
kingdom, and that no one can enter 
and be a part of that kingdom 
without regeneration through a 
spiritual re-birth. 

We, like Nicodemus, sometimes 
over - emphasize religious educa- 
tion, It is merely a means to an 
end and not the end itself. Menta: 
education, even on religious mat- 
ters, will not save. 

It took Nioudemus a long time to 
realize this fact, but he finally 
did. A few years after his first 
conversation with Jesus, Nicode- 
mus came'a little nearer the true 
light when he defended Jesus. be- 
fore the Sanhedrin, It is believed 
that the light had fully come when, 


with Joseph of Arimathea, Nicode- | 


mus claimed and gave loving burial 
to the deserted body of the Cruci- 
fied Savior, 

Jesus tried to show Nicodemus 
and he tries to show us all that 
only with regenerated souls can 
we be his disciples and true mem- 
bers of God’s. eternal kingdom, 
and that his purpose in coming to 
earth was to save the immortal 
souls of humanity. 

Human bodies, intellects and 
creative minds could have been 
developed and were being develop- 
ed without the coming of Jesus to 
earth in human form. 

But bodies and minds are not 
the most important possessions of 
human beings. Their souls are the 
most important, the most pre- 
cious, immortal. And the souls 
of mankind come from God. made 
in his own image and for his own 
use, 

Having given mankind living 
Souls, God wants them kept pure 
and good. To help keep them so 
and preserve them for an eternal 
life with him, God in his infinite 
love sent his Son Jesus to earth 
in human form, his real mission 
being “That the world might be 
saved through him.” 

,That mission is continuous, it 
still exists and will continue until 
every human being has had an op- 
portunity to be “born again.” It is 
a mission in which every re-born 
child of God can and must have a 
part, .

Ways To Combat Cost-Price Squeeze 


Tips To Farmers Given 
By Extension Specialists 


LABAMA farmers must do every- 
thing , possible during 1961 to 
combat the cost-price squeeze that faces 
them. But what van they do? 
Well,-there are several things as you 
ean see from the following comments 
by various Auburn University Exten- 
sion Service specialists. These observa- 
tions were made after carefully study- 
ing the farm outlook and comparing it 
with the farm production cycles. A 
farmer or producer in any 6f these areas 
will be wise to give consideration to this 
information from :these experts. 


Test Soil 


Concerning the soil, which is the ori- 
gin of all plant growth, Extension agron- 
omist J. C. Lowery says that before 
planting any crop in 1961 soil tests 
should be made to determine the kind 
and amount of fertilizer and lime that 
is needed for each crop. A soil test 
takes the guesswork out of applying 
fertilizer and fime. “Follow the slo- 
gan, Don’t Guess, Soil Test,” says Low- 
ery. “Test recommendations should be 
followed carefully,” he adds, 


Buy Good Seed 

Another important factor in establish- 
ing any crop is to use high quality 
seed of known origin and performance, 
says Melvin Moorer, also an agronomist 
with the Extension Service. 
one of the best ways of decreasing 
production costs and increasing net in- 
come. A good insurance for farmers 
is to buy Alabama Certified Seed. By 
doing this, the needed information is 
on the tag,” says Moorer. 

Moorer also advises farmers .to buy 
their seed supply as soon as possible. 
This way the farmer can be sure of get- 
ting high quality seed. There is a pos- 
sibility of a great shortage in cotton 
seed this year, he warns. So farmers 
should plan ahead and purchase their 
seed supply now. 

Control Weeds 

In producing pasture and forage 
crops for our livestock—a big need on 
most Alabama Cattle farms—Agron- 
omist O. N. Andrews: says that fertiliz- 
ing and controlling weeds in clover-grass 
permanent pastures is important. Also 
it would help farmers to increase coastal 
burmuda and alfalfa- acreage. More 
corn or other high quality silage along 
with more millet and other summer 
temporary grazing crops are needed 
for cows. 

Keep Records 


Charles Maddox, farm management 
specialist, says every farmer “should 
strive to keep better records. “By do- 
ing this he will have a mt picture

Outlook For 1961 


By FOY HELMS 


Extension Economist 


GRICULTURE as a whole in 1961 will again not fare as well as the 
rest of the economy. The cost-price squeeze will still be on, and 
many farmers will find it difficult to make money under these conditions. 
Despite this possibility, yields will produce again at a record rate if farmers 
have average weather or better. 

Some feel that we may experience some difficulty in avoiding a rather 
serious recession in 1961. With the factors added up, however, it now 
appears that on the whole the economy will continue to operate at a record 
level. , 
It now seems clear that the contribution of federal, state and local 
governments to economic activity will be much greater than last year. 
Expenditures in this area will continue to rise as they have in the past. 
This involves a further increase of some three to four billion dollars over 
the past year. There is also some added strength expected in the highway 
program. 

In the business investment sector, it seems likely that some improvement 
will occur in residential construction. New housing starts have declined 
sharply and have almost reached the decade low. Purchase terms ‘have 
been ntade easier and mortgage funds have become more readily available. 
However, with vacancy rates and multiple housing units presently higher 
than a year ago, residential construction is likely to be quite moderate. 

Much of the uncertainty as to the immediate future stems from the 
inventory sector. With inventory sales higher than a year ago, an easier 
supply situation, and a relatively stable price prospect, there may well be 
some further reductions in the level of inventories in the coming months. 
But they should not be prolonged. It seems that most of the impact from 
a changing inventory situation is already behind us. 

In summary, consumer buying will likely be the strengthening force in 
the period ahead. It looks like 1961 will be a fairly good year for business 
as a whole. $ 

The story is a bit different for the farmer. He is going to find it some- 
what tougher in 1961 than he has in most recent years, There are two 
main reasons for this point of view. The volume of farm marketings ran 
about three percent above 1959 last year and may increase further in 
1961 if growing conditions are again average or better. Furthermore, the 
prospective increase in marketings of cattle and hogs could lead to some 
further decline in cattle prices and possibly a greater than seasonal reduc- 
tion in prices of hogs in the fall months. ; 

The outlook for the Alabama farmer is a little brighter than the over- 
all prospect seems to indicate. Cotton is a good example, According to 
the records, supplies of cotton now on hand cannot be considered at all 
burdensome, If, as indicated, the August 1 carryover is around seven mil- 
lion bales, prices farmers actually receive for good quality cotton may 
be higher than the support price.

The expected disappearance of cotton supports the view that we no 
longer have an oversupply. Domestic consumption is expected to approach 
nine million bales next year, and‘exports may be as high as six million.

Last but definitely not least, 
every dairyman should follow every pre- 
caution to control mastitis,” according 


to Parrish.

Beef Performance Testing” 

For the beef producer, Beef Cattle 
Specialist J. H. Sellers has these things 
to say. “Beef producers should. take 
the guesswork out of raisinfDeef cat- 
tle. Establishing a performance testing 
program will help them to do this. By 
having such a program, each cow’s per- 
formance will be known. Farmers will 
know the average daily gain of each 
animal as well as the herd’s average, 
explains Sellers. “This information is 
very helpful in purchasing a herd bull 
because they can secure one that will 
increase their herd’s average daily gain. 
Also, test results can be used as guides 
to cull cows and in determining what 
heifers to keep for replacements.” 

Sellers went on to say that there are 
two important traits in performance 
testing—rate of gain and conformation. 
They are separate qualities, according 
to the specialist. And one animal may 
have one and not the other. The ideal 
thing is to select animals with both qual- 
ities. 

Save More Pigs 

To make a profit from hogs, G. B. 
Phillips, animal industry specialist, says 
every producer should set a goal of ‘sav- 
ing, raising, and selling at least 16 top 
hogs .from each sow in 1961. 

To do so, Phillips says that a pro- 
ducer should start off with a good breed- 
ing stock. “The farmer should practice 
feeding methods as determined by the 
lastest research findings.” He also 
stresses the importance of using ‘far- 
rowing facilities to prevent baby pig 
losses. “And a producer should do a 
good job of managing at all times,” de- 
clares Phillips. 

Forestry Facts Available 


In the field of forestry, Ivan Martin 
Says each timber producer should take 
advantage of the free information on 
marketing. The Extension forester 
points out that valuable help can be re- 
ceived from county agents and forestry 
agencies. By doing this, the forestry- 
man will know the market trends and 
ean strive to get the highest dollar value 
for his product. 

Poultry Management 


Jim Hubbard tells the poultryman to 
do the best possible job of flock: man- 
agement. This includes such ‘things as 
proper sanitation, better ventilation, 
and supplemental heat. “By doing a 
better job in these areas,’’ Hubbard says, 
“the producers can help reduce con- 
tamination at processing plants which 
is due largely to respiratory diseases. 

The Extension poultryman advises 
egg producers to develop better produc- 
tion efficiency such as a higher rate of 
laying along with higher quality eggs. 
Better feed conversion and a lower rate 
of hen mortality should be sought.

It’s Later Than You Think 


Alabama Should Be Brucellosis Free | 


By Dr. Worth Lanier 
Extension Veterinarian 


HESE maps are a warning signal to Ala- 
bama cattlemen. They show how Ala- 
bama is rapidly becoming enclosed by states 
and areas that are modified certified free of 
brucellosis. Alabama, on the other hand, 
has made little progress toward such a status. 
If we remain as we are; surrounding states 
will surely write laws into their régulations 


which would prevent Alabama cattle from en- . 


tering. Aldbama producers, especially those 
that depend on out-of-state markets, ‘could 
suddenly find themselves practically out of 
business. 


Causes Untold Losses 


Research has/shown that a good. livestock 
operation cannot exist if a costly disease like 
brucellosis is present. Brucel- 
losis causes untold losses in 
livestock through ‘a variety 
of ways—aborted calves, 
weak calves, mastitis, and 
sterile females, to name a 
few. Complicated with other 
conditions, brucellosis can 
cause death or condemned 
carcasses. 


Effect on Man 


Further, brucellosis is an 
infectious disease and is transmissable from 
animal to man. It is commonly known as 
undulant fever in man. It can be transmit- 
ted through milk, meat, and other animal 
products. 

When we realize that in 1947 there were 
6,821 human cases of brucellosis in the Unit- 
ed States and only 924 cases in 1958, only 
11 years later, we can see how the eradica- 
tion program has helped to lower the occur- 
rence, These are only the diagnosed report- 
ed cases. 

A nationwide program was begun in 1954 
to eradicate brucellosis in the United States. 
Alabama has probably progressed slower in 
this campaign than any other areas east of 
the Mississippi. 

It is for this reason that we of the Ex- 
tension Service feel that our livestock indus- 
try may be moving into a dangerous situa- 
tion. The problems of financing any disease 
eradication program is always controversial.

Calfhood Vaccination 

Veterinarians are currently doing calfhood 
vaccination work in all counties in Alabama. 
While calfhood vaccination alone cannot 
eliminate all infection and bring about coun- 
ty certification, it is of much value in the 
contro] of brucellosis. 

Calves between the ages of four,and eight 
months can be vaccinated against brucellosis 
with a good effectiveness. Research has 
shown that a good calfhood vaccination pro- 
gram will lower the infection in a herd where 
the disease is known to be present. 

Another important consideration that 
would point up the importance of calfhood 
vaccination is the fact that at the present 
time an officially vaccinated animal can move 
freely into other states, - 

Sixty to 70 thousand calves dre being vac- 
cinated annually in Alabama. This includes 
dairy and beef. calves.. It is estimated that 
a minimum of 175 thousand beef calves alone 
are kept for replacaments each year.. So we 
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can see that we are far short of a complete 
vaccination prograni. 

At present all Alabama county agents are 
working hard to increase calfhood vaccina- 
tions in each county. There is no charge to 
the cattleman for the vaccine or for the vet- 
erinarian’s services. Further information on 


this program can be obtained from the coun- 
ty agent.

County Certification , 

Once an effective vaccination program is 
under way, it is easier to work toward cer- 
tification for the county. There is a definite 
procedure to follow in getting this certifica- 
tion. 

The state brucellosis committee directs all 
programs of brucellosis control in Alabama. 
The chairman. of this committee is James L. 
Lawson of Auburn. 

In order for a program to start in any 
county, all interested and influential county 
groups must pass résolutions requesting that 
their county be included in the program. It 
should be emphasized that 100 percent of 
the cows ina county must be tested. There- 
fore there can be no dissenting cattle owners. 
The state veterinarian reports that up to now 
no court cases have been involved. 

When a county is approved, for testing, a 
quarantine is placed on county cattle. This 
quarantine will not stop the marketing of’ 
cattle. Its main purpose is té insure that all 
herds receive blood tests and that no new cat- 
tle are brought in without being tested. 

When all testing is completed and provid- 
ed there is less than one percent infection, 
the county can then be certified. This ulti- 
mate goal can. be reached only through the 
full cooperation of all cattle owners. 

If you area cattleman, and the above pic- 
ture of brucellosis ‘infection in Alabama 
causes concern, talk it over with your neigh- 
bors and other interested people. If your 
county is not included in the free areas shown 
on the map, it will behoove every cattle pro- 
ducer in the county to see that work can start 
as soon as possible toward county certifica- 
tion. 

We_-know that Alabama has madé great 
strides in the production of livestock. Our 
environment is ideal for growing any type 
livestock. We must exert every effort to see 
that we don’t lose a market for our breed- 
ing stock.

Cattlemen Seek Profits 


Feed Cattle To Larger Weights 


By Bob Farquhar 
Beef Cattle Specialist 


LABAMA-cattlemen are becoming more 

interested in feeding out cattle every 
year. And two factors this fall—the normal 
seasonal low calf prices plus a good corn 
crop—helped influence a few more. 

And more cattlemen showed more interest 
in this phase of beef ak! ipa Cool-sea- 
son grazing crops during the * 
fall and winter months fol- 
lowed by: a dry-lot grain 
feeding period the next 
spring is a money-making 
combination that )is raising 
Alabama’s beef income each 
year. Many farmers are now 
finding out that beef income, 
can be tremendously increas- 
ed by following this system 
without enlarging cattle 
numbers and farm acreage. 


This system of béef production has been 
successfully proved at five agric 1 sub- 
stations located all over Alabama. This study 
has shown that calves weighing approximate- 
ly 400 to 450 pounds can be/wintered on 
about three-quarters of an acre of cool sea- 
son grazing. They will gain from 1.25 to 
1.5 pounds per day during this time. 

This grazing period may be replaced with 
a corn silage feeding period and obtain sim- 
ilar results. Usually the expense of getting 
into silage feeding will require 100 or more 
tons with a steer program. This amount 
should feed 50 to 60 steers. Cost of gain 
with eithér method is one of the attractive 
points of this program. Research informa- 
tion has shown that steers in the above weight 
bracket will put on a pound of beef at a cost 
of approximately 10 to 12 cents. The 200

be raised in grade from Utility and Standard 
to Good and Choice. Feeding cost during the 
feed lot period will probably run about: 20 
to 22 cents per pound. No one can foretell 
what finished cattle will bring next summer, 
but a good guess will certainly be more than 
22 cents a pound. 

Profit has been made usually in three dif- 
ferent ways with such a steer grazing and 
feeding program. Steers bought during the 
fall and sold as finish cattle the next sum- 
mer usually are three to four cents higher; 
thus giving a profit on the original weight 
bought. Gains made on grazing or silage 
at 10 to 12 cents will sell at finished beef 
prices when these cattle are carried into 
the feed lot. Usually a profit margin can be 
made by doing a good job of feeding while 
in the feed lot. Research has shown that 
over a six- to eight-year period of time $45 
to as high as $96 profit returns to labor has 
been made per steer, 

This margin of profit, of’ course, has been 
made with good management. Good manage- 
ment with this phase of beef production in- 
cludes such things as growing ample cool sea- 
son grazing and having a “watchful eye” dur- 
ing the feeding period. Al) steers should be 
treated for external and internal parasites, 
dehorned, revaccinated, and checked for cas- 
tration slips when the cattle are first started 
on this phase of production. 

When more cattlemen in Alabama carry 
over these lightweight fall calves, our beef 
program will be much improved because we 
then will be selling more of the beef now de 
manded by the consuming publie. Why ship 
these calves to the midwestern feeder and 
buy them baek allowing him to make the 
profit when it car be put into the pockets of 
Alabama cattlemen?

Quail food: Dan W. Speake, assistant lead- 
er of the Alabama Cooperative Wildlife Re- 
search Unit, has made a study of quail food 
consumption at the Piedmont substation. He 
finds that corn, vetch, grass seed and insects, 
wild legumes and pine mast.made up almost 
80 percent of the food eaten during October- 
November in a three-year period. In Decem- 
ber, these foods made up only 41 percent of 
the diet. In January-February, the percent- 
age increased to 45 percent. However, in 


. December bicolor lespedeza made up 38 per- 


cent of quail food, and in January-February, 
26 percent. In January-February, partridge 
peas accounted for 19 percent. The point 
here is that bicolor lespedeza and partridge 
peas become important on the Alabama game 
bird dinner table in late winter when other 
foods have been eaten or have rotted! 


About guns: There has always been a big 
battle between riflemen and the best type 
gun. Some prefer the bolt action, some the 
pump, some the lever, and the remainder the 
autoloading rifle. I don’t think things have 
changed much in the past 30 years—the 
period I’ve hunted. The pump (or Slide ac- 
tion), the lever (used by the TV westerner— 
the old thutty-thutty), and the autoloader 
are much faster than the bolt action gun in 
rapid firing. But what is seen most on the 
rifle range? The bolt action. It will take 
the most powerful loads; it is simple and will 
keep on firing even with grit in the, action, 
and it is the most accurate! Firing rate of 
bolt action is slow, but if you can’t make 
the first shot count, why worry about trying 
to hit the target with a half dozen rapid 
shots? If I can’t drop my game with one 
shot, I might as well give him his well-de- 
served freedom. I’ve learned that by experi- 
ence! I'l] take the bolt gun and I'll also go 
along with the single shot .22 rifle with the 
“loading well.” You-simply drop your bul- 
let in the well and shove the bolt home. I 
have a single shot rifle I can fire as rapidly 
as I can a couple of bolt action repeaters I 
own. 


Bobcats: For a number of years outdoors- 
men have been condemning bobcats as detri- 
mental game populations. Although re- 
cent research reveals that as much as 80 
percent of the bobcat’s diet consists of rab- 
bits, there is little or no data to, substantiate 
the belief that bobcats kill large numbers of 
deer or wild turkeys. ‘During the past 15 
years in my turkey hunting haunts, I have 
noticed plenty of bobcat signs, yet the tur- 
key ‘population appears to be plentiful every 
season, 


Fishing and the moon: Old timers swear 
by the moon and declare that fishing is gov- 
erned by the ‘“‘dark or light” of the moon. 
There is ngysubstantial evidence to prove the 
belief is true, I have caught fish in new farm 
ponds when the fishing calendar said “stay 
home, 


Fishing and skill: Research data is paving 
the way for better catches, but we will never 
be able to discount good fishing techniques. 
In one Michigan survey, a cree] census of all 
fishermen on a stream revealed that four 
percent of the fishermen caught 40 percent 
of the fish! 


Fishing and the barometer: Many anglers 
use the barometer as a guide to good and 
poor fishing. To them a rising barometer 
points to good fishing, yet research has not 
proved that such a rise indicates fishing suc- 
cess. This much is true, however, if the ba- 
rometer is rising, you don’t have to worry 
about bad weather! 
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Feeder Calf Sales

Prices—Why They Change — 


Comparison of prices for principal products in 
different periods plus an understanding of some 
of the reasons for price changes can be helpful 
to farmers in developing plans and making adjust- 
ments. 

In early November 1960, eggs were wholesaling 
for 53 and one-half cents a dozen—a year ago, 33 
cents a dozen. Also, in the fall of 1960, hogs were 
bringing $17.65 a hundred compared to $13.50 a 
hundred last year. Similar changes take place from 
year to year with other products. Why do prices 
change like they.do? There are several principal 
reasons: 

(1) Changes in supply—the quantity coming 
to market; (2) cyclical changes in production (as 
in eggs, hogs, beef cattle. This is really just one 
among many factors affecting supply), and (3) 
government price support programs and other fed- 
eral or state action that affects the price for some 
products. 

More Corn Sold 

Specialization. in agriculture is showing up in 
the way producers utilize farm products. Corn is 
a good example. In 1949 the corn crop in Alabama 
totaled 50,451,000 bushels. From this crop farm- 
ers sold 6,569,000 bushels—13 percent of the 
total. The average price farmers received in 1949 
was $1.31 per bushel. 

In 1958 the state’s corn crop totaled 66,848,000 
bushels and farmers sold 16,988,000 bushels—27 
percent of the crop. That year the price averaged 
$1.19 per bushel. Many believe that the farmer 
who grows the corn can make the best use of it 
by feeding it to livestock. However, each farm 
operator ‘has his own organization and manage- 
ment problems and, right or wrong, some find it 
more attractive to sell corn than to feed it and 
market the resulting poultry or livestock products. 


. Rural Homes Are Mostly Nonfarm 


There are already more nonfarm homes out in 
the country than there are farm homes. In the 
future, even more people who are employed in 
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towns and cities will move to rural areas, predict 
USDA officials. 

In manufacturing, furthermore, 25 percent of 
the jobs are now located outside of standard metro- 
politan areas. An increasing number of industries 
are locating in the smaller towns and often out 
in the open country. 


Farm Exports Increase 


Exports of U.S. agricultural commodities during 
July and August amounted to $686-million—a-gain 
of nine percent over the $632 million total for 
the same period last year, USDA’s Foreign Agri- 
cultural Service reports. The increase was due 
entirely to a gain of almost 300 percent in the 
dollar volume of cotton exports which jumped to 
$102 million this year from a level of -$26 million 
in July-August of 1959. 


Less Canned Food Bought in South 


Purchase rates for canned peaches, pears, corn, 
peas, and snap beans are lowest in the South, ac- 
cording to a recent study made by USDA’s Agri- 
cultural Marketing Service. 

These findings were a result of an Agricultural 
Marketing Service study which was designed to 
probe into household purchase patterns of popu- 
lar canned fruits and vegetables. The objective 
was to learn which families buy the most and the 
areas and seasons of heaviest sales. This informa- 
tion is needed by farmers, canners, and distribp- 
tors to plan for successful and efficient marketing. 

Peaches are generally the most popular canned 
fruit. The study revealed that about one out of 
every four of the 51 million families in the coun- 
try buys.two cans of peaches each month. 

Similar data was uncovered for each of the three 
vegetables. The AMS researchers discovered that 
the average person buys a little more than four 
cans, of sweet corn, four cans of peas, and three 
cans of snap beans in a year. 


Farmers and the Next 10 Years 


More efficiency on the farm and more control 
over the marketing of their commodities are the 
important needs of farmers in the 1960's, says 
E. H. Fallon, general manager of the Cooperative 
G.L.F. Exchange, Inc., Ithaca, N. Y. Changes which 
are taking place both nationally and internationally 
“mean farmers must continue to improve their 
efficiency to remain competitive, They will have 
to meet the retailer’s and the consumer’s demand. - 
They will have to build strong, efficient organiza- 
tions to deal with strong, experienced retail buy- 
ers.”” He added that a long-range cooperative ob- 
jective “is to help farmers get more for their 
crops by bringing farmer participation into all steps 
between the farm and the consumer,” .

Fruit and Vegetable Marketing 

Melvin Smith advises the producers of fruit and 
vegetables to increase their markets. The marketing 
specialist says this can be done by producing sufficient 
quantity and better quality of vegetables to attract 
some of the larger state buyers. After the product 
is produced, Smith says the producer should grade 
and package the product in adequate containers. 

John Bagby says there are many things vegetable 
producers can do to increase yields. One of the first 
things is to plant a vegetable on the soil that is best 
adapted to producing that crop. “A thorough job of 
preparing the soil should be done,” aceording to the 
commercial horticulturist. ‘The She a should ‘use 
recommended varieties and fertilize adequately. Dur- 
ing the summer a good job of controlling insects and 
diseases should be followed. In addition to these the 
home gardener should plant a variety of vegetables 
and make repeated plantings to have a supply during 
the entire growing season,” advises Bagby. 

If each farmer will follow these suggestions in 1961 
he is bound to have a better year.

ESS than a year ago we discussed in this 

column the problem of declining acre- 

age, declining income, and declining interest 
in cotton in Alabama. 

We pointed out that we were growing on- 
ly about one-third the acreage we planted 20 
to 30 years ago. -Some 15 percent of our 
state allotment was going unplanted. 

We suggested that our low average yields 
and small allotments were primarily respons- 
ible for the declining interest in cotton and 
that under such conditions it was becoming 
increasingly difficult to remain competitive 
with cotton producers in other areas. 

It seemed that if we were to reverse this 
20- to 80-year trend—if we were to maintain 
or increase our $140 million income from cot- 
ton in the state, we must do two things: 

1. We must work towards releasing cot- 
ton acreage from those no longer interested 
in growing the crop to those who want and 
need to increase their acreage. 

2. We must increase yields and'lower unit 
production cost. 

With this in mind we set out to develop 
and carry outa program to accomplish these 
objectives. 


Our first step was to call a meeting last 
December of leaders in all phases of agricul- 
ture and related business and industry. Plans 
were developed for an all-out educational 
campaign to which all groups pledged their 
cooperation and support. 

Following this meeting, a series of work- 
shops and training sessions was held for 
our county and assistant agents. throughout 
the state. They in turn organized local groups 
and carried out intensive campaigns in every 
county, 

Later ih the year other state-wide meetings 
were held, along with further workshops of 
county personnel. What were the results? 

The first phase of the program wag very 
successful with more than 135,000 acres be- 
ing released and reassigned throughout the 
state. Although the actual increase in acre- 
age planted was disappointing, Alabama had 
the greatest percentage increase in planted 
acreage of any state in the Southeast. 


Despite very adverse weather throughout 
much of the state, our average state yields 
were the-second highest in history. A still 
better measure of the effectiveness of this 
program is found in the comparison of our 
situation with that in Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Georgia, South Carolina, and North Carolina. 


Alabama was the only one of the six south- 
eastern states with an increase in per acre 
yields over 1959. Furthermore, we were the 
only state with an increase in total cotton 
production, According to November esti- 
mates, our production is up about seven per 
cent while the production in the other five 
states is, on the average, down approximate- 
ly seven percent. 

This is a realistic measure of the effective- 
ness of-Alabama’s 1960 cotton program— 
some 15 million additional dollars have been 
injected into the economy of the state as 
a result of this effort. 

This is the result of the finest type of co- 
a pire among all groups. An even great- 
er effort is needed this year—an effort which 
promises even greater returns, 
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ITH the coming of a new year, we all 
look forward to a new start. But most 
of us also have a tendency to look back over 
the old year, too: If you are not pleased with 
last year’s’ income, now’s the time to study 
your farm plan and look ahead to improving 
, your total operation in 1961. 
One of the first things to consider is 
whether or not-every acre of your land is 
o producing as it should. Did 
you leave any land idle last 
year? If so, that land didn’t 
produce any income. In fact, 
it edst you to iet/it remain 
idle. You had to pay taxes 
and upkeep on it making it 
an expense to you. 
Planting every acre in a 
crop that will produce the 
most money is certainly one 
way to raise income. Before 
making final plans on put- 
ting your land to use, why not visit your cdun- 
ty agent and get his suggestions on what your 
land will best produce. 
Farm Records 


While you’re making those resolutions, 
consider starting a good set of farm records. 
weg a simple job if it is done as the year goes

A good set of records gives you the oppor- 
tunity to see your total farm operation mak- 
ing it easy to analyze your situation and see 
where adjustments need to be made. Helps 
when filing income tax returns, too! 


Farmers Are Busy Soil Testing 


If the number of samples coming into the 
Auburn soil testing laboratory is an indica- 
tion, Alabama farmers are certainly busy 
taking soil samples. And now is the time 
for you to take care of this most important 
item, too. 

If you don’t know the correct procedure 
for taking samples, check with your county 
agent. He can tell you exactly how to do 
it, and he will provide you with cartons for 
shipping. 

Don’t wait any longer. You'll want to get 
the results back by fertilizing time. Remem- 
ber the slogan in 1961,-don’t guess—soil test. 


Heart Disease 

How. does heart disease affect the farmer? 
This ailment is not only a major cause of 
death in the United States, but it is also a 
leading cause of long-time illness. 

But little is known about this disease among 
farmers. How common is it? How does it 
affect the life of a farmer who suffers from 
it?) When do most heart attacks occur among 
farmers? 

While reading a magazine the other day, 
I noticed that a group of Ohio State Univer-

sity rural sociologists are interested in the ' 


problem and recently made a study of 40 
male farmers from 40 to 65 years old who 
are suffering with heart trouble. Although 
variations occurred in the groups, most of 
the men had favorable living conditions and 
well-kept farms. 

Most of the men’s attacks occurred during 
April, May, or June. It’s possible that spring 
farm work may require peak work loads at 
a time when farmers are not in the best phys- 
ical condition, the sociologists said. 

Many attacks followed breakfast, lunch, 
and evening meals. This fact seems to indi- 
eate that most heart attacks occur among 
farmers when the heart is heavily loaded by 
the digestive system. A change of pace from 
rest to activity also may be tied closely to 
heart attacks.

increase in cotton production for the first time since 
the war-time years. In summary, it appears that Ala- 
bama farmers have a real opportunity with cotton 
in 1961. 

Another crop that is not in oversupply at the pres- 
ent time is soybeans. If Alabama farmers could over- 
come production difficulties, this crop offers real 
possibilities for many farmers. 

Hogs and cattle, as have already been mentioned, 
may sell for lower prices next year. Cattle prices 
may average lower for the year as a whole while 
hog prices ‘may hold up well until the early winter 
months. The expected declines, however, are not ex- 
pected to be enough to discourage production. Cat- 
tle may sell from two to three dollars lower on the 
average, and hog prices will hold up well until late 
in the year. , 

There are some question marks for the poultry in- 
dustry in 1961. It is expected that the hatch of re- 
;placement chicks for 1961 will be earlier than usual 
and consequently will go into the laying house earlier, 
In addition, the hatch may be large enough that it 
along with the holdover of old hens will produce 
enough eggs to get poultrymen back into trouble ag@in 
before the year is out. Now is a good time for egg 
producers to plan carefully. The experience of two

years ago can be avoided through the maintenance 
of production well in line with demand. 

In view of the red meat situation, broiler producers 
may not average the near 17 cents they received 
during most of 1960. This is not to say that the 
broiler business will not be profitable. It is believed 
that some further efficiencies will be achieved next 
year that will result in lower production costs. In 
view of these possibilities, it is expected that there 
will be some furthér increase in broilers in Alabama 
again in 1961 and that many of our producers will 
make money, 

The demand for foods of all kinds will be strong 
again in. 1961, and the supplies of fruits, vegetables, 
and nuts will be plentiful in most areas. The fresh 
market for vegetables will again offer good oppor- 
tunities for some Alabama farmers. 

Some improvement is expected in the demand for 
forest products in 1961, It is believed that by mid- 
year, housing starts: will increase and thereby im- 
prove the demand for lumber items. The demand for 
pulpwood should remain good at about the same ptice 
level for stumpage as farmers received in 1960, Other 
forest products including resin will have a good year, 
Most of these items are in short supply and the de- 
mand is strong. The long-time outlook for forest 
products in Alabama continues to improve.

January Plentiful 


HE citrus fruit season is here again. 

Oranges, grapefruit, tangerines, and 

tangelos—grocery stores are overflowing 
with these wonderful fruits. 

‘The orange crop is predicted to be three 
percent above last year despite losses due 
to Hurricane Donna, according to Dorothy 
Overbey, Extension consumer education spe- 
cialist. Grapefruit supplies will be about 
the same. And the tangerine crop should 
be 50 percent above last year. Also abund- 
ant this year are tangelos—a cross between 


a tangerine and a grapefruit—which are in- » 


creasing in importance as a citrus crop. 

Citrus fruits, so high in vitamin Cc, are a 
pleasant and effectjve medicine in fight- 
ing colds. And since every- - : 
body needs a certain amount 
of vitamin C every day, a 
tangerine or orange as a 
morning or afternoon snack 
will easily fill the bill. 

These colorful fruits are 
not only good eaten whole as '’ 
snacks but are delicious in aw 
fruit cups, in salads, as juice, ~~ 
in breads, and as desserts. 

When buging citrus fruit, 
look for fruit that is firm 
and heavy for its size for best flavor and 
maximum juice. Fruit should be free of soft 
or mold spots to avoid spoilage and to in- 
sure fresh flavor. And the fruit should have 
a tight fitting, fine textured skin, insuring 
plenty of juice, except for tangerines’ which 
should have a thin, loose skin with a slight- 
ly bumpy surface. 

Good quality citrus fruit, except tange- 
rines, will keep for several days at room 
temperature, but refrigerator storage is 
for longer periods.

Plan Your 1961 Family Budget Wisely

ONEY is one of the most complicated 
problems that faces families. And no 
matter how big the income, most of us could 
use more of it. However, it’s not really the 
size of the income, but how you use the dol- 
lars you have that matters. 

Good use of money, wise spending, or 
whatever you prefer to call it, eee, with a 
good money management = 
plan. The new year presents 
the very best opportunity to 
develop one of these plans 
and put it to work for you. 

A financial plan is a guide 
or pattern for the use of fu- 
ture family income. And the 
entire family should work to- 
gether on it since it affects 
the whole family and it can- 
“not work without the coop- 
eration of every member. De- 
veloping the plan may seem hard at first. But 
it is well worth the trouble if it is suited to 
your family situation, if you stay with it long 
enough, and if you are willing to change it 
as the family situation changes. 

Actually there are two plans to consider— 
the long-time plan and the annual plan. The 
long-time plan includes goals for the farm, 
the home, and the family; that is, the way 
you want things to be in five, ten, or twenty 
years, 

The annual plan concerns the use of fami- 
ly funds for one year. And each yearly plan 
should be a stép toward reaching the long- 
time goals. 


BRYAN 
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The first step in developing the plan is to 
make a thorough analysis of your financial 
situation. Do you know what you are worth? 
The value of what you own? The exact 
amount of your debts? 

After these questions have been answered, 
make a study of the things which your fam- 
ily spent money for last year. 

Now you are ready to begin your annual 
plan. Here’s what a good yearly plan might 
include. 

1, What will next year’s income be? 

(Base farm income on estimates of past 
records or from an estimate of each enter- 
prise. Include home income from such things 
as garden, dairy, and poultry products, and 
wages from off-farm work.) 

‘ 2. How much will total fixed expenses 

e? 

(Include insurance, taxes, debts, emergency 
funds, and savings. An adequate amount 
should be set aside here fort an emergency 
fund which will cover those unexpected ex- 
penses that occur during the year and sav- 
ings even though they are not actually ex-

11,000 Cows In County 


St. Clair Beef Industry Progresses 


By BRUCE JETTON 


HERE are 600 farmers 7 221 4-H Club 

members producing beef cattle com- 

mercially in St. Clair County, according to 
Farm Agent H. L. Eubanks. 

Eubanks says there are 11,000 brood cows 
in the county, mpst being in commercial 
herds. However, there are about a dozen 
purebred breeders and most cattlemen use a 
purebred bull, the agent explained. 

The major objectives of the Extension Ser- 
vice and other agricultural agencies concern- 
ing beef cattle include improvement of breed- 
ing stock and better feeding management, 
says Eubanks. And the capable county agent 
and his assistants, Joe Yates and-W. D. Jack- 
son, are trying to interest more beef produc- 
ers in carrying over calves to the heavier 
weights. “They can then sell them as stock- 
ers or fatten them out in the feed lot and 
get the advantage of the better prices paid 
for the quality beef,” Eubanks stated, And 
he pointed out that more farmers are becom- 
ing interested in carrying cattle over, about 
two dozen feeding out some steers this win- 
ter, j 

“Fred Blaxton is one of our cattlemen con- 
ducting a demonstration on feeding out steers 
this winter,” said Eubanks. “He plans to 
fatten out 12 head for his first try at this 
Rieke of the beef cattle business.” 

laxton, who operates a 550-acre farm on 
~. Ashville Rt. 2, has 120 brood cows and heif- 
érs in his commercial herd and 23 registered 
Polled Hereford cows and calves plus three 
registered bulls. He is in the process of 
building up his purebred herd and will main- 
tain his commercial herd. 

Eubanks explained that Blaxton is, like 
many of the cattlemen in the county in that 
he has changed over to, beef from cotton be- 
cause of the reduced allotments and short- 
age of labor. With 240 acres of open land, 
his only row crop is 85 aéres of corn. The 
corn, which is fed to the livestock on the 
place, made 40 bushels per acre despite dry 
weather during the season. “The nitrogen 
I put under the corn made it,” declared Blax- 
ton. 

Blaxton also explained that the drouth cut 
his hay crop by about half this past summer. 
With about 180 acres in pastures and hay 
crops, Blaxton put up around 8,000 bales of 
hay last year as compared with 4,500 hales 
this year. He says he usually gets three‘¢ut- 
tings in addition to grazing. With a goed 
fertilization program, he will leave the cat- 


tle on for three weeks and then take them’ 


off for four weeks before cutting a hay crop. 

When Blaxton was visited recently he was 
busy planting the last 10 acres of his 25-acre 
oat crop. The oats are grazed during the 
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fall and winter and then cut in the dough 
stage for hay. And the cattleman reports 
that he put up ‘almost 1,000 bales of oat hay 
last spring. All hay and grain produced on 
the place are fed to the livestock, and Blax- 
ton says he is usually able to produce all the 
feed he needs. And with his expanding herd 
size he is getting ready to clear additional 
pasture land. 

According to Eubanks, Blaxton does a good 
job of fertilizing his crops,and pastures. A 
stockholder in a chemical company, he uses 
about 15 tons of fertilizer a year, all being 
applied according to recommendations. 
~ Blaxton says he was born on a farm and 
has been on the present place for 20 years. 
He was employed in public works until about 
two years ago when he started farming full 


time. 

“The St. Clair County Cattlemen’s Associa- 
tion, of which Blaxton is now president, has 
43 members and is doing a good job of pro- 
moting the cattle industry, according to Eu- 
banks. “They help sponsor the-county fat 
stock show with the Extension Service and 
the Farm Bureau and have been active in 
promoting disease and insect control meas- 
ures among cattlemen.”

WINTER FEEDING CALVES. Corn silage 
fed free choice plus a supplement of two 
pounds of ground ear corn and one and one- 
half pounds of cottonseed meal per head 
daily has been an excellent ration for winter- 
ing growing calves. Sorghum and oat silages 
were less satisfactory. When cost of grain is 
considered, sorghum silage was better than 
hay for the young animals. Although stocker 
calves make satisfactory gains on oat graz- 
ing, these gains may be more expensive than 
those made on other feeds. 


COTTON FERTILIZATION. Fertilizing 
and liming each cotton field according to soil 
test results would benefit most Alabama cot- 
ton farmers. Of the 7,524 samples tested 
for cotton in 1960, liming should have in- 
creased yields on 48 percent of fields. Amount 
of phosphate-and potash needed was the 
same as general recommendations on only 27 
percent of samples. More was needed for 
22 percent and less phosphate and potash 
was needed for 51 percent than that called 
for in general recommendations, 


SWEETPOTATO VARIETIES. Some of 
the new sweetpotato varieties rate careful 
consideration. In Aubufn tests, the new va- 
riety, Centennial, has shown promise. ‘It pro- 
duced good yields with a high percentage of 
No. 1 potatoes. In baking and processing 
qualities, Centennial rated higher than Porto 
Rico,Goldrush, Allgold, and other well- 
known varieties, 


PEANUT SEED TREATMENTS. Tests dur- 
ing the past five years at the Wiregrass Sub- 
station have shown the effectiveness of sev- 
eral chemical! protectants.in controlling seed- 
borne and certain soil-borne diseases of pea- 
nuts. Effective protectants are listed with 
application rate per 100 pounds of seed: two 
percent Ceresan, two to three ounces; Pan- 
ogen 15, two and one-fourth to three fluid 
ounces; Metasan E, one ounce; Orthocide 75, 
three to four ounces; and Arasan 75, two to 
three ounces. 


APPLE DISEASE CONTROL. Pruning out 
and burning blighted twigs, fruit spurs, dead 
wood, and cankers is essential to control fire- 
blight, black rot, and bitter rot. These prun- 
ings, along with mummied apples, are sources 
of primary infection in the spring. Fungi- 
cidal sprays frequently fail to contro] certain 
apple diseases because orchards are not prun- 
ed properly. 


CLOSET ARRANGEMENT. Correct 
heights for rods and shelves in clothes closets 
give best. use of space. The proper height 
for the rod is six inches higher than the length 
of longest garment, including its hanger. A 
space of two and one-half inches is needed 
between the rod and shelf above. Shelving 
can be continued to the ceiling, spacing no 
wider than is needed for items stored. With 
rod and shelving adjustable for children’s 
closets, height can be changed as children 
grow taller. 


HOME CONVENIENCES. Houses in rural 
areas are becoming more like those in cities. 
However, rural homes generally lag behind 
urban ones in modern facilities. In a survey 
of 655 rural residents in Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, Georgia, and South Carolina, it was 
found that 96 percent had electricity ; 39 per- 
cent, telephones; 87 percent, refrigerators; 
and 64 percent, washing machines. Only 43 
percent had water heaters. Two out of five 
did not have piped running water.

Following a visit of Jesus and 
his deciples to Jerusalem for the 
Passover and the Savior’s record- 
ed conversaion with Nicodemus, 
the Divine Teacher and his party 
journed northward to the Gal- 
jlean country. They chose to take 
the road west of the Jordan river 
and through Samaria, the most di- 
rect route, rather than to cross to 
the east side of the Jordan ‘and 
take the longer, though the usual 
way, through Perea. 

This shorter way was through 
the land of the Judean-hated Sa- 
maritans, one of whom is a prin- 
cipal in our present Sunday school 
lesson discussion. 

Tired and thirsty, the travelers 
stop at the ancient well of Jacob 
near the town of Sychar, and, while 
the disciples go into the town to 
buy food, Jesus sits by the well to 
rest his weary feet. 

He is on historic ground. Two 
thousand years of preparation for 
his coming call to him from every 
direction. 

The well itself bore a long and 
useful history. Jacob had dug the 
well more than 17 centuries before 
Jesus came to it, We can well 
imagine that Jesus was musing. on 
the history and traditions ofthe 
place when he was attracted by a 
Samaritan woman who came to 
draw water fror the well. 

This woman had come for water 
es he had doubtless come hundred 
of times before. It was the sixth 
hour, the time in that changeless 
East when “the women go to the 
wells to draw water.” 

Here was an unconscious type 
and representative of the thou- 
sands upon thousonds of the then 
degraded, downtrodden daughters 
of Eastern lands, whom nothing 
but the strong arm of Christian 
faith can raise, and is raising, and 
the power of Christian civilization 
can elevate, and is elevating, to 
their true place and the function in 
the kingdom of a world-winning 
Christ. 

The women of Samaria probably 
did not occupy as high a place 
in the social order as did their 
sisters of Judea, and certainly the! 
women of Judea fell far below the 
standard of respect, of chivalry, of 
influence and of work accorded 
them in lands where the Great 
Master of Men and the Protector 
of Women now holds his loving 
sway. 

Contrary to the conventions and 
properties of the day, Jesus spoke 
first to the woman. Inthose days 
it was not correct custom for 
a man to speak even to his wife 
on a street or public road. But 
what did the Savior of all mankind 
eare for customs and conventions 
where there was a human soul at 
stake?

and the sinful Samaritan woman 
which followed shows most clear- 
ly how the Lord dealt with tuose 
he came to save. . 

There was a great difference be- 
tween the manner in which Jesus 
dealt with this sinful woman and 
his conversation with the scolar- 
ly Nicodemus. Let us note some of 
the features of that difference and 
the difference between the woman 
and the Sanhedrin member. 

Both Nicodemus and the wom- 
an believed in the coming of the 
Messiah; but the man based his 
hope in the Promised One on the 
law, of which he was a master, 
while the woman based her belief 
on the ignorance and inferiority of 
a degraded womanhood. 

Nicodemus was orthodox; 
woman was a heretic. 

Nicodemus started from honor; 
the woman from shame. 

But the woman reached truth 
first. Why? 

Because she exerted more faith 
than did the man. It took Nico- 
demus two or three years to see 
the full truth concerning Jesus; 
but in a few moments the woman 
went. shouting to her townfolk, 
“Come, s¢e a man who told me 
everything I did - told me all 
about my sins, all about my God. 
Can this be the Christ?” 

Jesus was indeed and is the 
Christ, the divine Son of God, and 
the people of Sychar accepted 
him as such. Are we so accepting 
him? 

Such acceptance is the world’s 
greatest need.

_ Tax! Tax! Tax! That is about 
all we hear, read or think from 
the time the gayety of Christmas 
and New Year’s dies until we nave 
filed our retu?ff and paid any tax 
due or received our refund on 
over-payments, if any. 


During this period we sink into 
a low ebb of quatidery and bewil- 
derment. It is at this point where 
we are ready to throw in the towel 
with disgust and himiliation since 
“Taxitis” has now set in. 

Some of us, however, are for- 
tunate enough to hear the tolling 
bells on New’ Year’s Eve peeling: 
“Ring out the Old Year! Ring in 
the New Tax Refund now due!” 
In order to receive this refund 
we must, however, file our tax 
return if taxes have been with- 
held on wages earned regardless 
of the amadunt, or we have received 
an income jof $600 or more ($1200, 
if over 69 years.) The sooner we 
do so the sooner we will receiv 
this swdeoined windfall” which is 
so sorely needed to liquidate the 
recent Christmas obligations. Upon 
filing for this over-payment we 
have only to “stall” off our cred- 
itors for about three weeks or 
until a check from the U.S. Treas- 
ry is received. Sounds simple, 
doesn’t it, It is in many cases’; 
if the return is filed on “the Wage 
Earner’s return,” also known as 
Form 1040A. I prefer to call this 
the “short -short form.” 

This is the form to be filed by, 
those of you who have received 
less than $10,000 in salaries or 
wages including $200 or less or 
from interest and-or taxible divi- 
dends during 1960, and your perso- 
nal or nonbusiness deductions are 
no more than 10% of your total tax 
able income. For example, if you 
had a salary of $7500 plus interest 
and taxable dividends of $200, 
your total gross income is $7,700. 
Go ahead and file on this “short. 
short form” for the refund, if any. 

In this case, if you do not care 
to make your own calculations, 
fill in the information requested 
on this form, mail it in and let 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
calculate youg refund and send you 
a check for the refundable amount. 


However, in the event you find 
this form shows that theré‘is more 
tax to pay than has been witheld 
on your W-2 form you may wait 
until April 15 to file-and pay the 
balance of tax due. (Your W-2 
Form is the one you receive from 
each of your employers, if employ- 
ed in more than one place, It shows 
the amount of wages earned, so- 
cial security and income taxed 
witheld during the period of em- 
ployment. You should receive this 
on or before January 31.) You 
may prefer to send in this “short 
-short form” filled out with in- 
formation requestad..and_ let, the 
Internal Revenue calculate the a- 
mount still due-and bill’ you for 
this amount. By so doing you will 
have an additional 30 days from 
the billing date to raise this a- 
mount = but it must be paid by 


"April 15 to avoid a 6% interest 


charge. 

Instead of using this “short-short 
form” (Form 1040A), you may 
wish to file the “Short form” or

“10% standard deductions.” This 


should be carefully considered as 
it may be a tax saving for you. 

If your salary or wages exceed 
$10,000 or your other income from 


interest, taxable dividends, sale 
of property, or other income sour- 
ces is in excess of $200, you..must 
file on the “long form” (Form 
1040), You are to file only. one of 
these forms, 1040A, 1040W, or 
1040, together with copies of all 
W-2 forms received from employ- 
ers. 

In most cases it will be advan- 
tageous to file a joint return with 
your legal or common law wife 
in order to receive the benefits 
of income splitting. 

In selecting the most suitable 
form to use, you will. have to de- 
cide whether to itemize ndnbusiness 


deductions such as. charitable con- 


tributions, medica] and dental ex- 
pense, alimony, interest, taxes, etc., 
or to take the standard deduction. 
If you file Form 1040 or Form 
1040W, and use the tax table, or 
if you file Form 1040A, you do 
not itemize the nonbusiness de- 
ductions, but get the benefit of 
the standard deductions.

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Judge Reports On Shelby 
County Law And Equity Court 


To The Board Of Revenue and Control: 
Gentlemen: 


The Shelby Oounty Law and Equity Court, of 
which I have the honor of being Judge, has now 
rounded out. twelve (12) mronths of service in the 
field of Law Enforcement and it is desired that you 
be given a general report of it’s activities and ac- 
complishments. 


During the Calendar Year 1960, there have been 
filed in this Court 2600 cases, of which 2296 cases 
have been disposed of, leaving on the Docket for 
future trial or disposition 304 cases,

There have been filed on the Law and Equity 
side of the Court 125 cases. Of this number 76 cases 
have been disposed of, leaving 49 cases on the Doc- 
két for future handling. 

Some Revenue derived from these cases go to 
the County, but the amount is not very great and 
I have not undertaken to itemize them. 


The Court has disposed of a number of non-sup- 
port cases, a number of Juvenile cases, Game and 
Fish. cases, Peace Proceedings, and other cases of 
which the Court has jurisdiction, but I am not list- 
ing them, although a good deal of time has been 
devoted to them. 


..I have worked out what, I deem to be a fair and 
reasonable fine for each and every offense, so that, 
as far as possible, each offender receives equal pun- 
ishment for the offense eommitted. In some cases | Paid Advertisement 
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offenses are so obnoxious, that the usual punish- 
ment would not be adequate, and fines are imposed 
in proportion to the enormity of the offense, but we 
do not have too many of that magnitude. 

Certainty and dispatch and equal punishment of 
Offenders, are the best method, in my opinion, of 
proper and efficient Administration of The Crimi- 
nal Laws, and commands the respect of Offenders, 
and the Public at large. 

When I came on the Bench, I soon found out 
that there were: pockets of crime in many Com- 
munities of the County, where there were those who 
habitually violated the Law, and constituted a nui- 
sance to the people of these Communities. 

To these and all those who repeatedly violated 
the Laws, I have given careful and constant at- 
tention, and when they will not and can rot, by per- 
suasion and timely warning, be induced to obey the 
Laws, I have, without hesitation, imposed hard la- 
bor sentences, which, at least, prevents them from 
offending while in jail. Some of these are now in 
Jail, some are under suspended sentences, and they 
will be required to serve time if they do not behave. 
Some have left the State rather than face the 
Court and punishment due them, It could be that 
the County will be better off if they stay away and 
never come back, but if they do, they will be picked 
up and brought into Court for punishment. 

This Court has coniderably reduced the burden 
of the Circuit Court, and in that way has saved the 
County some expense in the matter of pay to the 
Jurors who were not needed and were not drawn 
for Jury duty. 

Not only this, the Court has really benefitted the 
people of the County, due to the fact that cases 
in great numbers have been speedily disposed of 
without necessity of Litigants and Witnesses hav- 
ing to wait day after day during a week for their 
cases to be reached and tried. 

When this Court was established, the sealed 
of the Bar and other interested citidens gdve con- 
siderable study to the Judicial systems of com- 
parable Counties in the State, as to the matter of J 
Revenue, as well as the orderly and speedy dispatch ae | 
and executions of the Criminal Laws, and came to hy: 
the conclusion that the Court was needed and that ; - 
the Revenue derived therefrom would justify it’s us 
existence.. 1]

1959 Census 
Of Agriculture 


The 1959 Census of Agriculture 
counted 910 farms in Shelby 
County, according to a _prelimi- 
nary report just issued by the 
Bureau of Census, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. Total land 
in farms was 128,937 acres. The 
average size of farm was 141.7 
acres. The average value of farms 
(land and buildings) in the county 
was $23,403. 

Of the county’s operators, 623 
owned their farms, 153 owned part 
of the land and rented additional 
acreage, and 123 were tenant 
farmers. 

The average age of farm opera- 
tors in the county was 51.7 years. 
There were 169 farm operators 
65 or more years of age. 

Of the $10 farms in the county, 
392 were commercial farms. 

Detailed statistics on crops, 
livestock, equipment, etc., are pre- 
sented in the preliminary report, 
with comparable statistics for 
1954, Copies of the county report 
may be obtained for 10 cents each 
from the Bureau of the Census, 
Washington 25, D. C.

It is a story full of life and ac- 
tion, the story of an event which 
had telling effects on various per- 
sons. | 

Let us, first, note the effect ‘it 
had on Jescs, ; 

Jesus saw the sick man, realiz- 
ed his need, had compassion on 
him, and healed the man on the 
single condition of his faith. 

In healing the sick man; Jesus 
disregarded the fact that it was 
the Sabbath day and he brushed 
aside previous conditions and con- 
tributing factors as béing unim- 
portant. Jesus never permits dog- 
mas, foolish beliefs or age-old;cus- 
toms to interfere with his work of 
doing good. 

The better the day the better the 
deed with Jesus. He attested the 
fact that the Sabbath was made for 
man and not man for the Sabbath, 
and he glorified the Sabbath by 
proving that it could be a day for 
good deeds. However, let us not

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How Can We Finance 


Our Schools? 


Someone has said that a community has the kind of public schools 
it deserves. Certainly they are dependent on the citizens for the fi- 
nancial and moral support without which they cannot operate as insti- 
tutions of learning and citizenship building. 

Schools of Shelby County, along with most of the schools of Alabama, 
are in serious trouble. Proration of state funds has been made for the 
fifth straight year. For this county alone, this cut means a loss of mre 
than $200,000. 

Frank Stewart, state superintendent of education, said at a teachers 
meeting here last fall that not, one penny was available from the state 
for fuel, maintenance and janitorial service for this year. Most school 
systems have already borrowed to the legal limit. He offered no 
solution to the urgent problem except a hope for action by the next 
legislature, meeting in May. 

Our schools are not the responsibility solely of the teachers and 
administrators who now do dozens of non-teaching jobs and engage 
in money raising projects for the sake of their pupils. Education of our 
youth is the responsibility of every citizen in this county and state. 

Local meetings are now being scheduled for discussion of this im- 
portant issue. The Montevallo PTA will hear the Hon. Lewis Cates, 
representative; Elvin Hill, county superintendent of schools; the Hon. 
Joe Craham, state serfator; and Dr. James Thomas, chairman of the 
Social Sciences Division, Alabama College, discuss the school situation 
in an open meeting at 7:30 p.m. Feb. 6, Citizens of this county -- not 
just the Montevallo parents and teachers -- should be there to hear the 
problem discussed and to participate in the meeting. 

All citizens can write their representative and senator or can talk 
with them. They were elected to represent us, and what we say to 
them is important. Mr. Cates is intensely interested in improving the 
schools, but he needs our enthusiastic support. 

We get only what we pay for, and schools are no exception. Our 
present sources of revenue, at the state level, are too dependent on 
sales and income which fluctuate with bad crops, unemployment, minor 
recessions and strikes. We must work toward more stable sources of 
income for schools. Failure to administer the laws now on the statute 
books concerning ad valorem taxes is a major reason for the present 
financial condition of schools, according to Harry Haden, revenue com- 
missioner. Sooner or later, Alabama citizens must insist on a more 
realistic approach to taxes. We now pay the lowest property taxes in 
the nation. We also spend a minimum on our children’s education. 

Every county arourid Shelby has voted itself special taxes for 
schools, And the result has been a noticeable increase in funds and 
consequent improvement in facilities. 

Good schools are good business. Industries look for good 
schools when they consider new locations for plants. Our college stu- 
dents, educated tially at taxpayers’ expense, will not stay to teach 
or do other wrk in this state when they can get better paying jobs 
elsewhere. Neighboring states are spending more than ever on educa- 
tion, as the whole world engages in a race to educate its youth. Shelby 
County can not afford to have inadequate schools. 

What are you prepared to do about your schools?

Social Security 


The 1960 amendments to the 
Social Security Law make it pos- 
sible for the wife or husband of 
an old-age or disability insurance 
beneficiary to qualify for social 
security payments if married to 
the worker for at least one year. 
The stepchild of a retired or dis- 
abled worker can also get benefits 
if the marriage of his mother or 
father to the worker took place at 
least one year before his applica- 
tion for benefits is filed. 


In explaining the new law to- 
aay; Cech’: simpson, Manager of 
the Birmingham District Social 
Security Office, pointed out that 
until now the wife, husband or 
stepchild of a worker had to wait 
three years after the matriage to 
become eligible for benefits, 
“Wives, husbands and stepchildren 
who believe themselves qcalified 
for payments under the new law 
should check their status with the 
social security office.” Simpson 
says.

In the last four years 
proration of state funds has cost 
our county $207,000. This year 
proration will cost this county 
$100,000 Less than -1% of the total 
expenditures for education in Shel- 
by County last year was spent 
for maintenance.

Chilton Official Tells 
Shelby Teachers Of 
Education Problems 


“By the end of this sch year, 
the fifth annual proration of state 
school funds, Shelby “County 


schools will have lost $325,000, 
said W, A. Lecroy, superintendent 
of Chilton County schools, in an 
address before the Shelby County 
teachers last Tharsday in Colum- 
biana. 

“Do you know what $325,000 
would do for your schools?” Mr. 
Lecroy asked. “It would build a 
new high school. It would build 
35 to 40 needed classrooms, or buy 
several school buses.” 

In spite of the largest appropri- 
ation for schools and the biggest 
building program in Alabama’s 
history, there are still leaky school- 
houses, buses that are hazardous 
for children, double sessions in 
schools because of overerowding, 
and teachers’ salaries that are 
among the nation’s lowest, Mr.

Part of the answer lies in a 
more stable tax base for education, 
Mr, Lecroy said, When land sells 
for $500 an acre but is on the tax 
books for $5, “we cannot educate 
children on this,” he said. “If we 
arrive at equalization of taxes, 
not all of the increase would g@ 
to education. Counties must also 
seek additional ways to raise funds. 

“All citidens should work with 

their legislators,” Mr. Lécroy said, 
“Let them know we must keep 
the state minimum program law, 
but let. them also know we seek 
un adequate program for schools 
that will lift the level and quality 
of life for Alabama.”

Shrub Planting Time 


Soil Preparation -- A 
Must Before Planting 


By Troy Keeble

VEN though the cold outside still makes 
noses red and fingers numb, spring is 
chasing closely behind old man winter. When 
February comes, it’s time to think once more 
about flowers, lawns, and new plants around 
the house. 
Outside plants add to the beauty of the 
home, and make the home blend into its 
set surroundings. However, 
careful planning is necessary 
before buying any shrub, 
flower, or tree. Consider the 
plant from the standpoint 
of growth habits, flower, 
fruit, and foliage color, as 
wellas how well it fits into 
the landscape. 


Prepare Soil 

Soil preparation is very 
important. Shrubs and trees 
are fairly permanent plantings, so very little 
cultivation is possible once they have been 
planted. Remove any stones or trash from 
the area and work the earth to a depth of 
at least 12 to 15 inches. Use very little, if 
any, fertilizer, especially that which contains 
nitrogen if plantings are to be: made soon. 
Well-rotted manure, peat moss, or leaf mold 
used about one-third to one-half the volume 
of the bed or hole will help the drainage, 
organic content and fertility. 

And now you're ready to get your plants. 
Buy them from a reliable nearby nursery so 
you can avoid long shipments. Examine them 
carefully when they arrive to be sure they 
are moist. Unless your shrubs or flowers are 
to be planted right away, heel them in by 
digging a trench to hold the roots or ball of 
soil, and cover them with soil. Never let the 
roots dry out. 

Now, dig the individual holes at least 12 
inches wider and 6 inches deeper than the 
root system. Have the hole as wide at the 
bottom as it is at the top. If soil has not 
been prepared beforehand, put the topsoil 
in one pile and the subsoil in another. Also, 
have the soil moist at transplanting time. 
Soil seems to become packed when worked if 
it is too wet, while dry soil needs more water 
and attention. 


Prune Before Planting 


Prune away any broken roots or stems be- 
fore putting the plant in the hole. Then 
be sure the plant, when settled, will be at 
about the same depth and level as it was in 
the nursery. For instance, shallow rooted 
plans like azaleas, camellias, and hollies must 
be planted shallowly if you are to grow them 
successfully. ; 

When you place your plants in the hole, 
be sure the roots are not cramped. Cover 
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the roots until the hole is half-full with soil 
prepared earlier or with the topsoil from the 
hole: Fill the remaining space in the hole 
with water, let-it soak in, then refill. Finish 
filling the hole with séil. Be careful to leave 
a slight dish-shaped depression on the sur- 
face to collect and hold water from water- 
ings or rainfall. -A two- to three-inch mulch

of pine straw, peat moss, or leaf mold will 
help reduce moisture losses from the soil. 

For several days after planting sprinkle 
the foliage of evergreen plants. Also, make 
a frequent check to’ see if the soil needs 
watering, and so help the plants to recover 
faster from transplanting.

Plant Or Release Cotton Allotment 


million-bale cotton crop from a million 

Alabama acres is a realistic goal set 

for Alabama cotton producers to reach in 
1961. 

Alabama cotton income could be almost 


$200 million if this goal is reached. The-’ 


1960 cotton crop brought farmers $140 mil- 
lion. 

More than 200 agribusiness, educational, 
and government leaders from all over Ala- 


bama have laid plans to reach this goal. Each 
county in Alabama will spearhead an inten- 
sive drive to get all of Alabama’s 1,089,000- 
acre cotton allotment—104,000 acres higher 
than in 1960—planted this year. 


Every farmer in Alabama should either 
plant or release his cotton allotment in 1961. 
If a farmer doesn’t want to plaat his allot- 
ment, he should release it by March 15. By 
doing this, the cotton acreage can be reas- 
signed to the farmer who wants to plant more 
cotton. 

The farmer who wants more cotton should 
make written application to his county ASC 
office by March 15. The amount requested 
should not be greater than the farmer will 
actually plant. 

If no cotton has been planted on a farm 
in the last two years, and a farmér wants to 
keep his allotment, the rule says that he must 
plant one-tenth of an acre in 1961.

ILL you need more grazing during the 
dry summer months and more hay next 
winter? 

Certainly you will if you are a dairy or 
beef farmer, and coastal bermuda may be a 
dream come true for you. , This grass -has 
helped to solve the feed problem on many 
Alabama farms since its greatest help is dur- 
ing the hot, dry summer months when other 
grasses have stopped growing. 

Not’ many years ago farmers in the state 
began to’ turn away from row crops and to- 
ward livestock production. Most of the three 

on million or more acres taken 
out of cotton and corn was 
upland soils. This land was 
turned to pasture to support 
the increasing livestock pro- 
gram. 

These new livestock grow- 
ers soon found that they did 
not have a summer grass 
adapted to the droughty up- 


a profitable livestock enter- 
prise.

The introduction of coastal bermuda, a 
deep rooted hybrid bermuda grass, changed 


this situation. It is well adapted to droughty, 
acid upland soils and will produce good graz- 
ing and high yields of hay. 

Research workers in Alabama, Georgia, 
and other southeastern states soon proved 
that coastal was more productive on the acid 
upland soils than Dallis, Pensacola bahia or 
common bermuda. 

At first, farmers were somewhat skeptical 
of the outstanding res! !ts with coastal ber- 
muda grass reported by research workers. 

County agents and other agricultural work- 
ers encouraged a few farmers to give coastal 
a chance. The results they received proved 
that coastal was the pasture and hay crop 
that Dr. Glenn Burton, the developer, and re- 
search workers in the South claimed it to be. 

Some of the first coastal bermuda growers 
in the state were L. G. Bell, Monroe County; 
Bryan Massey, Crenshaw; L. O. Dillard, Ma- 
con; Owen Murphree and H. G, Libby, Au- 
tauga County. These early producers grew 
sprigs and sold them to other farmers in the 
state. Bryan Massey furnished 4-H boys in 
his area sprigs free of charge to start their 
own 4-H coastal project. 

Gregory Allen, Chambers County, who now 
owns our old home place, is probably the 
largest grower in the state. To provide the 
grazing and hay for 800 head of beef cattle, 
Allen has 1200 acres of coastal bermuda.

About two-thirds of this acreage is interplant- 
ed with crimson and white clover. 

The Wadsworth Brothers, Autauga.Coun- 
ty, who have one of the best forage programs 
in the state, use reseeding crimson clover and 
coastal bermuda to provide grazing and hay 
for their beef herd. 

Coastal bermuda has now proved itself on 
thousands of farms in the South. Evidence 
of this is that cattle producers have establish- 
ed over 140,000 agres in the state. THis in- 
crease is used to support our greatly expand- 
ed livestock program in the state. 

And this is why. Coastal stands dry 

weather well and makes good use of water 
and nitrogen. 
nitrogen. In tests conducted by the Auburn 
University Experiment Station, coastal ber- 
muda averaged five tons of hay per acre 
when fertilized with 150 to.200- pounds of 
nitrogen per acre plus necessary phosphate 
and potash. However, several farmers over 
e state reported higher yields. 
Coastal bermuda grows well in combina- 
tion with vetch, and crimson clover. At the 
Piedmont Substation at\Camp Hill, this com- 
bination without additional nitrogen furnish- 
ed grazing for more than one-beef cow and 
ner calf for a six-month period. One acre 
of coastal averaged producing 400 pounds of 
beef. Calf gains averaged three pounds per 
day from late April to early June but drop- 
ped to one-half pound per day in late sum- 
mer when the grazing quality declined. 

Coastal bermuda has its weak points, too. 
Like other summer pasture grasses, its qual- 
ity declines after midsummer. The protein 
content decreases and the fiber increases. In

tests with dairy cows it has not maintained 
milk production of high producers after July 
15. However, it furnished good grazing for 
dry cows and replacement heifers. 

Most people agree that as a hay and pas- 
ture plant for brood cows and calf herds on 
upland soils, coastal bermuda tops the list. 
It is a little more trouble to establish than 
other crops planted by seed. However, it is 
just as cheap as crops established with seed, 
and farmers are getting a cutting of hay or 
some grazing the same year they plant the 
sprigs. 

Experienced growers say these rules must 
be followed to get a good stand. 

1. Plant only when the soil is moist. Early 
spring after danger of frost is best. Any 
spring or summer month will do if it is wet. 

2. Use live, freshly dug sprigs. The best 
way is to get them from your own nursery 
or nearby farm so sprigs can be dug and 
planted within a matter of hours. 

3. Plant just deep enough to cover most 
of the sprig with moist soil. Firm the soil 
around the sprig. 

4. Control weeds after planting to give 
the young plants a chance to get a start and 
spread quickly. 

5. Fertilize with nitrogen as soon as grass 
begins to grow. 

Established stands must be limed, fertiliz- 
ed and good grazing or harvesting practiced 
to make coastal bermuda pay off in grazing 
and hay. 

Don’t be satisfied with a “‘get-by”’ or second 
best feed production program. Grow coastal 
bermuda. Have some of the best grazing and 
hay possible.

This Month In Rural Alabama

E here in Alabama are confronted with 

a strange paradox. Few, if any, states 
are blessed with better natural resources. Yet 
few states suffer from lower levels of eco- 
nomic development. 

During the next three months, this column 
will examine the problem and point to some 
of our potentials for expanding our state’s 
economy through agriculture and industry 
and.to present plans for a program of eco- 
nomic development which can help us real- 
ize these potentials. 


The Problem 


Alabama’s per capita income is a mere 
$1,409; only two other states have lower in- 
comes. 


Our unfavorable economic position is made 
more acute by our large farm population and 
its comparatively low income. In 1959 Ala- 
bama’s net income per farm was $1,440— 
fourth from the bottom of all states. The 
net per capita income of our farm population 
was only $320. ~ 


Our problem results in part from the fact 
that we are falling far short of our potential 
income from agriculture. Our production of 
most commodities is relatively low and in- 
efficient. During the past 20 years, we have 
fallen behind many other agricultural areas 
throughout the-country in the rate of expan- 
sion in farm income. 


. This low level of farm income has con- 
tributed to a mass exodus of people from the 
farm. . 

Alabama’s total population has ‘increased 
about seven percent in the last 10 years. Dur- 
ing the same period, U. 8. population has 
gone up 18.5 percent. Although national 
growth has been rapid, Alabama’s farm pop- 
ulation has decreased approximatély 50 per- 
cent, and 45 of Alabama’s rural counties have 
lost population. One major consequence of 
our lagging population growth is the loss of 
one Alabama congressman. 

Throughout the state, hundreds of once 
prosperous and thriving rural communities 
are literally dying. As people move out, the 
land often -becomes idle and unproductive, 
churches and schools are abandoned, and 
local businesses have to close. When this 
happens, state and county governments lose 
‘tax revenue, and the entire economy suffers. 

The problem is not one of trying to main- 


tain the same number of people in agriculture’ 


that we had 10 or 20 years ago. Indeed, 
with the tremendous advances in technology 
in American agriculture in the last two or 
three decades, fewer farmers are required 
to supply our needs. 

The problem, therefore, is twofold: help- 
ing to provide an ample income and standard 
of living for those people who need to remain 
in agriculture and helping those people who 


are moving out of agriculture find suitable - 


employment opportunities in business or in- 
dustry preferably within their local area. The 
absence of local employment opportunitites 
has resulted in thousands of farm people 
leaving their home county, with many of them 
moving from the state. When this occurs, 
. a community, a county, or a state loses some 
of its most valuable resources for future de- 
velopment.

World Meat Supply Falling Behind Demand 
ERE are two basic diets among the peoples, of 
the world—meat and rice. Meat-is gaining in 

popularity. We have watched a build-up in beef 


cattle numbers to over 100 million head in ‘the. 


U. S. Some tend to worry about it; however, some 
look at it in another way. The Food and Agri- 
culture Organization of the United Nations says 
meat production is not rising fast enough over the 
world to keep up with demand. A slight decline 
in exportable supplies of beef last year brought 
the expansion of world meat trade almost to a halt. 


, Strong Industry Demand for Food Technologists 


Although the number of farms and farmers in 
the United States is decreasing, there are ample 
opportunities for farm youth in other branches of 
the food industry, according to a recent study by 
the Institute of Food Technologists. The survey 
discovered that: 


1. Industry wants to hire more than twice as 
many food technologists during the next five years. 

2. .Food manufacturers would have hired 61 
percent more food technicians last year if they had 
been available. 

3. One-third of all food items now on super- 
market shelves didn’t even exist 10 years ago. 

4. Half of 1970’s food products are now in 
the developmental stage. 


Pecan Potential 


Pecans are one of the most promising crops in 
the picture for thousands of: Alabama farmers. 
This is emphasized in many different ways. The 
increasing total and per capita pecan consumption, 
the adaptability of pecan production to our condi- 
tions, the rate of expansion, and the favorable com- 
bination we can make with pecans and other enter- 
prises gives this enterprise a favorable outlook. 

Evidence of the adaptability of pecans is the 
rapid rate of expansion and the fact that we are 
third in total production and midway in the pecan 
producing area that stretches from North Carolina 
to Texas. ~ 

The pecan is a relatively new crop—averaging 
18,262,000 pounds in Alabama during the last 10 
years—about 12 times as much as the average of 
the early 1920s. , 

When a producer does everything possible for 
an ideal pasture, he has also created a good situa- 
tion for a productive pecan tree—two profitable 
enterprises on the same land at the same time, 

More and more pecans are being shelled and sold 
in confections, baked goods, and fancy nut mix- 
tures, as well as direct sale of pecans in the shell 
to consumers) 

Dependable local pecan buyers in all producing 
areas make pecans one of our easiest and least ex- 
pensive crops to market. 

Right now the important thing for prospective 
producers is to get a supply of planting stock lined 
up for setting during the 1960-61 planting season 


Brighter Future for Cotton 


The 1961 national acreage allotment of 18.4 mil- 
lion acres exceeds last year’s original allotment by 
slightly more than two million acres. It is about a 
million acres above the 1960 revised allotment, in- 
cluding the 1.2 million extra acres planted under

The increased acreage was made possible by great- 
er sales in recent years as United States cotton 
prices have become more competitive with synthetic 
fibers and cotton produced abroad. Despite larger 
crops since the 1958 Act became effective, the 
cotton carryover at the beginning of this year was 
the lowest in many years. 


Cotton—Higher Grade Index 


One benefit of the concentrated effort on cot- 
ton in Alabama in 1960 is the outstanding quality 
of the crop. Through November 25, 418,283 bales 
had been classed under the Smith-Doxey Act in the 
Birmingham Classing Office. The grade index of 
this cotton was 96.8 (Middling White is 100). This 
was the highest of the six classing offices in the 
southeastern states, 


Animal Feed Supply to Hit Record High 

A record 270 million tons of animal feed con- 
centrates will be available during the 1960-61 feed 
year. Prices will average a little lower than in 
the previous year, the USDA forecastg The feed 
year began October 1. 

The predicted concentrate supply—consisting of 
corn, grain sorghums, barley, oats, and by-product 
feeds—will be about three percent larger than 
last season and 29 percent above the 1954-58 
average. A total of 75 million tons of feed stocks 
were on hand October 1. The available stocks next 
October are expected to rise to about 82 million 
tons, with supply still exceeding demand. 


Poultry 

The number of layers on U. S. farms on October 
1 was five percent smaller than a year earlier. Po- 
tential layers on October 1, including pullets not 
of laying age, were at the lowest level in nearly 
380 years, with numbers below a year earlier in 
all. regions except the West. ; 

Higher egg prices this fall have begun to exert 
their influence on the number of -egg-type chicks 
being started. September and October hatchings 
exceeded corresponding hatchings a year earlier. 

Broiler chick placements have been running ahead 
of year-ago levels since late April. Increases of 
10 to 20 percent in much of September, October, 
and November indi¢ate proportionately large mar- 
ketings in late November, and December and in the 
first part of next year. 


Making Farm Labor More Productive 


One of the key problems of a farm operator is 
to get greater output from his own or hired labor 
per hour, per day, per month, and the 12 months 
of each year. Some of the principal factors for 
increasing the output of farm labor are tractor 
power, fertilizers, insecticides, irrigation, and weed 
harvesters, long established 
with field crops, are fast coming into such intensive 
crops as vegetables—potato diggers, leafy vege- 
table harvesters, bean pickers, cucumber pickers. 
Last winter I heard one grower from a big process- 
ing state say that within five years all tomatoes 
for processing would be picked mechanically. Some 
high value crops like strawberries and tree fruits 
will likely continue to require much labor in hand 
harvesting.

Plan Wisely 


Credit Is A Very Useful Tool

REDIT is like a buzz saw. It is a useful 
tool when handled properly, but it can 
be very dangerous jn unskilled hands. 

Short-term or intermediate credit can be 
used advantageously to cut costs and increase 
income. And in recent years, this type of 
credit has become increas- 
ingly important for several 
reasons. 

Perhaps the most out- 
standing cause for the rise 
in short-term credit loans 
has come about as a natural 
result of the ever-increasing 
cost of production or operat- 
ing expenses-on the farm. 
For example, in 1946 pro- 
duction expenses were about 
50 percent of the average 
gross farm income, by 1959 they consumed 
about 70 percent, and some economists pre- 
dict that in five to 10 years these expenses 
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will take from 75 to 80 percent of the farm- 
er’s income. 

What do these figures mean to a farmer 
who is trying to maintain a $5,000 net in- 
come? They mean that in 1946 a gross in- 
come of only $10,000 would have been need- 
ed. In 1959 the figure would have risen to 
nearly $17,000, and if predictions are correct, 
he will have to gross between $20,000 and 
$25,000 in the next five to ten years to main- 
tain a $5,000 net farm income. 

Other factors pointing to the need for 
short-term or intermediate credit are the in- 
creased investment in machinery and the ris- 
ing number of livestock per farm over the 
state. 

Finding out whether credit can save you 
money is a matter of simple arithmetic. And 
here’s an example. If a dairy farmer has 
been paying $60 per ton for cottonseed meal 
and he finds that he can get a 10 percent 
quantity discount if he buys 15 tons at once, 
all he has to do is figure the difference be- 
tween the interest rate on borrowing the 
money to buy the larger amount of cottonseed 
meal and the amount of money that the 10 
percent discount will save. 

In this case, if he found a credit agency 
which would lend him the money to be paid 
back in 12 monthly payments of $75 plus a 
charge of six percent interest on the unpaid 
balance, he would save $60.75 on the entire 


* operation—which is a worthwhile saving. 


Another way of using credit to save money 
is to pay cash with borrowed money rather 
than using the installment plan. Some lend- 
ing agencies will make farm loans, charging 
interest only on the amount of money being 
used; consequently, the amount on which in- 
terest is paid drops after each payment. How-

Cottonseed Supply 
LABAMA farmers may be faced with a 
severe shortage of high germinating 
cottonseed when planting time comes for the 
1961 cotton crop, Melvin Moorer, Auburn 


‘Extension seed marketing specialist, tells ‘me. 


Certified cottonseed producers made.a real 
effort last year to produce an adequate sup- 
ply of high quality certified _ 
seed. And the seed were 
produced on the largest 
acreage in the history of the 
Alabama Crop Improvement 
Association. However, Moor- 
er said that adverse weather 
conditions at harvest time 
caused a large portion of 
the seed not to germinate up 
to the 80 percent margin— 
the minimum for top quality. 
The Board of Directors of 
the ACIA lowered the requirements to 65 
percent germination for this year only. 

Moorer recommends that cotton producers

early because the better seed will move first.

Alabama Voluntary Crop Reporters 


LABAMA farmers who take time out 

from producing food for their families 

to serve voluntary crop reporters are wun- 

sung heroes in the opinion of Foy Helms, Ex- 
tension ‘economist at Auburn University. | 

Most communities are fortunate in having 
one of these faithful servants. For the great 
service they render to Alabama, very little 
credit is given to them. 

With the information which these men 
make possible, farmers know what the fu- 
ture market supply will be. -Take, for ex- 
ample, the February report which could show 
that a large number of pigs were born. From 
this information, swine producers will know 
that in five or six months a large number of 
top hogs will be going to market and prices 
are likely to be low. The wise producer will 
plan his operation so that he will have few 
hogs to sell in this low-price season. 


Produced Over 400,000 


Helms explains that the United States Crop 
Reporting Service was started many years 
ago in response to farmers’’' demands. Pro- 
ducers realized that they knew less about 
production than the people who bought their 
products. 

The service receives regular reports from 
each of its faithful community reporters. 
These reports give an estimate of the farm 
livestock and crop situation. George Strong 
and his staff in the state office in Montgom- 
ery compile the facts from these question- 
naires and make this information available, 
both weekly-and monthly. ‘ 

Farmers and many others benefit from 
these timely and accurate crop and livestock 
reports. Many research projects are based 
on these statistical reports. Helms says the 
operation of the Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice would be greatly hampered without this 
service, 


Poultryman Finds He Must Be Efficient

*“T)ROILERS at 33.5 cents per pound and 

feed costing $4.20 per hundred—that’s 
the way I started,” said R. O. Cleghorn of 
Winston County. “But that was 14 years 
ago. 

“And the funny thing about it,” remem- 
bers Cleghorn, “folks said then that we 
couldn’t make any. money on broilers and 
that we didn’t have a market. Now we've 
got the market and just look at the price.” 

The price, as broiler producers know too 
well, has come down to less than half what 
it was in 1947. And the cost of feed has 
gone up almost a third. Yet Alabama pro- 
duced 158 million broilers in 1959 and rank- 
ed second in the nation in pounds produced, 
In a situation like this, how can you account 
for the tremendous increase in broiler pro- 
duction? ' 

“There are several reasons for our expand- 
ing broiler industry,” says James Fields, as- 
sistant farm agent, “but probably the big- 
gest have to do with research in feed, broil- 
er strains, and housing and the efficiency 
with which famers are producing the birds. 
Of course, we could name markets, climate, 
contract-type operations, and others. They 
all contributed to this expansion.” 

The producer is thankful for all the ad- 
vances made in the industry, but the one 
thing he is most concerned with is efficiency. 
The reason is simple—with prices holding 
steady at a low level, efficiency determines 
the profit margin. 

Take Cleghorn for example. He started 
in 1947 with one house, and he has since 
added three. Now his capacity per year is 
up to 80,000—and he handles them by him- 
self. Of course, the Arley Rt. 1 farmer has 
automatic feeders and waterers, and he starts 
and empties all his houses at the same time. 
In his words, ‘‘You have to be a lot more ef- 
ficient now just to stay in business.” Cleg- 
horn, who is on a contract-type operation, 
figures he has produced over 400,000 birds 
since he began his operation. 

Cleghorn was the first in the county to put 
in a broiler house, now, county producers 
number 419—and half are part-time farmers. 
These growers have the capacity for produc- 
ing over 21 million birds per year with a 
gross worth of just under $10 million. 
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Many producers in the county feel the same 
way Cleghorn does in that they think the 
broiler business has leveled off now, and 
they’re going to stay in it! But there are 
other benefits in growing broilers. Cleg- 


horn puts the litter on his grain and pasture 
are and says the yield has doubled because 
of it.

Cotton—Dampen well. Iron with hot dry 
iron at cotton setting for smoother, better- 
looking finish. Iron dark cottons on wrong 
side to eliminate shine.

Dreaded Chore 


Silk—Iron while damp on the wrong side 
or use cloth if ironing on the right side. Use 
moderately hot iron (silk setting) ; too much 
heat turns silk yellow. 


Wool—Press damp fabric on the wrong 
side through a press cloth to prevent shine 
and scorching. Steam ironing gives good 
results. Use wool setting. Place a piece of 
bp over the board to soften the fabric sur- 
ace. 


Linen—Dampen well. Use dry iron at 
high heat (linen setting). Iron damp on the 
wrong side and then on the right side. To 
produce luster, iron crosswise from selvage 
to selvage. If dull finish is desired, iron on 


wrong side only. Crease as little as possible. 


Rayon—Iron while slightly damp. Use low 
temperature ‘(rayon setting). Iron. sturdy 
rayon fabrics like cotton. Press or iron the 
sheers and loosely constructed fabrics lightly 
with warm iron on the wrong side over a 
bath towel. Iron dress-weight spun rayons 
when entirely dry. Iron slips on wrong side 
when slightly damp. Iron up and under the 
free edge of seams and with the grain of the 
material to restore shape and size. 


Acetate—Press as lightly as possible on 
wrong side while fabric is slightly damp. Af- 
ter washing, use a dry iron. Between wash- 
ings, press on wrong side with steam iron or 
damp press cloth. Iron to smooth, not to dry. 
Use lowest setting’ on iron, At higher temp-

eratures, fabrics may shrink, stiffen, glaze, or 
melt. Touch.up collars,on right side using 
a smooth heavy press cloth. 


Nylon—Needs little or no ironing. If press- 
ed, do so while damp-dry on wrong side with 
moderately warm iron. Higher heat causes 
yellowing, shrinking, or glazing. 


Dacron—Needs little or no ironing. If 
pressed, do so while damp-dry with a barely 
warm iron to avoid Deranens creases and 
shrinking or glazing. 


Acrilan, Dynel, and Orlon—Little or no 
ironing needed. Press dynel at a very low 
temperature. Iron Acrilan and Orlon at 300 
degrees or lower. Don’t let iron come in con- 
tact with material; use press cloth. 


Vicara—Needs no ironing. 


Glass fibers—Never iron glass-fiber fab- 
rics. 

In ironing, make the job easier for your- 
self. Standing and lifting make ironing tir- 
ing, so sit while you iron, do not lift the 
iron, and bring the work to the iron. Also, 
arrange the garments as little as possible 
and use both hands. Heat, not weight, does 
the work inironing. The automatic dial con- 
trols the heat for rayon, cotton, linen, and 
other types of fabrics. 

Proper care will greatly prolong the ef- 
ficiency and useful life of an electric iron.

O you check your home freezer everyday 

to make sure it is operating? If you 
don’t, you may find a freezer full of thaw- 
ed food someday. 

Partially thawed frozen foods can be re- 
frozen. But many precautions must be tak- 
en. 

Thawed fruits can be refrozen if: they still 
taste and smell good. Or they can be used 
in cooking and baking or for making jams, 
jellies, and preserves. Fruits usually ferment 
when they start to spoil. A little fermenta- 
tion will not make the fruits dangerous to 
eat, but it may spoil their flavor. 

Meats and poultry become unsafe to eat 
when they start to spoil. Therefore examine 
each package of food before you decide what 
to do with it. If the food still contains ice 
crystals, it may be safely refrozen. But if 
the odor of the thawed food is poor or ques- 
tionable, throw it away. It may be danger-

Add Spring To Your Meals 


Fruits - Vegetables -

try putting warmth in your meals with

Fried chicken is welcome anytime, not just 
during the picnic season. February is the 
right time for tempting appetites with fried 
chicken, fluffy whipped potatoes, and cream 
gravy. The nicest thing about this main dish 
and accompaniment is that it’s so kind to 
the food budget. 

Improved marketing methods move. the 
early greens from the warm climates where 
they are grown to our markets in good con- 
dition. In your selection, you have a choice 
of cut greens, which are:sold  pypegppsee ge 
by the pound or washed ; 
greens sold in pliofilm bags © 
or by bunches with the roots 
on. ; 

Young, tender greens 
need only a short cooking 
time to make them ready to 
serve. And if they are very 
tender, “serve them raw in 
salads for your family’s en- 
joyment. 

You have more than 50 different fruits and 
vegetables to choose from at the market if 
canned and frozen goods are a part of your 
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ous to eat! 

Recent tests show that you can refreeze 
beef, veal, and lamb that show no sign of 
spoilage. If the package has not been open- 
ed, the meat’s juices can be reabsorbed by 
placing the unopened package upside down 
in the zero compartment. If the package has 
been opened, the meat should be rewrapped 
before freezing. However, the rewrapped 
meat may be drier than the meat in an un- 
opened package. 

Be careful when you refreeze vegetables, 
shellfish, and cooked foods. Often, you can’t 
tell by the odor whether vegetables, shellfish 
and cooked foods have spoiled. Bacteria mul- 
tiply rapidly in these foods, even at 50 de- 
grees. So don’t refreeze any of these foods 
when they have thawed completely. If ice 
crystals are still in the food, you can re- 
freeze it immediately. Usually, it is safe to 
do so, even though the quality may suffer

purchases, At this season your grocer may 
be having special sales on canned goods. 
Frozen food cases are a fairyland with new 
and different items available. Menus can 
be varied by use of these foods or perhaps 
? combination of two or more. For example, 


anned or frozen green beans take on a spe- » 


cial flavor when cooked in the oven with one 
of the cream soups—asparagus, mushroom, pr 
chicken. Topped with scanned or frozen 
french-fried onion rings, they aré& different. 

While you are adding spring to your meals 
with canned or frozen vegetables, it’s a good 
time to plan your garden. The promises of 
seed catalogues are bigger and better than 
ever before. If you grow, preserve, and use 
more vegetables this year, your family will 
be better fed. 

Nearly all of the vitamin C and about two- 
thirds of the vitamin A in our diets come from 
fruits and vegetables. They furnish iron, 
thiamine, niacin, and some calcium and ribo- 
flavin. They also help maintain an alkaline 
reserve of the body and furnish roughage. 
They add variety in color, flavor, and tex- 
ture to the diet. 

Many studies show that the family with 
home-produced food eats better. Families 
that raise their own vegetables and fruits 
tend to eat more of these foods. Having de- 


If the condition of the food is poor or ques- 
tionable, throw it away. 

You will want to refreeze food as quickly 
as possible. To do this, it may be necessary 
to add dry ice to your home freezer. In 
handling dry ice, wear gloves. Two to three 
pounds per cubic foot of freezer space will 
help lower the temperature quickly. Place 
the dry ice between cardboard throughout 
the freezer. If one-fourth or more of your 
food has thawed, you should take it to a 
quick-freeze plant to refreeze it. This is 
your best “bet” since dry ice is expensive 
and sometimes hard to buy. 

Two to three pounds of unfrozen food per 
cubic foot of freezer space is the limit to put 
in even when the freezer is at zero degrees 
or lower. 

So play it safe, check your freezer daily.

Irons are most frequently injured by drop- 
ping them or letting them slide from the 
ironing board to the floor. Such accidents 
can be avoided if a sturdy, level ironing 
board is used, if the iron is always rested on 
the heel or side, and if the electric outlet is 
on a level with the ironing board or slightly 
above it. 

Iron plugs and cords will last longer if 
they are used and cared for properly. Always 
disconnect a detachable iron cord first from 
the wall outlet, then at the heel of the iron. 
This prevents excessive sparking and wear 
at contact points. And always grasp the 
plug, not the cord in removing it from an 
outlet. . 

Select a safe place fer the iron to stand 
while it cools after use. If the cord is perma- 
nently attached, wrap it loosely around the 
iron handle after the iron is cold. The origi- 
nal box or other container is an excellent 
place for storing the iron when it is not in 
use. 

Keep the iron free from dirt and burned- 
on starch. Wipe the bottom of the cold 
iron with a wet soapy cloth. Rub a paste 
of household ammonia and spanish whiting 
on the bottom and let it dry. Rub off with 
a dry cloth, Heat the iron slightly; then 
glide it back and forth over waxed paper.

Construct A Disposal Pit 


|B egeanecnrs condemnation—partly caused by/ 
respiratory diseases—is costing south- 
eastern growers an estimated $11,000,000 an- 
nually. 

These diseases can be reduced by many 
methods. One way, according to Jim Hub- 
bard, Auburn Extension poultry specialist, 
is to have an adequate method of eliminating 
dead birds. A disposal pit will solve this 
problem, This will prevent the diseases from 
spreading to other birds, says the specialist, 
and in turn will reduce the number of dis- 
ease organisms on the farm.

Even the best poultrymen lose some chick- 
ens from diseases and must dispose of the 
bodies, pointed out Hubbard. Ifyou have a 
small flock and lose a bird occasionally, bury 
the carcass. 
more, a disposal pit will be more economical. 

A pit requires some labor and expense to 
build; but once finished, it will save time and 
labor. Only a few minutes are required 
each day to lift the lid and drop in the dead 
birds. 

The size pit to build will depend on the 
number of broilers you have. A pit five feet 
square and six feet deep should take care 
of the dead birds from a 10,000-capacity 
broiler house. For larger flocks, a deeper 
and longer pit will be necessary. 

For complete details on how to build one 
of these pits, see your county agent. 


Mr. and Mrs. L. H. Pippins of Montgomery County 
find that a disposal pit is the answer to their prob- 
lem of getting rid of dead broilers. The Pippins, ho 
manage 42,000 birds for W. C. Duncan, say that the 
disposal works satisfactorily. 


Cattle Grubs Cost Producers ! 


paces annually throw away enough 
grub-damaged meat to feed 85,000 peo- 
ple a year. And the cattle raiser is the man 
who suffers this loss. Cattle grubs cost the 
cattlemen of this country over $100 million 
annually. Alabama contributes a large share 
to this waste. 

Bob Farquhar, Auburn Extension beef cat- 
tle and sheep specialist, says that one of the 
most difficult of these pests to control is the 
pee fly because it never bites the host ani- 
mal. 
Each summer the heel fly lays its eggs 
on the legs and underside of cattle, the spe- 
cialist says. These eggs hatch and live in 
the body of the animal through the summer 
months. Then about this time of year, the 
insects eat a hole in the hide of the animal 
and emerge. 

When this occurs, cattlemen can use in- 
secticides (rotenone is usually considered 
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best) under heavy pressure as a spray. The 
insecticide penetrates the holes cut in the 
animal’s back and kills the grubs. Treatment 
should be repeated every 30 days, Farquhar 
says. 

When smaller groups of cattle are treated, 
rotenone can be applied as a one to two per- 
cent dust sprinkled on the back of the ani- 
mal and rubbed in with a stiff brush. 

New insecticides are now available for grub 
control which penetrate the hide and circu- 
late through the blood system. Using this 
method of control, the grubs are killed be- 
fore they damage the hide of the animal in 
the emerging process. However, these insec- 
ticides must be applied in late summer or 
early fall to be effective. 

The Auburn livestockman says the first 
symptoms of grubs are bumps or swelling 


_ along the back or loin area of the animal.

FERTILIZING COASTAL. Coastal ber- 
muda grass responds to high rates of nitro- 
gen. The amount to use depends on quality 
of forage desired and use of the crop, 
used for grazing and hay, coastal needs 40 
to 50 pounds of nitrogen before spring growth 
starts and again after each cutting. Lime, 


phosphate, and potash should be applied ac- | 


cording to soil test. Removing large ton- 
nages of hay (six to eight tons per acre) in- 
creases potash requirements. 


APPLE SCAB CONTROL. Dodine is a 
new fungicide that has been outstanding in 
controlling apple scab. It is noted for its 
ability to kill the fungus in diseased tissue 
86 to 48 hours after infection. Other ma- 
terials must be used before infection develops. 
Dodine (sold as Cyprex) is applied at rates 
of one-half to three-fourths pound per gal- 
lon of spray through petal fall. In severe 
scab years it can be applied at one-fourth to 
one-half pound rate throughout the season 
up to seven days before harvest to control 
secondary spread. Dodine is not effective 
against summer diseases, whereas Captan 
controls bitter rot and other fruit spotting 
diseases. 


BRUCHID RESISTANT VETCH—Warrior 
vetch, developed by the Auburn Agricultural 
Experiment Station, is not damaged by the 
vetch bruchid. This insect does extensive 
damage to seed of susceptible varieties, such 
as hairy vetch. Warrior has produced high- 
er Seed yields than hairy and is recommended 
as a green manure, grazing, or seed crop in 
the southern two-thirds of Alabama. 


PREPARING EGGS. Cleaning, grading, 
and case-packing consumer-grade eggs cost 
$1.03 per case. This was learned in.a survey 
of 25 Alabama egg producers in 1959. Cost 
of labor amounted to 46 percent of the total. 


STRAWBERRY VARIETIES. More and 
better varieties of strawberries are now 
available for commercial planting in Ala- 
bama. Tests at Clanton and Cullman indi- 
cate Dixieland is the best variety for early 
maturity. Pocahontas, Tennessee Beauty, 
and Earlidawn have performed well. These 
varieties show merit for use in Alabama and 
will remain under observation. Others be- 
ing tested include Redglow, Midway, Florida 
90, and Headliner.

‘NITROGEN FOR POTATOES. Spring- 
grown Irish potatoes need at least one-third 
of the nitrogen applied in the nitrate form. 
When all nitrogen was from an ammonium 
source, crop yield and plant size were reduc- 
ed, and physiological leaf roll was increased. 
In the Auburn studies, effects from the am- 
monium nitrogen were more noticeable as 
soil became more acid. 


FLOWER GERMINATION. Annual flow- 
er seed germinate quickly if thinly sown in 
pots or flats containing well-drained, steriliz- 
ed soil. According to Auburn test results, 
the8e practices give best results: (1) press 
seed into the soil; (2) water theroughly, 
preferably from the bottom by placing the 
container in a pan of water; (3) cover the 
container with glass or plastic; and (4) keep 
temperature between 60 and 70 degrees pntil

She also signified her belief that 
Jesus could still help her, Where- 
upon Jesus told her that “Thy 
brother shall rise again.” 

To this ‘assurance from Jesus, 


Martha declared her hope in the 
resurrection and her belief that 
Lazurus would be raised from the 
dead in the, general resurrection. 
Then Jesus declared to Martha 
the greatest truth of the lesson, 
saying, “I am the resurrection 
and the life; he who believes in 
me, though he die, yet shall. he 
live, and whoever lives and be- 
lieves in me shall never die.” 


, The challenge of this lesson is 
the question which followed, “Do 
you believe this?” 

Declaring her belief, Martha re- 
turned home and Mary went to 
meet Jesus. She, too, declared her 
regret that he had not come when 
her brother was sick, 

Then this Lord of Life and Death 
gave evidence of both his human 
and divine nature. Jesus shared 
the sorrow of the sisters and their 
friends by weeping with them. He 
approached the tomb of Lazarus, 
ordered that the stone covering 
the entrance be removed, then 
prayed to his Heavenly Fath- 
ey and called Lazarus from the 
tomb and restored him to his sis- 
ters. 

The effect of this great miracle 
was to cause many people to be- 
lieve in Jesus. Seeing was believ- 
ing for them. They were like 
many people of today who have t 
be shown before they will believe. 
The trouble with such folks is that 
their believing doesn’t amount to 
much after they are, shown. Those 
whose belief does amount to some- 
thing worth while are the folks who 
believe in faith, those who hear 
the call of God in their souls as 
well as in their ears, those who 
see good in the many provisions 
of an ever-caring Heavenly Fath- 
ery 

In John’s record of this scene 
we get a picture of Jesus both 
as a human and as a divine being. 
Here was Jesus, the human, feel- 
ing the loss of a personal friend, 
one who had often been his host; 
here Jesus was meeting the sis- 
ters and their friends, all sorrow- 
ing because of the death of their 
beloved Lazarus, The humanity of 
the Lord responds to the hwman 


touch of others and his tears flow 


with theirs. 
But as Jesus stands before the 
tomb, he is not man alone — he 


lis very God, and at his bidding the 


grave gives up its dead and na- 
ture suspends its laws in the pre- 
sence of One who was with the 
Divine Creator when those laws 
were made, 

This lesson story tells of the un- 
bounded sympathy and compas- 
sion of a sympathizing Savior. 
Just as Jesus entered into the sor- 
row of Mary and Martha and their 
friends, so does he today enter 
into our sorrows, although he has 
the power to wipe sorrow’s tears 
away and to make the radiance 
of his presence shine through the 
dark clouds of our human grief. 

Also this is the Jesus who stands 
near our entombed lives today and 
calls us into his living presence 
and into a life of love and ser- 
vice, a life of beauty and peace 
and joy and contentment, a life of

One of the most effective meth- 
ods of minimizing the impact of 
income taxes is the employment 
of the laws dealing with capital 
gain and logs transactions. 

Long-term capital gains are tax- 
‘ed at no more than 52% whereas, 
short-term gains are taxed at 
ordinary income. rates. On 
capital losses, 
whether long-term or short-term, 
can offset up to $1,000 of taxable 
income. Any unused part of 4 
capital loss can be carried forward 
in each of the succeeding 5 years 
to offset, successively, short-term 
gain, long-term gain, and ordinary 
income up to $1,000. 

In order to put these rules into 
play for you, it is necessary for 
you to understand that capital 
gain or loss results only when 
a “capital asset” is sold or ex- 
changed. Any property held by 
you constitutes a capital asset 
whether or not connected with 
your trade or business except: 

(1). Stock in trade, inventory, 
or property held primarily for sale 
in your business; (2) Depreciable 
property and real property used 
in your trade or business, (3) Cer- 
tain copyrights, literary, musical 
or artistic compositions, and short- 
term government obligations; (4) 
Accounts or notes receivable ac- 
quired in your trade or business 
for services rendered or from the 
items mentioned in (1) above. 

If, at the time of sale or ex- 
change, a capital asset was held 
for 6 months or less, gain or loss 
is short-term; if held more than 
6 months, the gain or loss is long- 
term, 

To determine how you\ean best 
take advantage of the capital pro- 
visions of the Internal Revenue 
Code it is first necessary to eval- 
uate your capital position. To do 
this consider the following pro- 
cedures: (1) Compute your net 
long-term gain status by adding 
up seperately long-term gains and 
long-term losses, and finding the 
difference between the totals. This 
is your net long-term gain or loss. 

(2) Find your net short-term 
status by a similar process of add- 
ing up and offsetting. 

(8) Compare your respective 
net totals, If you have gain, both 
long and short-term, add the net 
short-term gain to your ordinary 
income, but figure which of thes 
2 methods results in a lesSer tax 
so far as the long-term capital 
gain js concerned: (a) total your 
ordinary income and add to it one- 
half of the net long-term gain, 
applying your income tax rate to 
the grand total; (b) compute the 
tax on your ordinary income and 
add to it 25% of the whole net 
long-term gain. _ 

(4) If your net long-term gain 
exceeds short-term loss, such ex- 
cess will be computed to find the 
lesser tax. 

(5) If your net short-term gain 
exceeds net long - term foss, 
the excess is treated as ordinary 
income. 

(6) If you have net capital los- 
ses, whether long or short, add 
them up. and offset the total 
against this year’s ordinary in- 
come. up to $1,000. If any tapital 
loss remains affer the offset, plan 
(AMP ests. Sear 
to succeeding years, up to 5, to 
reduce short-term gain, long-term 
gain and ordinary income up to 


$1,000, in -that order, -

If you don’t cancel out the short- 
term gains, they will be taxed at 
ordinary income rates, Since you 
will want to preserve whatever 
long-term gains you may have 
next year (in order- to achieve the 
favorable 25% rate), use your long- 
term losses this year to offset the 
short-term gains, or such losses 
will neutralize the expected long- 
term gain next year.

WHOM IT MAY CONCERN 

Due to the fact that there are 
many budding journalists in our 
county --- judging from the let- 
ters and articles received - - seek- 
ing information regarding this 
ever interestiflg vocation -- we 
,quote from an article written by 
Lovis Spilman, in a recent issue 
of the Waynesboro News - Vir- 
ginian which about tells the story 
and answers some questions re- 
cently propounded. This widely 
successful newspaper man _ says: 

“Newspaper work is divided into 
five general classifications .... 
editorial and news, advertising, 
business administration, circula-, 
tion and mechanical. Each classi- 
fication .is as important as the 
others. All require a love of peo- 
ple, a desire to serve people, a 
willingness to work, complete lack 
of procrastination and a whole- 
some regard for -the bigness of 
God. If newspaper work is mere- 
ly an hour by hour task to anyone, 
he should seek opportunity else- 
where. Most newspapermen and 
women are happy and wouldn't 
trade their jobs for any reason. 
Most newspaper workers are rea- 
sonably well paid, have a generous 
amount of fringe benefits and en- 
joy a certain status in a communi- 
ty. Whether the status is good or 
bad it is never neutral. None are 
ignored.

I would add three and 
they would necessarily come to- 
ward the top of the list ... 
acy, thoroughness and, wholesome 
curiosity. Newspaper work is, in- 
deed, rewarding but the care-free 
and glamorous days reflected by 
early movies and stage plays are 
now non-existent. In fact, it’s 
doubtful if tHey ever did exist.”

Civil War Pensioner 
Recalls Life On Farm 


By Mary Ellen Priestley 

Mrs. Liza J. Bagwell of Route 
2, Montevallo, has the distinction 
of being the only Civil War pen- 
sioner in Shelby County. As Civil 
War widows go, she is young --- 
on October 10 she will be 90. 

Mrs. Bagwell lives with her 
daughter, Mrs. Fred Freeman, Mr. 
Freeman and their ten-year-old 
Linda in a new frame house just 
off the Jemison Cut-Off. 

Althuugh she was born six years 
after the war was over, she mar- 
ried a veteran of the Confederate 
Army, William Dyer Bagwell, 
in her native Fayette County. Mr. 
Bagwell was a widower with ten 
almost grown children when he 
married Liza Beasley at the turn 
of the century. 

Life for tenant farmers in Ala- 
bama was far from easy in those 
days, Mrs. Bagwell recalls. Up 
before dawn to prepare for work 
in the cotton or corn fields, she 
cooked on a fireplace and later 
on a wood stove. Water had to 
be carried in buckets from a well, 
No one had electricity or labor- 
saving appliances. Work on the 
farm took so much time, there 
were no parties, picnics or sports. 

Her four children, three Sons and 
a daughter, were born without 
benefit of a doctor’s assistance. 
In fact, even seeing a doctor was 
a rare occurrence. Her daughter, 
Mrs, Freeman, remembers her 
first sight of a physician. She 
was nine years old. Her throat was 
aching with severe tonsilitis. The 
home remedy consisted of a poul- 
tice of hot meal and onions tied 
securely around her neck. An aunt 
saw her in this condition and ask- 
ed the doctor, called to see a cous- 
in, to look at her tonsils. He left 
some powders and salve that 
proved more effective than. the 
odorous poultice. 

Mr. Bagwell died in “920 and 
left his widow with four young 
children to bring up. Mrs. Bagwell 
has worked hard most of her life 
but has had exceptionally good 
health, This year, at the age of 
89, she received the first innocula- 
tion she ever had. The past 25 
years have be2n the most comfort- 
able and easiest of her long life.

her generation. 

Until the last year or two, she 
has enjoyed working in her flow- 
ers, washing dishes, mending and 
patching clothes. Now her eyes 
are failing and she does not enjoy 
close work or television as she 
did. 

In 1956 Mrs. Bagwell came from 
a son’s home in Fayette to live 
with the Freemans who then lived 
in Wilton. Last year their home 
caught fire and burned to the 
ground. Mrs. Bagwell lost all the 
records of her husband’s service 
in the Confederate Army and the 
only photograph of him she pos- 
sessed. She also lost her. feather 
bed which had belonged to her 
mother. During the blaze she tried 
to run back into the house to res- 
cue the bed. Only the assistance 
of a bread truck driver, who held 
her, saved her from possible burn- 
ing. The day after the fire a friend, 
who had heard of her loss, gave 
her another feather bed. Shortly 
thereafter, the Freemans and Mrs. 
Bagwell’ moved into their new 
house, 

Mrs. Bagwell enjoys seeing her 
children, 14 grandchildren and 
three great-grandchildren. Two 
sons live in Fayette and one in 
-ay Minette. She has one sister, 
Ider than she, still living. 

“No one could be less trouble 
than Mama,” Mrs. Freeman says. 
“She never complains about any- 
thing. In fact, she is a very happy 
person.”

A New C ommandment

Jesus had previously said that 
cur first duty was to God, who 
cieated us and made us_ living 
souls. Loving Him, and no other 
gods, having proper reverence for 
his holy name, giving proper ob- 
servance to His holy day and 
yiving proper regard for earth- 

' parents - all these are kept, 
si id Jesus, when we love God, and 
\ > can not truly love Him unless 
\ - do observe these first five com- 
1 ardments. 

Now this new commandment 
v nich Jesus gave to his follow- 
«.<, then and now, requires love 
avy our fellow man. 

in other words, this new com- 
mandment, the commandment of 
Jc-1us is a Summation of the last 
or second group of the Ten Com- 
mandments - thou shalt not kill, 
thou shalt not steal, thou shalt not 
commit adultery, thou shalt not 
bear false witness and thou shalt 
not covet. 

Jesus puts them all five into an 
affirmative and positive form by 
His commandment, “That you 
love one another.” 

It has taken the world a long 
time to realize fully what Jesus 
meant by loving one another. He 
meant far more than cold aloof- 
ness of one man for another, of 
negative goodness. 

Jesus meant more than mere fail- 
ure and refusal to harm one an- 
other, He also meant more than 
mere emotional and impractical 
admiration of people for each oth- 
er. Loving one another means 
more than that..It includes: 

1. Affection for all men as being 
worthy of affection and capable of 
showing affection for others; re- 
cognizing their presence as need- 
ing association and having real 
worth within itself, approval of 
all men as children of a common 
Heavenly Father. 

2. Love includes recognition of 
worth in everyone; seing more 
than surface manifestations; see- 
ing in every man the possibilities 
of being the creature God intend- 
ed him to be and the possibility 
of redemption. 

o; Love ificludes a deste e 
every person in some way - the 
way he needs most to be served 
to secure his greatest happiness. 
This means one thing for one 
person. For the child it means help- 
ing to provide what the child needs, 
not necessarily what he wants, un- 
til he can choose and provide for 
his needs himself; for the man 
who drinks, not more liquor, but 
help for him to live without it; for 
the failure in life, not condemna-

Economy Improvement 
Cotton Income Could 


Reach $200,000,000 


By Jasper Jernigan

million-bale cotton crop from a million 
acres is a goal for Alabama farmers in 
1961. 
If this goal is reached, cotton growers 
would gross almost $200,000,000. 
What would this mean for the economy of 
the state? Simply this. Fertilizer and in- 
er secticide companies, gins, 
warehouses, and all related 
businesses would have an 
outstanding year because 
farm people would spend 
more money on farm sup- 
plies. In addition, every store 
in Alabama—grocery, dry 
goods, hardware, jewelry, 
and others—would have a 
good year because farm peo- 
ple would have more money 
to spend,

This goal of one million bales of cotton 


can be reached if growers will do two things. 
First, they must plant every acre allotted to 
Alabama. For this to happen, the producers 
must cooperate by either planting their en- 
tire allotment or releasing the acreage to the 
county ASC committee to be redistributed to 
farmers wanting additional cotton acreage. 
Second, farmers must do everything possible 
to. make high, economical yields on every 
acre, 

Practically every Alabama community has 
a committee to work toward getting more in- 
dustry. When a new industry locates in a 
town, it means more jobs and money. When 
people have money, the entire town prospers. 


Cotton is certainly an industry. 

Last year, every Alabama county set up a 
special committee to promote cotton produc- 
tion. County agents and other agricultural 
workers assisted. 

The effort brought handsome returns, Ala- 
bama’s cotton production rose six percent, 
while the average yield of five nearby states 
fell six percent. The “extra” cotton was 
worth $14 million to Alabama farmers—and 
to the state’s entire economy. 

This good showing was made during a 
“poor” cotton year, weatherwise. With a 
good season, Alabama can reach the bale- 
per-acre average. This would be 76 pounds 
higher than last year’s acreage yield, the sec- 
ond highest on record. 

For the right start on 1961’s cotton crop, 
follow these practices: 


Select good cotton land. Grow cotton on 
your best land. Fertile land that warms up 
early and is well drained makes highest 


yields. Remember that crop rotation will al- 
so increase cotton production. 


Fertilizer and lime. Be sure to make a 
soil test as early as possible and apply lime 
if needed. Follow recommendations from 
the Auburn Soil Testing Laboratory for most 
efficient use of fertilizer. If you plan to 
irrigate eotton, be sure to note this on the 
form that accompanies the soil sample. An 
increase in the amount of fertilizer will be 
recommended by the laboratory. 

General recommendations call for 60 to 70 
pounds of nitrogen and 60 pounds each of 
P.O; (phosphorus) and K.O (potash). On 
Sand Mountain the rate of nitrogen can be 
stepped up to 70 to 90 pounds per acre. On 
the fertile, red soils of the Tennessee Valley, 
40 pounds of,each element are recommended. 


Varieties and seeding rate. Several varie- 
ties are recommended by the Auburn Uni- 
versity Experiment Station. They are listed 
on page 5. Seed at least one bushel of regin- 
ned and properly treated certified seed of 
one of the recommended varieties per acre. 
If acid delinted’ seed are used, use 12 to 16 
pounds per acre. 


Planting date. Planting on time costs noth- 
ing extra but will result in increased yields. 


Recommended planting dates in Alabama 
are: South Alabama, March 25 to April 10; 
Central Alabama, April 1 to 15; North Ala- 
bama, April 10 to 25. 


Weed control. Weeds can be controlled 
in cotton without much hand labor. How- 
ever, growers must use chemicals properly 
to get good results. 

Pre-emergence chemicals recommended 
are Karmex DL, Karmex DW; and CIPC. Use 
one-fourth pound of Karmex DL and Karmex 
DW per acre on sandy land and one-third 
pound on clay soils. 

Use CIPC at the rate of 1 to 1.5 pounds 
per acre. on sandy soils and 2 to 2.5 pounds 
per acre on clay soils. These rates will treat 
a 12-inch band over the center of 40-inch 
rows. In mixing and applying these materials, 
be sure to follow the manufacturer’s recom- 
mendations. These chemicals will control 
small annual grasses for four to six weeks 
after planting. 

For more details, visit your county Ex- 
tension office. The county agent has a book- 
let, ‘Cotton Handbook for Alabama Farms,” 
which will answer many of your questions. 

There will be information on post-emerg- 
ence spraying and insect control in the next 
issue.

Heifers From Proved Bulls 


Records in Alabama, North Carolina, and 
several other states show that heifers from 
desirable proved bulls are the best bets for 
herd replacements, John Parrish, Extension 
dairyman, tells me. 

Bearing out this theory are the results from 
the experimental herd at Beltsville, Mary- 
land. Daughters from low-producing cows 
in the herd sired by proved bulls produced 
more milk than the herd average. Parrish 
says that dairymen should save these heifers 
from good bulls to replace other low-produc- 
ing cows in the herd. 

If daughters from low-producing cows had 
been culled at the start in the Maryland herd, 
approximately 176 cows that are better pro- 
ducers than their mothers and the herd ay- 
erage would have been lost. 

Service of desirable proved dairy bulls are 
now available in 59 Alabama counties. Four 
commercial breeding organizations are now 
serving Alabama. 

Dairymen, who are interested in finding 
out where proved bulls are available, can con- 
tact their county agent or other agricultural 
workers. 


Yearbook of Agriculture 


The 1960 Yearbook of Agriculture, “Power 
to Produce,”’ is available now. 

This year’s edition tells the dramatic story 
of the change from horsedrawn operations 
to the marvels of push-button control. Pub- 
lished by the USDA, it includes the develop- 
ment of tractors, electricity, and communica- 
tions, and predicts the developments to take 
place in the future. 
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Bright Soybean Picture 


OYBEANS present a brighter picture than some 

crops. 

Total U. S. production has risen from about. five 
million bushels in 1925 to 562 million bushels in 
1960. Nationwide in 1925, soybeans averaged an 
11-bushel-per-acre yield on less than one-half mil- 
lion acres. However, by 1960, the average per 
acre yield had increased to 23.3 bushels on 24 mil- 
lion acres. 

Estimated shipments to foreign countries in 1960- 
61 are forecast at 140 million bushels—about the 
same as last year. Major importing countries, such 
as Western Europe and Japan, will continue to need 
U. S: oil seeds and their products. U. S. soybeans 
are competitively priced in their world markets and 
will probably remain this way, With world popu- 
lation rising and higher levels of economic activity, 
soybeans are expected to increase in importance in 
world-wide distribution. 

With usage running high in 1960-61, carryover 
stocks of soybeans on October 1, 1961, may be 
around 10 million bushels. This would be a very 
small reserve supply .and only half as muchas last 
year. 


Wider Markets for U. S. Poultry Abroad 


European markets are good prospects for Ameri- 
can poultry, according to William J. Fulbright (D., 
Ark.), chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

The great opportunities for the future are shown 
by the fact that the total of our poultry exports 
in 1959 was over 60 pereent greater than in 1958. 
Sales of U. S. poultry in West Germany have in- 
creased from practically none in 1955 to almost 38 
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million pounds in 1959. However, the West Ger- 
man government still prevents free expansion of 
this market through exchange controls. 


Pig Crop Figures 

The 1960 U. S. pig crop totaled 88.7 million 
head, a decrease of 11 percent from last year, ac- 
cording to the Crop Reporting Board. The spring 
pig crop totaled 47.1 million head—a decrease of 
17 percent, while the fall pig crop decreased three 
percent for a total of 41.6 million head. 

In Alabama, the 1960 pig crop was placed at 
1,465,000 head, 16 percent below 1959. 

For the spring of 1961, reports based on U. S. 
farmers’ intentions indicate 7.1 million sows to 
farrow, four percent above the numberof sows far- 
rowing in the spring of 1960. If these intentions 
materialize and the number of pigs per litter equal 
the 10-year average with an allowance for upward 
trend, the 1961 spring pig crop would be 49.5 mil- 
lion head—five percent above the 1960 spring pig 
crop. 


New Record in World Farm Production 


World output of farm products in the year end- 
ing June 30, 1961, is expected to outpace the popu- 
lation increase and set an all-time record, according 
to “World Agricultural Situation.” 

The three largest producers—the U. S., Mainland 
China, and the Soviet Union—will account for about 
40 percent of the total. The U. S. output is about 
equal to that of Mainland China and is almost 60 
percent larger than that of the Soviet Union. On 
a per capita basis, U. S. production is about twice 
the Soviet Union’s and about four times Mainland 
China’s—but about the-same as Canada’s and only 
half that of Australia and New Zealand. 


National 4-H Week Observed

For Summer 
Forage 


@ Better Grazing

AIRYMEN can produce more milk by 
growing millet. 

Alabama dairymen have found they can- 
not depend on clover-grass pasture during the 
hot, dry summer to maintain milk produc- 
tion. 


See euy there is a shortage of high 
. quality grazing in the clover- 
grass pastures at this time. 
This may not be serious to 
cattlemen except during long 
dry periods. 

Millet is a leafy, nutri- 
tious, fast-growing summer 
crop that many dairymen de- 
pend on to supply grazing 
during this crucial time. 
| Some dairymen graze thi 

temporary crop from early 
4. oyaerhgled June to late September. 
Others graze it down a couple of times and 
then chop the additional growth for silage 
for winter feeding. 

Starr and Gahi-1 millet top the list of sum- 
mer temporary grazing crops. These varie- 
ties are disease resistant. Under good man- 
agement, either will produce high yields of 
good quality forage during ‘the hot, dry sum- 
mer when clover-grass pastures have stop- 
ped. In most tests, Gahi-1, a hybrid millet, 

ields Starr. It grows higher and recov- 
ers faster when grazed or mowed. However, 
it is not as leafy as Starr, and high quality 
may be a little more difficult to maintain. 


Dairy cows make good use of millet in hot,-dry summer weather when neo 
other forage is available. 


Good Management Is Essential 


Management is a big factor in having qual- 
ity grazing. 

It is best to make two. or three plantings 
about one week apart. Cows can graze one 
field from 7 to 10 days; then they can be 
moved to another. The area should be mow- 
ed as soon as the animals are moved to in- 
sure tender, nutritious leaves on the new 
growth. 

Millet can be planted from April until July, 
as long as the soil is moist and the tempera- 
ture is in the 80’s. This crop will be ready to 
graze in four to five weeks, but it’s best to 
wait until the plants are 15 to 20 inches high. 


Proper Fertilization 


It is best to follow a soil test in applying 
lime and fertilizer. But if no soil test is taken, 
follow these general recommendations: Ap- 
ply 400 pounds of 4-12-12 per acre at plant- 
ing time. When the plants start growing, 
top-dress with an additional 30 to 40 pounds 
of nitrogen. Applying heavy rates of nitro- 
gen not only stimulates growth but improves 
the forage quality. 


Prepare Seedbed 


Plant on a well-prepared seedbed when 
the soil is moist. This will aid in getting a 
good, fast, growing stand. Millet may be 
drilled in narrow rows, broadcast, or planted 
in 36- to 42-inch rows. Most growers prefer 
to drill in narrow rows because it requires 
less labor and usually produces higher yields.

Tallapoosa 4-H Members Informed 


OOD light for studying and working has 
been the main topic of discussion lately 
with Tallapoosa County 4-H boys and girls. 
Interest in the subject began to boil when 
John Bryan of the Alabama Power Company 
gave 17 demonstrations to 4-H’ers in 34 clubs. 
He explained the value of good light and 
described and demonstrated the parts of an 
adequate reading lamp, the ease with which 
the parts are assembled, and the importance 
of refining light to avoid glare. 

Bryan then distributed a booklet on build- 
ing a lamp to clubsters planning to enter the 
county lampmaking contest this year. Many 
more 4,.H’ers than the 60 who entered last 
year’s contest are now busy working on lamps 
and hoping to make ribbons and prizes their 


own. 
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Broadcasting is a satisfactory method but re- 
quires more seed than planting in rows. The 
seeding rate for planting in wide rows is 6 
to 10 pounds per acre, for narrow rows 15 
to 20 pounds, and 25 to 30 pounds is needed 
in broadcasting. 

Most dairymen try to have one acre of mil- 
let per three producing cows. Also, millet 
provides good grazing for sows and pigs. An 
acre will furnish grazing for about four sows 
and their litters or about 20 shotes. 

Millet is not generally recommended for 
beef cattle, but some producers think it is 


good insurance against the long summer dry 
spell. They count on about 10 acres of mil- 
let for 50 to 60 head of brood cows with 
calves. Then if it is not needed for grazing, 
the extra forage can be used as silage or hay. 
While milletis hard to cure for hay, farmers 
with hay conditioners can cure it and get it 
in the barn. And used as hay, millet is good 
winter roughage. 

If millet is‘to be used as silage, it should 
be cut at the correct stage of growth. The 
best time to cut is when a few heads begin 
to appear. For a preservative, add 150 pounds 
of ground snapped corn per ton of silage. 

Every dariyman should start making plans 
now to insure that his herd has plenty of 
summer forage. And millet will serve the’ 


purpose when everything else has stopped 
growing.

AST month we considered the problem of 
Alabama’s low per capita income, par- 
ticularly in agriculture. .This month I would 
like to talk about opportunities to improve 
this situation—to expand our’state’s economy 
and increase the income of our people. 

As a state we have made substantial prog- 
ress in recent years. In 1945, Alabama’s 
per capita income was 63.2 percent of the 
national average; in 1959, it was 65.1 per- 
cent. Obviously we improved our relative 
position in this 14-year period. However, it 
would take us 257 years to reach the na- 
tional average with this rate of growth. 

Gan we do better? Let’s see. 


Competition in a Growing Economy 


Two words might be used to characterize 
today’s economy. The first is “growth.” The 
other is “competition.” 

The demand for the products of both ag- 
riculture and industry continues to expand. 
This means expanding opportunities in al- 
most all segments of our economy. And we 
can expect anak advantage of these ex- 
panding opportunities only if we meet the 
competition in other areas. 

Two principal factors determine our abil- 
ity to meet this competition: (1) our re- 
sources, which determine how efficiently we 
can produce and market a commodity, and 
(2) how well we use these resources, 


Resources 


It has been said that Alabama has more 
natural resources than’ any other area of its 
size on the face of the globe. The statement 
is also frequently made that Alabama, with 
only 2 percent of the nation’s people, has 
some 10 percent of the nation’s natural re- 
sources, It might be difficult to provide proof 
for either of these statements. Nev eless, 
we know that as a state we are blessed with 
resources which give us many competitive 
advantages in both agriculture and industry. 

First is our people. Approximately 45 
percent of Alabama’s population lives in rural 
areas. Many of these people are underem- 
ployed. For example, studies show that on 
a majority of farms, labor is gainfully em- 
ployed less than one-half the time. Although 
a major problem, this situation points to the 
tremendous opportunity to expand agricul- 
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.in some form—fresh, frozen, 


Spend Fewer Dollars For Food 
Plant Garden To Save Money

OULD you like to get your fresh vege- 

tables for 75 percent less money? That’s 
what you can save by growing your own veg- 
etables in a home garden. 

Nutritionists tell us that each person should 
have about one pound of vegetables per day 
canned, or 
dried. To buy these vege- 
tables at the. retail counter 
for a family of five would 
cost from $325 to $350 per 
year. 

For about $60 and a little 
labor you can grow most of 
these vegetables yourself. 

A good half-acre garden 
can supply plenty of fresh, 
nutritious vegetables for the 
average family. And you 
can put back into your pock- 
et $7.50 out of every $10 you would other- 
wise spend for vegetables. This is probably 
the nicest return you will receive from any 
plot of land. 

If you don’t have the land to spare for a 
full-size home garden, you may want to grow 
a few vegetables on a smaller scale. Even 
city folks can have a few tomato plants and 
a few stalks of pepper. 

In addition to the savings on the food bill, 
an abundant supply of home-grown vege- 
tables will help assure that your family gets 
many of the vitamins and minerals so essen- 
tial to their health. Also, vegetables straight 
from the garden are fresher and better tast- 
ing than those that may have been lying in 
store bins for several days. 

In the southern part of Alabama, it is pos- 
sible to have some vegetables ready for use 
from the garden practically every day in the

year. In the northern counties the harvest 
can extend for at least nine months of the 
year. By storing, canning, and freezing the 
surplus from the garden during the growing 
season, the supply of many vegetables can be 
extended the year around. 

Several practices are a must for the suc- 
cessful gardener. First, plant your garden 
on good soil. A fertile, well-drained, sandy 
loam soil is best. Prepare the soil thorough- 
ly several weeks before planting. Break the 
soil deeply and disk several times to form a 
smooth, firm seedbed. 

If it is available, spread 8 to 10 tons of 
stable manure or five tons of poultry manure 
per acre on the area before breaking. If 
manure is not available, plant at least part 
of the garden area each year in a winter 
legume to be turned under before land prep- 
aration. In addition to supplying some plant 
food, this organic material will improve the 
physical condition of the soil and increase its 
water-holding capacity. 

Another important point is to use plenty 
of commercial fertilizer. Most vegetables 
need rather heavy amounts of plant food 
throughout the growing season. General 
recommendations are available, but a soil test 
is the only way to find out exactly what your 
garden needs. ' 

Pest control is another essential in success- 
ful gardening. Practically every vegetable 
has one or more insects and diseases that at- 
tack it. 

The Auburn-approved garden dust contains 
one percent rotenone for the control of in- 
sects and five percent zineb to control dis- 
eases. Cutworms, cowpea curculio, blister 
beetles, and stink bugs will be more effective- 
ly controlled by 20 percent toxaphene. Five 
percent malathion is excellent for controlling 
aphids and most beetles. 

For best results, start dusting early—be- 
fore the insects and diseases get a start in 
the garden. Dust regularly once a week to 
protect new leaves and fruits as they develop. 
And be sure to cover all parts of the plant 
with a thin coat of dust. 

Nematodes—microscopic worms in the soil 
—often cause considerable damage in gar- 
dens by attacking the roots of many different 
vegetables. Control these pests with ethy- 
lene dibromide, DD, Nemagon, or Fumazone. 
Carefully follow directions on the container. 

To have a regular supply of vegetables, 
keep the ground in use by making repeated 
plantings of different crops at the right 
times. 

All jobs in a garden are important; so is 
the time for doing each job. Neglecting any 
of these may result in a scant supply of vege- 
tables, .

Of course, some people ac- 
cept new ideas much faster 
than others. Most of us are 
somewhat resistant to new 
ideas. We adopt new ideas 
rather slowly, even when us- 
ing these new ideas or prac- 
tices would definitely be to 
our advantage. 

But the interesting thing is that we all go 
through the same thought processes when 
we meet a new idea. 

New ideas rarely pass from one person 
to another in a single step. Research on the 
subject shows that there are at least five dif- 
ferent mental steps involved in adopting a 
new idea.

Step 1—Awareness: 

Before you can do anything about a new 
idea, you must know that it exists. In the 
awareness stage, you simply know that there

maker is not going to add a recipe to her 
regular schedule of family cooking until she 
has personally tried it out in her own kitchen. 

Usually testing is done on a small scale if 
this can be arranged. This isso that time and 
other resources will not be unduly wasted in 
case the idea does not work out. 


Step 5—Adoption: 


If the test does work out well, the final 
stage in the mental process is reached. You 


~ have found the idea to be sound, satisfactory, 


and entirely acceptable. This does not mean 
that the idea will be used all time or that the 
practice will be followed indefinitely. 

You may decide, for example, that soil 
testing is a worthwhile practice but is not 
necessary every year. Or you may like a 
new recipe, but. you would not want the dish 
served everyday. 

How often and at what times you use an 
idea after you have adopted it depends upon 
the particular conditions. However, the idea 
will not be completely abandoned until a bet- 
ter idea comes along to replace it,

ture and industry by making more complete 
use. of this manpower. 

We have an enormous amount of water 
available for industrial processing operations 
as well as for irrigation.

Alabama has many other resources for in- 
dustrial use—petroleum, coal, iron, limestone, 
forest and agricultural products, and tremen- 
dous potentials for the production of electric 
power. 

Our resources for development of both in- 
dustry and agriculture are almost unlimited.

Clothes offering the modern-living advant- 
ages of man-made fibers can 
be made at home quickly and 
easily by following a few up- 
to-the-minute sewing hints. 
Miss Priester says that the 
basic procedure in sewing is 
about the same for synthetic 
fabrics as for fabrics of nat- 
ural fibers—with only a few 
changes. Just remember 
iy a that many man-mage Hebi 

are stronger than natura 
RBESCOLe fibers and resist stretching, 
shrinking, and sagging, so there is bound to 
be some difference in the way you handle 
fabrics made from them. The specialist gives 
the following suggestions to make your work 
with man-made fibers easier. 

Use well-sharpened shears and cut smooth- 
ly with the middle of the blade, using long, 
clean strokes. Cut a generous seam allow- 
ance if the fabric has a tendency to ravel. 

Use clay chalk for marking; crayon or wax 
may leave marks that are hard to remove. 
Remember to change your machine needle 
frequently when sewing on man-made fibers

.put through the eye of the needle. 


because the toughness of these fibers will dull 
your needle. And fine pins and needles with 
sharp, smooth points are best for both ma- 
chine and hand sewing. Test your stitching 
on all fabrics. Use a double thickness of ma- 
terial on the straight of the goods. If your 
lengthwise stitching looks all right, then the 
bias or crosswise stitching will be satisfactory 
also. Stitching over paper may give better 
results for some sheer fabrics. 

Miss Priester says it is best to use thread 
that has about the same qualities of the fab- 
ric to be stitched. Thus, nylon thread is rec- 
ommended for nylon fabrics, dacron thread 
for dacron fabrics, etc. Cutting thread 
rather than breaking it avoids pulled seams 
and gives clean-cut ends that are easier to

And if 
you leave minor children, the executor’s free- 
dom to manage the estate can have financial 
consequence for them. You may also appoint 
a guardian for your minor children by the 
terms of your will. 

Through a will you can take advantage of 
inheritance tax laws so as to leave the maxi- 
mum amount to your heirs. Your lawyer will 
explain in detail how these laws affect your 
case. He will help you arrange your affairs 


Refinish Old Furniture

A™ you looking for hidden treasure? 

That old furniture in the attic or store- 
room may be “treasures in disguise” for the 
interested explorer, according to Auburn Uni- 
versity Home Furnishings Specialist Alice 
Peavy. It’s a shame to throw away old furn- 
iture without exploring its possibilities. And 
before investing a lot of money in new furni- 
ture, it pays to examine the-old, 

Homemakers find that reworking old furn- 
iture can become a hobby, a family project, 
or a way to earn extra money. Or it may be 
a way of preserving family heirlooms that 
have a great deal of sentimental value. How- 
ever, Miss Peavy emphasizes that some old 
furniture is not worth renovating. It must be 
strong, have good shapé and design, and be 
well proportioned. 

Some of the pieces that can be attractive- 
ly refinished are tables, chests, pie safes, dry 
sinks, wash stands, chairs, and beds. 

To remove the old finish, use a noninflam- 
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mable paint and varnish remover. Scrape the 
finish off with a putty knife or old table knife 
with a smooth blade, wipe the furniture with 


turpentine, and sand with medium, then fine, 


sandpaper. Fill open grain woods with paste 
wood filler tinted the color of the wood. Re- 
finish with a penetrating 
seal, varnish, or shellac. 
When applying a stain, 
use either a penetrating oil 
stain or a paint stain made 
of one part of oil paint or 


turpentine. 

To apply this, dip a folded 
pad of cloth into the stain 
and rub on en chee 
ly coyering the surface an 

sa sic allow eight to 12 hours for 
drying. Then rub lightly with fine steel] wool, 
apply penetrating sealer, and test it on a part 
of the furniture that doesn’t show. Apply the 
sealer with a cloth or brush and apply wax 
with a pad made of cheesecloth.

Adjust the tension on your machine so that 
it is light on both the spool and bobbin 
threads. Vary the length of your stitches 
to suit the construction and weight of the fab- 
ric. Fasten stitches at the beginning and end 
of each seam by backstitching, just as you do 
when sewing on regular fabrics. 

To avoid puckering run your sewing ma- 
chine slowly and with consistent speed with- 
out pulling. Sew from hem to waist, from 
armhole to waist, from neckline to shoulder 
—or in other words, from the wide to the nar- 
row points. It’s also a good idea to put in 
a row of stay stitches for ease at points of 
close fit, such as the waist and the collar. 

The clothing specialist reminds us that 
pressing after stitching is just as important on 


fabrics of the newer fibers as on those of 


cotton, wool;-silk, or linen. Press each seam 


‘on the wrong side after stitching. Use a low 


temperature, about 250 degrees, or with auto- 
matic irons, the “rayon” or “synthetic” set- 
ting. Either a steam or a dry iron with a 
damp cloth will do. But be sure the seam is 
right before pressing, since the characteristic 
press retention of nylon and other synthetic 
fabrics makes creases harder to remove once 
they have been pressed in. 

One more word of advice from Miss Priest- 
er before you begin work on your dream 
dress—choose a style with as few pieces and 
as simple design as possible. Set-in sleeves 
are most apt to pose problems. The man- 
made fibers shrink very little, so it is’ diffi- 
cult to shrink ease in sleeves that are set in 
the garment. It’s much better to choose a 
style with little ease in the sleeves or with the 
sleeves cut in one piece with the bodice. 


so that estate taxes will be held to a mini- 
mum. 

There are many disadvantages to -dying 
without leaving a will. For one thing, it will 
probably mean more expense to your heirs. 
When there is no will, an administrator must 
be appointed by the court to see that your 
debts are paid and your property distributed. 
According to_law, he must be bonded, and 
the bond premium is deducted from your 
estate. Many times the bond premium is 
greater than a lawyer’s fee for making a 
will. In a will you can direct that the execu- 
tor serve without bond. 

Your will should be drawn up by a lawyer. 
It is a legal instrument and will stand up in 
court when you have had legal aid in writing 
it. Don’t use a printed form; it may not ex- 
press your intentions. ‘ 

Your lawyer will explain any laws which 
affect the way you distribute your property. 
For example, the laws of the state where you 
live apply in the distribution of your personal 
property. But real property (real estate) 
must be handled according to laws of the 
state in which it is located. 

When you go to see your lawyer, take with 
you a list of the full names, addresses, and 
birth dates of everyone you plan to name in 

ommormmn your will; a list of all prop- 
erty which you possess, both 
real and personal, including 
insurance policies or annui- 
ties and a list of debts which 
you owe or are owed to you; 
and a general outline of how 
you wish this’ property dis- 
tributed. 

After your lawyer under- 
stands your wishes he will 
draw up your will. Then he’ll 
go over it with you and make 
any necessary corrections. When you are

Cheese 


Adds Thrifty Blaver To Any Meal

HEESE, an old established favorite, can 
add.a great deal to any meal. Valuable 
as a food and festive in flavor, cheese is easy 
-on the budget and can be used in countless 
ways. 

When leftover meat isn’t enough for a cas- 
serole, combine it with cheese to make up for 
the needed protein. Or add 
a flavorful cheese sauce to 
your vegetables; it will 
change the flavor and make 
them something special. Ifa 
hearty green salad is a fav- 
orite at your house, increase 
its nutritive value and flavor 
with a little crumbled, cub- 
ed, or grated cheese. 

Cheese contains nutrients 
that are important to the 
; health of your family. Pro- 
tein, so necessary for strong bones and teeth 
in adults and children, is also important in 
the clotting of blood. Calcium in the blood 
aids in the contraction and relaxation of the 
heart muscles. 

Phosphorus, also contained in cheese, is an 
essential part of every living cell and is neces- 
sary for the work of the muscles. And vita- 
min A is very important for healthy skin. 
This vitamin is necessary for vision and has 
an influence on the development of the teeth. 

Cheese may be used as one of the two or 
more servings of meat needed daily. Two- 
thirds cup of grated Cheddar cheese or one- 
half cup of cottage cheese contains about

There are certaifi formalities about sign- 
ing a will. In Alabama you must have two 
witnesses. They do not read your will; they 
simply witness that you yourself signed it. 
No one mentioned in the will can serve as a 
witness, and it’s a good idea to select witness- 
es younger than you are. 

Sign only one copy. If you sign more than 
one, there may be delay and confusion in pro- 
bating the will because all signed copies must 
be produced before the will can be probated. 

When your will is drawn up and signed 
put it and the names and addresses of those 
mentioned in a safe place. Your lawyer could 
keep it in his safe or you could keep it in the 

. Safe deposit box at your bank. You will then 
be able to relax and know that your wishes 
will be carried out.

Choctaw Cattleman Does Things Right 


By Bruce Jetton 


OUNTY Agent Matthew Sexton enjoys 
visiting Clyde Mahaffey at Melvin. It 
does the veteran Extension Service agent 
good to see a farmer doing so many things the 
way they should be done, 

And Sexton believes the Choctaw County 
cattleman is doing an outstanding job of rais- 
ing beef cattle. Mahaffey is feeding out 
about 200 head of steers this winter and is 
following the Extension Service recommen- 
dations closely. He is feeding the Auburn 
formula which includes corn, oat hay, cot- 
tonseed meal, and molasses. 

The calves are weaned by putting them on 
limited feed and then on grazing. They go 
into the dry lot about the middle of February 
when grazing slacks off. Steers are sold from 
January through May, some weighing from 
650 to 700 pounds and. others from 800 to 
900 pounds: Mahaffey figures he increases 
his profits per head by $15 or $20 by feed- 
ing out to heavier weights. 

The Mahaffey farm includes 2,000 acres 
of pastureland. However, some of the land 
had not been used for around 75 years when 
the former college professor took it over sev- 
eral years ago. He started a complete recla- 
mation program on the land, and by taking 
from 100 to 150 acres each year, he has com- 
pletely reclaimed 600 acres. 

Mahaffey says much of the land was badly 
eroded and tremendous gullies had to be fill- 
ed in. Extensive clearing projects put other 
parts of the land in shape for planting grass- 
es. And since most of the land is pretty well 
run down, soil tests are being made on all of 
the pastures. “If I hadn’t done something 
to the pastures I would have been out of 
the cattle business in a hurry,” declares Ma- 
haffey. 


At the present Mahaffey has 825 brood 
cows in his commercial herd and 80 head of 
purebred Herefords. He plans to increase 
his herd to 500 cows as the pastureland is 
improved and expanded. And to help build 
up his herd, the cattleman has secured an 
outstanding purebred bull from the Chatter- 
ton herd in Hale County. Agent Sexton says 
the Hereford bull scored 15.8 out of 16 on a 
rating system. 

As rapidly as he can, Mahaffey is getting 
around to fall-dropped calves. And he 
identifies the cows with a number on a neck 
chain and a brand on each side, one number 
being the year of birth and the other the num- 
ber of the cow. Brood cows are sold when 
they aré about 10 years old. 

Since Mahaffey believes he can make more 
money by feeding out his calves, he saves 
most of the ones his cows drop for this pur- 
pose. He buys the corn needed, but this sea- 
son he has 90 acres of oats and 125 acres of 
rye, the oats being grazed and cut for hay. 
There are 300 acres with Caley peas, and Ma- 
haffey is allowjng White Dutch clover to take 
over the peas.' With Johnson grass and dal- 
lis grass the main hay crops, he puts up from 
12,000 to 15,000 bales of hay each year. 
Plans call for some 75 acres of coastal ber- 
muda to be planted for hay and grazing also. 

“Clyde is also busy in a lot of other ac- 
tivities,” says Agent Sexton. {Me is a mem- 
ber of the Choctaw County Board of Educa- 
tion, a director of the Farm Bureau, past pres- 
ident of the cattleman’s association and now 
on the board of directors, and a lay Metho- 
dist speaker. And in all of his activities you 
can count on him doing a good job,” declared 


Sexton. 


Want A $200 Course For Only $6?

Earl Kennamer, Auburn Extension fish and

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ever offered in the U. S. for laymen rather 
than for professional workers. Experienced 
men who are specialists in their fields will 
conduct the school. 

Those who attend will gain information 
that would normally take two or three years 
to learn through reading and genera) discus- 
sion, Kennamer states. . 

The first half of the school will be devoted 
to growing quail, dove, turkey and water- 
fowl. Developing private shooting preserves 
for income with emphasis on bobwhite quail 
will be covered during the second half. 

Anyone wishing to attend this school should 
contact his county agent immediately.

SPRAY DAMAGES PINES. Foliage spray- 
ing for hardwood control damaged young 
pines in tests at the Fayette Experiment For- 
est. Two years after spraying 44 percent of 
pines on treated acres had died, as compar 
ed with 10 percent on untreated areas. Ini- 
tial damage was also observed on living stems. 
Pines on untreated-.areas averaged one foot 
taller than on sprayed areas. 


FIREBLIGHT CONTROL. Excellent con- 
trol of fireblight of apples was obtained in 
two experimental orchards in 1960 by spray- 
ing with streptomycin sulfate during bloom. 
The first spray was applied at 10 to 25 per- 
cent bloom followed by one or two more 
sprays at three- to five-day intervals up-to 
petal fall. Timing of the sprays is critical, 
since treatment was not successful in varie- 
ties that bloomed earlier or later than Red 
and Yellow Delicious. 


FREEZING TURNIPGREENS. Turnip- 
greens are excellent for freezing. Surplus 
greens in winter or spring gardens can be 
preserved in the home freezer. Extra rows 
may be included in spring plantings for freez- 
ing to replace summer greens. For highest 
quality, as revealed by Auburn studies, the 
greens should be harvested at prime maturity, 
sorted, trimmed, washed, blanched two to 
three minutes in boiling water, cooled, pack- 
aged, and frozen. 


FEED EFFICIENCY. The national av- 
erage feed efficiency in producing eggs is 
about one dozen eggs for six pounds of feed 
when mash and grain diets are fed. On com- 
plete feeds it is one dozen for five pounds. 
Saving one-half pound of feed per dozen eggs 
(cutting from five to four and one-half 
pounds) is equal to getting 44 dozen extra 
éggs per ton of feed or saving 10 pounds of 
feed per hen or five tons per 1,000 hens. 


AUTOMATIC PLANT CARE. Crops of 
flowering plants have been grown to maturity 
with automatic applications of water and fer- 
tilizer in Auburn studies. A solution of water 
soluble fertilizer was automatically metered 
into the irrigation water whén water began 
flowing. The device maintained the desired 
concentration of fertilizer in the: water that 
reached the soil. Frequency of irrigation and 
time of each application were controlled by 
such electric controls as time clocks and mag- 
netic water valves. Savings in labor more 
than offset the cost of equipment. 


ZINC DEFICIENCY. Deficiency of zinc 
is likely on corn growing on sandy and sandy 
loam soils in Céntral and South Alabama 
where the pH is six or above. Symptoms are 
white to yellow streaks in leaves and white to 
yellow bud in plants 6 to 12 inches high. Ap- 
plication of 10 pounds of zinc sulfate per 
acre in the starter fertilizer corrects the de- 
ages 4 and may increase yield by 5 to 10 

ushels, 


MORE FERTILIZER USED. Alabama 
farmers used 10 percent more fertilizer per 
acre of corn in 1959 than in 1954. Average 
amount used went from 315 to 346 pounds 
per acre during the period. This does not in- 
clude the 2,949 tons of liquid materials used 
on corn in Alabama in 1959, Dry fertilizer 
materials applied to cotton increased from 
an average of 533 pounds per acre in 1954 
to 56Q pounds in 1959. Lime used in 1954 
pages 0.89 ton, as compared with 1.08 in 
1959.

100 YEARS AGO 


One hundred years ago this 
week, on March 4, 1861, Abra- 
ham Lincoln was inaugurated in 
Washington as president of a di- 
vided United States. On the same 
day, the flag of the provisional 
government. of the Confederate 
States of America was first raised 
to the dome of the Capitol in Mont- 
gomery. This flag was known as 
the “Stars and Bars.” 

By joint resolution of the Ala- 
bama Senate and House of, Rep- 
resentatives in 1953, the die of 
March 4, is designated Confeder- 
ate Flag Day. 

Although the Flag Committee 
of the provisional Confederate Con- 
gress stressed its desire not to 
imitate the United States _ flag, 
the Confederate “Stars and Bars" 
flag actually was quite similar 
to the flag of the United States. 
In fact, it was-so similar that a 
different battle flag had to be 
adopted in order to prevent con- 
fusion on the battlefield. Today, 
the best known Confederate flag 
jg not the “Stars and Bars”, but 
rather the battle and naval flag.

The Promise Of 
The Spirit

Our lesson text is a part of the 
discourse given by Jesus to His 
disciples following or during the 
Passover Feast, at which time He 
also instituted what we know as 
the Lord’s Supper. 

All four of the gospel writers 
tell about this last Passover Feast 
which Jesus observed with His dis- 
ciples. 

But there is a great difference 
between the story John gives and 
the records of the other three gos- 
pel writers, 

Matthew’s account is recorded 
in 10 verses. Mark, whose”record 
is almost identical to that of Matt- 
hew, uses only nine verses. Luke 
uses 25 verses. 

John tells many, many facts 
about the Last Supper which are 
found no where else in the Scrip- 
tures, and he uses five chapters 
and 155 verses of his gospel in do- 
ing so. 

While John does not tell sponte 
Jesus instituting the Lord’s Sup- 
per as a memorial to Him, John 
tells about a memorial even great- 
er than the Lord’s Supper. 

John tells about the Holy Spirit- 
the Comforter, the ‘Advocate, the 
Living Presence. of Jesus - which 
was to come after the bodily, the 
dying, the tempory presence of 
Jesus should no longer be with 
these now sorrowing disciples. 

Christianity would be decidely 
poorer than it is today if its mil- 
lions of members did not have this 
wonderful record John gives us 
concerning the most important 
supper ever eaten on this old earth, 
the last Passover Feast which Je- 
sus ate with His beloved disciples. 

Here in John’s record are some 
of the most sublime, the most 
comforting, the most exacting and 
the most promising words ever 
given to earth’s humanity. 

Jesus tells His disciples that He 
is going to leave them soon. He 
also very frankly tells them that 
after He is gone they will be per- 
secuted and that they may suffer 
death, as He is soon to do so. But 
Jesus told them, after He has gone 
from ‘them in human form, the 
Comforter, His spirit, will be with 
them, and that it will thus be to 
their advantage that He leave 
them. 

Jesus realized that these men - 
and all men-in the work which 
He was giving them to do, would 
meet every temptation, every- ob- 
stacle, every difficulty that the old 
Devil and all the imps of hell 
could hurl against them. And 
here Jesus prayed to the Heaven- 
ly Father for their protection - 
protection against division among 
themselves, so that they might al- 
ways be as one in purpose, in 
fait, in perseverence, one in spir- 
it, in living, in devotion and one 
with their Blessed Master and the 
Heavenly Father throughout eter- 
nity.

Now Is Time To 
Fertilize Ponds 


Farmers and other pond owners 
whp wait until May or June to 
fertilize their ponds will be dis- 
appointed in growth of their 
Bream. This is because the adult 
blue gill will have been without 
enough food during early spring, 
and the new hatches of finger- 
lings will eat much of the food 
available all summer. 

Because of this, the large bream 
cannot readily put on a spurt of 
growth until October when they 
stop spawning. This means adult 
fish would have only a few weeks 
of cold, 
which to gain size. . 

B. F. Hatchett, Shelby County 
Conservationist for 8.C.C.S., urges 
early fertilization to that adult 
bream ‘wihy row rast in the next 
couple of months, making fishing 
farm ponds more rewarding. Shel- 
by County S.C.D. cooperators have 
all been told “keep your pond well 
fertilized from frost to frost.” 
They are-also instructegl ‘to tack 
a white jar liq on the end of a 
stick, with a mark indicating one 
foot from the lid. When inserted 
into the water vertically to the 
one foot mark, the liq should not 
be visible. If it is seen, the water 
is not fertile enough to grow fhe 
necessary green algae that feeds 
the worms that feed the bream 
het feed the bass, that feed the 
olks...

Our present Sunday school les- 
son is about the greatest crime in 
all human history. 

The betrayal and crucifixion of 
Jesus became the greatest crime 
in human history because it was 
man’s attempt to destroy the Son 
of God and thus forever alienate 


God from the earth and, its 
humanity. 
But it was also the* event of 


God’s greatest expression of love 
to man because in it He gave His 
greatest gift tu man - His own 
Son, and that Son voluntarily laid 
down His life, yielded up His own 
spirit - not as a result of hang- 
ing on the cruel cross or the 
thrust of Roman spears, but vol- 
untarily, of His own free will, Je- 
sus gave His human life in order 
to make His own sacrifice com- 
plete, to fulfill the words and work 
of the many prophets whom God 
had sent to show man the way to 
Him and to reveal the wondrous 
love of an ever-loving,. ever-car- 
ing Heavenly Father for~Hiis 
earthly children, 

In this tremendous event we see 
sin in all its treachery and cruel- 
ty and see how heinous in the sight 
of God this terrible sin was, so 
terrible, in fact, that even the sun 
in the heavens hid its face during 
the agony of the sinless, innocent 
sufferer - sin so low, so mean, so 
degrading and so hurtful to man- 
kind that it must be paid for by 
such a ‘price as Calvary’s Sacri- 
fe. 

In the brighter picture of the 
crucifixion we see the extent of

Many Effects

they had eliminated this man they 
pretended was an imposter. 

The Roman soldiers mocked Je- 
sus, dared Him to save Himself 
and gambled for His clothing. 

One of the two thieves crucified 
with Him reviled Him, the other 
begged His forgiveness.

The real story behind the com- 
ing Lt. Gov., Atty. Gen. and Ag. 


minded persons, runs far de€per 
than most of the state’s political 
writers and analysts have so far 
written and expressed. 

Political trades and line-holdings 
could produce some of themost 
capable and colorful campaigners 
of the day in most races. There- 
fore, while some political lines 
are being crossed, others are hold- 
ing fast. There is no doubt, it 
seems, the truth of the matter is 
yet to come! 

But onto another important mat- 
ter. Political winds are building 
up ‘to hurricane force in the much 
discussed and often predicted leg- 
islative fight between Alabama 
banks and the large, chain loan 
companies, which were allowed to 
come into the state under the Ad- 
ministration - supported Small 
Loan Act of 9.959. 

Although, Alabama Banking As- 
sociation Executive Vice-president 
Howard Morris has reported the 
proposed bankers bill would not 
affect loan companies under the 
‘69 loan law, these big loan firms 
are believed to be gearing them- 
selves to do battle with the bank- 
ers because of the present $300 
ceiling in the present Smal] Loan 
Act or Gilchrist Bill. 

Morris further stated the only 
opposition would come from “un- 
scrupulous lenders.” He “felt that 
small loan companies lending up 
to the present $300 ceiling: and 
those restricting their activities 
to loans of this size will not ob- 
ject to the Act’s passage. 

Any loan made by the small 
loan license of more than $300 
would be governed by the pro- 
posal Bank Bill, known as the In- 
stallment Credit Act. It is to be 
introduced in the house by Lee 
Rep. C. C. Tarbert, Jr. This meas- 
ure proposes severe penalities for 
usury in loans of this amount. 

Reportedly, this bill would dras- 
tically reduce: interest rates and 
charges on loans of $300 or more. 
A major portion of loans made 
by the out-of-state chains appar- 
ently are in excess of $300. 


It has been told that one of the 
main legislative purposes for the 
formation of the Consumer Fi- 
nance Association, a group whose 
membership was reported to be 
made up almost entirely of out- 
of-state loan firms and a few ex- 
tremely large local firms, was to 
amend the 1959 Act, raising the 
$300 ceiling in order that higher 
interest rates could be charged 
on loans above $300. 

Therefore, it has been predicted 
by some of the close-in legislative 
fighters that the interest on loans 
now being made in excess of $300 
should be reduced, controlled and 
severe penalities placed- for acts 
of usury. 

Consequently, political Huricane 
Donna appears to be blowing to- 
ward legislative shores!

IN LANETT, ALA. 

The Rev. Edward Glover, pas- 
tor of the Montevallo Baptist 
Church for the past ‘11 years, will 
leave Montevallo May 1 to be- 
come pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of Lanett, Ala.

This is the glad Easter time —

}piness among the disciples and 
¥ other close followers of Jesus ear- 


ly that first Easter morning. To 
those lonely few, seemingly forsak- 
en Galileans the world had gone 
wrong. 

The One in whom they had be- 
lieved to be the Deliverer from all 
the rank injustice and oppression 
of a world ruled by might had 
been seized by a mob, had been 
subjected to mock trial and had 
been slain in the most ignominious 
manner the cruel mind of beast- 
ly Rome could conceive. 

All was lost for those discourag- 
ed, disheartened followers of the 
One who had been so promising, 
so helpful, so kind, so sympathe- 
tic that He was believed to be the 
Hope of Israel, but who was now 
dead, and those few followers of 
His dared not to be seen on the 
streets and were compelled to 
meet in secret and to live in dread 
fear of those who had put their 
Lord to death. 

But the knowledge that the tom) 
was empty and that Jesus was 
still alive changed mightily the 
lives of His followers and reveal- 
ed to them God’s greatest truths. 

One of those great truths was 
that immortality was real 

Proof of the Resurrection 

There was a vague idea among 
at least one element of the Jews 
that there would be a final resur- 
rection, but when and where and 
what it was to be on one knew.

Calera’s new post office will 
be dedicated on April 8, 1961, 
Postmaster Findley announced to- 
day. 

“Our beautiful new postal facil- 
ity is symbolic of the modern, 
businesslike forward approach now 
being qpplied to postal improve- 
ments ‘throughout the entire na- 
tion” the postmaster commented, 
“Under the leadership of Postmas- 
ter General Summerfield, the Uni- 
ted States. Postal Service has un- 
dergone the most far-reaching 
reorganization and modernization 
in the long history of the Depart- 
ment,” 

“Postal Service is being expan- 
ded and improved in many ways. 
Major changes have been made 
in operations, methods and tech- 
niques to hasten delivery of the 
mail. Last fiscal year alone mail 
service was extended to 1,241,000 
additional American families and 
62,000 additional business concerns 
and 3,500 new city delivery routes, 
including city delivery for the 
first time in ¥.0 communities.” 

The new facility, located at 
Calera, is part of the Post Office 
Department’s unique Commercial 
Leasing Plan, the local postmas- 
ter explained. 

Under this program, investment 
financing is used to obtain need- 
ed facilities which remain under 
private ownership, pay local taxes 
to this community, and are leased 
to the Federal Government. 

At the same time, the need for 
large outlays of money from the 
Federal Treasury for construction 
purposes is ‘eliminated. 

New post offices are built to 
postal specifications and designed 
for efficiency as mail handling 
facilities.

“Long live the Speaker. The 
fight is over!” 

One ef the Administration’s chief 
spokesmen stated flatly recently 
Gov. John has in excess of 70 
Housemembers who have given 
him “handshaking, pledged agree- 
ments” for the election of Bibb 
Rep. Virgis Ashworth as Speaker 
of the House. 

It had been thought by many 
legislators Morgan Rep. Al Brew- 
er would challenge Gov. John’s 
power to control the House 
of Representatives. Consequently, 
with ths election being the first 
order of business on May 2, Ad- 
ministration stalwarts still believe 
the Governor holds his iron-clad 
grip on the House. 

Thus, according to legislative 
procedure, no matter what bills 
are to come, irrespective of contro- 
versiality, the test of the Gover- 
nor’s strength over the House 
cannot be avoided. 

At this point, it appears, the 
Administration apparently claims 
complete victory. The opposition 
still expresses hope. 

Theré have been solutions of- 
fered toward solving the problem 
of Congressional Redistricting this 
May. One Senator, who requested 
his name withheld, felt, “The peo- 
ple of Alabama should determine 
what Congressman should be elim- 
inated by having them all run at 
large next time.” 

The Senator also hoped this 
matter would be put off until the 
latter part of the upcoming ses- 
sion because, “I just don’t want 
to filibuster any longer than two 
weeks on any one controversial 
issue.”

John Gaither is 
preseritly being urged by a num- 
ber of folks to run for Lt. Gov.

predicted fight over the proposed 
Ala. Banks Installment Credit Act 
and the possibilities of its pas- 
sage..The report was that the 
Bankers plan has more than 60 
percent support in both houses, 
and that opposition to the Act, 
if any comes, will come from 
those persons who sponsored the 
Gilchrist Bill or Small Loan Act 
of 1959. 

Understand more and more law- 
makers are presently saying the 
answer to the state’s additional 
revenue without increased taxa- 
tion problem may be through al- 
lowing state-controlled dog racing 
in order to lure tourists here. 

One legislator termed the tracks 
as “painless” revenue raisers and 
cited an article he had read which 
claimed Florida had collected $5.3 
million in dog track taxes in 1959- 
60 and already has picked up $5.1 
million this season, “Besides the 
dollars spent by the tourists vis- 
iting the state.” 

Talked briefly with Connech- 
Covington - Butler Sen. Bob Ken- 
dall about his future political 
plans the other day. Sen. Kendall 
indicated he has the coming Lt. 
Gov. and Agriculture Commission- 
er’s position in mind, but report- 
ed he would not make a decision 
on what road he would take until 
the Legislature adjourns. 

Hear that Jefferson Rep. John 
Hawkins hopes to have the sup- 
port of the Ala. Education Asso- 
ciation behind him when he intro- 
duces his bill which would allow 
the state to have an appointive 
state Supt. of Schools by an elec- 
ted State Board of Education. 

If such support is given openly, 
it may be ironic; hecause the word 
from those persons who closely 
follow education legislation is that 
such a plan will be probably 
blocked by the state’s top educa- 
tors. Then, too, any bill which 
takes power from the Governor’s 
office is always expected to re- 
ceive serious opposition from that 
Administration’s forces.

The second Regular Session of 
the Legislature meets May 2 at 
Montgomery. Much interest, spec- 
ulation, and publicity is being 
given to the various issues that 
will be on hand during this ses- 
sion. ~~ 

As previously stated, I will try 
to keep the people informed as 
to what is transpiring and by this 
means, I should like to offer you 
a Mid-Term and Pre-Session Re- 
port of some of the few accom- 
plishments that are being made 
while we are not in session. 

The road in Talladega County 
that will link with the Ferry is 
well under construction and Shel- 
by County’s part to the road to 
the Ferry will be under construc- 
tion this coming January. The Fer- 
ry has been completely rebuilt and 
is ready as soon as the linking 
roads are made passable. Fedral 
aid for the Wilsonville - Clanton 
Federal State Highway is still 
pending approval by the Federal 
Bureau of Roads. Completion of 
this segment of the highway will 
shorten the distance between the 
Northeast area of Alabama to 
Montgomery considerably. 

As you may know, President 
Kennedy has requested additional 
funds be made available for State 
Conservation Departments to pro- 
mote additional work during our 
economic crises. I am happy to 
announce that in that request a 
new public lake in the Oak Moun- 
tain State Park has been included 
in the appropriation bill which 
would make funds available for 
the construction in State Park 
Areas. This particular appropri- 
ation, if approved and passed by 
Congress, would make available 
to our State Conservation Depart- 
ment $125,000.00 for construction 
of an additional public lake. I 
might further add that already 
preliminary work is being done 
on Highway No. 31 into the Oak 
Mountain State Park Area. 

Request for the construction of 
Railroad Flashing Warning lights 
at railroads and County and State 
Highway Intersections have been 
made in the following areas: Pel- 
ham, Wilsonville, and Day’s Cross- 
roads. These requests are prepared 
ion the Fereral - State - Railroad 
Aid Projects. 

The above mentioned projects 
are some of the activitives for 
which I am happy to report that 
we have worked on co-operatively 
in the past year.

Aid for Small Towns 

The major provision of the pro- 
gram involves three 100-million- 
dollar loan funds. One of, the funds 
is for urban areas for use in 
building, improving, or attracting 
new industrial plants. The second 
fund, designed essentially fot the 
same purpose, is earmarked for 
use by rural areas, most of them 
being in the South. The other fund 
is for loans to construct public- 
facilities in certain areas that 
qualify under this provision of 
the bill, the purpose being again 
4to..make them more _attractize-to 
industry. 

Up to 65 per cent of the cost 
of the projects authorized by the 
three loan funds can be paid by 
federal appropriations, with the 
loans being repayable over a 40- 
year period at low interest rates, 

In addition, the bill calls‘ for 
putting into operation a 75-milion- 
dollar grant program to assist 
smaller communities, unable to 
issue bonds, in providing facilities

Finance Plans Differ 

The depressed areas bill passed 
by the House is similar to a bill 
approved earlier by the Senate, 
the chief difference being in the 
method proposed to finance the 
program. The Senate bill provides 
for direct payments from the 
Treasury without further review 
by Congress. The House version 
requires, however, that funds be 
kept under congressional scrutiny 
by being appropriated annually. 
A House-Senate Conference Com- 
mittee is attempting to work out 
4 compromise between the two bills.

Also before beginning its Eas- 
ter recess, the House passed a bill 
to extend the Sugar Act for 15 
months. Among other provisions, 
the measure will *enable the Pres.

WAR ORPHANS ELIGIBLE 
FOR TRAINING 


A student is eligible for train- 
ing under the War Orphans Ed- 
ucational Assistance Act if one 
of his parents died in the services 
of the armed forces after Sept. 
16, 1940, or if a parent died of 
a service-connected disease or in- 
jury after CURES from the ser- 
vice. 

Children become eligible on 
their 18th birthday or on the date 
of the death of the parent, which- 
ever is later. Training must be 
completed within five years after 
one becomes eligible. 

Thirty-six months of training 
is available to eligible persons. A 
subsistence allowance of $110 a 
month is paid while the person is 
in ‘raining. Marriage is not a bar 
to training. 

Students who think they may 
be eligible for these benefits 
would send the application Form 
22-5490 to the Manager, VA Re- 
gional Office, Montgomery, Ala.

Bank Of Columbiana 


The beginning of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Columbiana dates 
back to 1892 when Gordon Dubose 
began operating under the name 
of “Gordon Dubose, Banker”. The 
main business of this bank was 
the sale of New York exchange 
to the merchants of the town so 
that they could pay their bills by 
check. The banker maintained an 
account in New York against 
which he issued this exchange. 

The first bank building was con- 
structed in 1894 on the lot where 
bank is presently located. A vault 
door was purchased by the bank- 
er under date of May i:8, 1894 to 
go into the new building. The 
purchase was made from the Mos- 
ler Safe Company of Hamilton, 
Ohio who confirmed this sale in 
a letter dated September 2, 1947. 
Under date of March 1, 1900, the 
Mosler Safe Company shipped a 
safe bearing serial number 112281 
to Mr. Dubose and this is the safe 
still in use by the present bank. 

The building constructed in )1894 
burned #n March 6, 1917 at which 
time the vault door, referred to 
above, was burned and it was sold 
for scrap iron. The present bank 
building was rebuilt after that 
fire on the same lot. 

Mr. Dubose sold the bank in 
1903 to his brother-in-law, Melvin 
Dyke, at which time Mr. Dubose 
moved *o Ensley to operate a bank 
there. In the meantime, another 
private bank was organized under 
date of February 3, 1903 to op- 
erate under the name of Colum- 


biana Savings Bank. The original 
organizers were W. B. Browne, 
W. L. Farley, J.~I. Leeper and 
John Robertson. In the fall of 
1904, the group operating the pri- 
vate bank known as the Colum. 
biana Savings Bank bought out 
the private bank operated 
by Melvin Dyke and the operations 
of the two private banks were 
merged. The Columbiana Savings 
Bank had been using the safe in 
the County Treasurer’s Office but 
when they bought out the other 
bank,’ they began using the Du- 
bose safe which, as stated above 
is still in use by the present bank. 

It is not known how much cap- 
ital was employed by the original 
formed by 
but the bank which began operat- 
ing under the name of Columbiana 
Savings Bank in 1903 had a paid- 
in capital of $800.00. In due 
course, the interest of John Rob- 
ertson in the merged bank was 
acquired by W. G. Parker. 

The operations were continued 
as a private bank un‘il January, 
1905, when a _ corporation was 
formed to operate under the name 
of Columbiana Savings Bank. The 
bank operated under this name 
as a State bank until July, 1947 
when it converted to a National 
bank to operate under the name 
of the First National Bank of 
Columbiana.

The story concerns human suf- 
fering, especially the suffering of 
righteous people. Job is given as 
example of those righteous peo- 
ple who endure severe suffering. 

Job certainly diu suffer severely: 
he suffered physically, mentally 
and financially. But he didn’t suf- 
fer spiritually, and the reason he 
didn’t he was a 
righteous man. 

Job was tempted to suffer spir- 
itually by sinning against God. 
His wife tempted him, even urging 
him to curse God. His so-calle 
friends tempted him by contending 
that God was punishing him for 
sins he had committed, Even lit- 
tle children despised him, Job said, 
thus tempting him to lose faith in 
all ages of humanity, 

But those: human beings of var- 
ic is ages and relationships were 
wong. Job was not suffering be- 
cause of any sin he had commit- 
ted and he was not suffering be- 
cause God displeased with 
him. 

It is erroneous to charge God 
with causing anyone to suffer. It 
was Satan who caused Job to suf- 
fer. True, in Job’s case, God per- 
mitted him to suffer for Job’s own 
good - to prove his integrity and 
to show Satan, wife, his 
friends and all who would ever 
hear about Job that the righteous 
can and do endure suffering with- 
out losing their relationship to 
God. 

It is a terrible sin for anyone to

We have all 
seen such suffering. Also, we have 
all seen good health, alert minds 
and financial prosperity enjoyed 
by very unrighteous people.

Our lesson is not to determine

It seems that Job reached per- 
fect trust in God when he declar- 
ed that though God slew him yet 
he would trust in him.

Some of the world’s greatest bene- 
factors have also been among its 
greatest sufferers. Thomas Edison 
suffered near-deafness, yet every 
person living in a civilized coun- 
try is indebted to Edison for his

praise to him by singing hymns 
written by Fanny Crosby, the blind 
poet.

To Have New Look 


Family farms of 1975 will be 
even more specialized than they 
are now, S. R. Doughty, Exten- 
sion farm management specialist, 
predicts. 

“The average size of family 
farms will increase, but the total 
number of farms will decrease,” 
he says. He forsees increases in 
the present trend to coordinate 
labor-saving methods with im- 
provements to increase output. 

“Farmers in 1975 will employ 
others to perform such services 
as dusting and spraying, liming 
anq fertilizing, and help in buy- 
ing and selling livestock.”

was not set out in the act that 
created the Court but merely 
stated that court costs and fees 
would be used that were already 
provided by law. The Constitution 
of the State of Alabama states 
that no local or general act can 
reduce or increase any fees or 
costs in any local court. I would 
favor, however, some type of con- 
stitutional amendment which would 
reduce the fees and costs allow- 
able by local courts. 

Shelby County’s population has 
increased to 32,000 plus. We hav 
had over the previous years gen- 
eral bills that apply to Shelby 
County by citing a population 
bracket which included the pop- 
ulation of Shelby County accord- 
ing to the 1950 census. Since we 
have had population mereases\ un- 
der the 1960 census, therefofe, it 
is necessary to re-introduce the 
so-called general bills with local 
application to this county. Ap- 
proximately nine (9) general bills 
with local application have to be 
re-introduced and passed so that 
Shelby County’s local governing 
bodies can operate constitutionaly 
just as they are now operating 
without : changes. 

The bills that have to be intro- 
duced and continued are: 

A bill which provides for the 
cofitinuation of the Shelby Coun- 
ty Development Board without 
changes. 

A general bill which provides 
for the County Board of Equali- 
zation to operate in the same 
manner. 

A bill which provides for the 
the Shelby County 
Coroner the same salary as he 
is now paid, 

A bill to provide the continued 
salary for the four (4) members 
of the Boord of Revenue at the 
same salary. 

A bill which provides the Cir- 
cuit Clerk an allowance for clerk 
hire at the same salary. 

A bill which provides for the 
continuation of the same number 
of Sheriff’s deputies as now em- 
ployed. 

A bill which provides for the 
same salary paid Baliffs serving 
in court. 

A bill which pertains to the 
City of Columbiana and provides 
for the same municipal fire fight- 
ing equipment as is now in use 

A bill which pertains to the 
City of Columbiana which provides 
for the publication of City Ordi- 
nances as now prescribed by law. 

I will be happy to discuss these 
legislative matters. with any per- 
son or group which desire further 
explanation. The next session, I 
feel sure, will be another stormy 
session in as much as we have 
to re-district our congressional 
districts because of the loss of 
one of our Congressmen. This re- 
districting situation along with 
reapportionment, school needs and 
other related needs will provide 
many controversial and delibera- 
tive days. I will try to keep you 
informed from week to week after 
the session convenes.

100 YEARS AGO 


One hundred years ago this 
week, April 82, 1861, at 4:50 a.m., 
Confederate batteries in Charles- 
ton harbor opened fire on Fort 
Sumter and started the Civil War. 
The order to fire upon the United 
States garrison of 100 men, com- 
manded by Major Robert Ander- 
son, was given by Confederate 
General P. G. T. Beauregard upon 
orders wired from Montgomery 
by Confederate Secretary of War 
LeRoy Pope Walker. 

Prior to the bombardment, An- 
derson. had. refused one demand 
that he evacuate the fort. To a 
second demand, he had replied that 
he would veacuate on April 15, 
if he had, not by then received 
supplies or “controlling- instruc- 
tions” from the United States gov- 
ernment and if hostilities had not 
meanwhile begun. 

As Confederate artillery began 
redueing «Fort Sumter, United 
States ships.were. arriving outside 
Charleston harbor with orders to 
provision Anderson's garrison 
peaceably, if possible. If resisted, 
they were authorized to use force 
and send in reinforcements to 
Sumter. As matters turned out, 
the United States ships neither 
tried to provision Fort Sumter 
nor used their guns against Con- 
federate batteries.

Bids will be opened at the State 
Highway Department for the Shel- 
by County road program for 71961 
on Friday. All of the paving to 
be done in the county is included 
in one letting. The County Engi- 
|neer, Jim Ray, has found that by 
providing a good volumn of work 
for the contractor cheaper bids 
can be obtained. The County High- 
way Department, made up of men 
from throughout Shelby County, 
does all of the construction work 
on County roads with the excep- 
tion of paving and the construction 
of concrete bridges. 

Approximately forty miles ‘of 
county roads are to be paved this 
year. An additional’ seven miles 
is to be resurfaced: 

Roads to be paved includé the 
Dunnavant Road, the Spring Creek 
road between Calera and Monte- 
vallo, Union Church road near 
Westover, Bethel-Florence Church 
road east of Columbiana, and other 
short stretches of county roads. 
The Pelham-Helena-Acton road is 
to be resurfaced.

purposes. Forested areas safe- 
guard watersheds from disastrous 
floods and privide timber products, 
grazing for wild and domestic 
animals, and ro:zreation. Grass- 
lands also protect watersheds and 
provide forage for animals and 
recreation. Lakes and streams of- 
fer water for domestic and in- 
dustrial purposes, power gener- 
ation, irrigation, navigation: and 
recreation. 

Not all Jand and water areas, 
however, are suitable for all of 
these multiple uses. Some lands 
are better suited for some pur- 
poses than for others.

Report from Washington

Several bills of interest to vet- 
erans were passed by the House 
of Representatives last week, the 
chief one being an extension of 
the veterans garanteed and direct 
home loan programs. The action 
taken by the House calls for chan- 
neling up to $1.2 billion more into 
the direct home loan fund over 
the next six years. 

The purpose of the bill is to 
liquidate the long waiting lists 
and meet the home loan needs o: 
veterans residing in small towns 
and rural areas. During House de- 
bate, it was pointed out that in 
1960 the veterans housing loan 
program reached its lowest point 
in 16 years despite the fact thar 
more than 14 million veterans oi 
World War II and the Korean con- 
tlict have not used their loan priv- 
ileges. 

A review of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration’s guaranteed and di- 
rect loan programs as of January 
1, 1961, shows that the programs 
have made money for the tax 
payers and the U.S. Treasury. Af- 
ter repayment to the Treasury, 
for funds used, plus interest and 
deducting all loses, the VA pro- 
grams have made a profit as of 
the first of this year in excess 0. 
$59 million.

While he’is not as clear in 
his knowledge of God’s ways as 
he becomes later in this great lit- 
erary production, Job is convinced 
that some time some where the 
righteous are rewarded and the 
wicked are punished for their 
thoughts and actions in their 
earthly lives. 

Job contended that the wisdom 
of his firends was wrong and did 
not correctly answer the quest of 
the human soul to know the mind 
of God. 

Job had observed, as we all have 
done, that many people of evil 
minds and deeds were seemingly 
blessed with good health, many 
friends and great riches. Also 
Job had seen, as we all have done, 
many good people whose lives were 
attended by sickness, unpopularity 
and poverty. And in such condi- 
tions both had gone to their graves 
Job had doubtless often seen, as 
certainly we of today have seen, 
evil men and women borne to their 
tombs with great pomp and show 
of respect by their fellows, while 
people of good lives have haq their 
bodies buried in almost unnoticed 
graves.

Farm Feed Signup 
Now Underway In 
Shelby County 


The signup of farmers in the 
£961 feed grain program is now 
well under way in Shelby County, 
acording to word from H. C. Me- 
Danal, Chairman Agricultural Sta- 
bilization and Conservation Com- 
mittee. The program provides pay- 
ments to corn and grain sorghum 
producers who divert a portion of 
the acreage formerly planted to 
these crops to an approved conser- 
vation use. ’ 

The average county rate is 
$16.40 per acre for reducing such 
acreage a minimum of 20. percent 
below the base 1959490 average. 
Individual farm rates may be high- 
er or lower, depending on the 
farm’s productivity in relation to 
the county average. A higher rate 
will apply for reducing corn and 
grain sorghum acreage from 20 
to 40 percent below the base. 

Corn and grain sorghum pro- 
fucers Rust G00; #rate-in the 1961 
feed grain program in order to be 
eligible for price support on the 
normal production of this year’s 
corn and grain sorghum acreage, 
as well as for support on any of 
their other 1961 feed crops --- 
barley, oats and rye. 

, Acreage diverted under the feed 
grain program must be put an 
approved conservation use, wo 
meet ~ronanrnh sence albins 

amount over the farm’s avreage 
devoted to a conservation use in 
2959 and 60. Where applications 
are made in advance and program 
funds are still available, farmers 
may receive ACP cost-share as- 
sistance in installing the conser- 
vation. use practice on the land. 

Corn and grain sorghum pro- 
ducers who are interested in tak- 
ing part in the feed grain program 
are urged to get in touch with the 
County ASC Office right away.

The Shelby County Grand Jury 
in session last week returned in- 
dictments against 7 men for ex- 
hibiting gambling equipment in a 
barred room. This_ offense is pun- 
ishable with a sentence of 1 to 
5 years in the pentitentiary. 


Indicted were Joe Fiorella, Jack 
Fiorella, brother of Sam Fiorella, 
Sam Gus Manos, Sidney Louis 
Wehby, P. Y. Gustin, George Mez- 
raho and Jack Peter Russo, all 
of Birmingham, They were arrest- 
ed recently (you had the big story 
at the time) by a group of state 
officers in a raid on their estab- 
lishment in Shelby County near 
old Highway 31 above Helena. Joe 
and Jack Fiorella are brothers of 


|Sam Fiorella who now has a case 


pending before the state: Supreme 
Court in a case in which he was 
convicted in Shelby Qounty in 
1957. 

His place was raided on April 
11, 1957 and convicted August 19, 
1957 in Shelby County for vag- 
rancy and operating a gambling 
house. He was fined $250 and sen- 
tenced to 8 months hard labor. 

He appealed and the judgement 
of the trial courtwas affirmed by 
the Court of Appeals in Montgom- 
ery on Aug. 18, 1959. This decision 
was appealed to the State Supreme 
Court and the opinion of the Court 
of Appeals was recalled on Sept.

Findley of Calera states that the 
Department wishes to encourage 
patrons to provide suitable mail 
receptacles erected and maintained 
for éasy and safe accessibility. 

Patrons of rural routes are re- 
quirtd to provide mail boxes of 
the standard approved type. Names 
of box owners should be inscribed 
on the side of the box visible to 
the carrier as he approaches, or 
on the door if boxes are grouped. 

Mail boxes on rural routes must 
be located on the right side of the 
road in the direction of travel of 
the carriers in all cases where traf- 
fic conditions are such that it 
would be dangerous for the carri- 
ers to drive to the left in\order to 
serve the boxes. In Alabama it 
is unlawful for the carrier to 
drive to the left in order to serve 
the boxes.

He had been 
looking for a God who could be 
reproved for allowing Job to suf- 
fer, for allowing any righteous 
pers@n to suffer, a God who could 
be cdnvinced that he had unjustly 
punighed Job for sins he had not 
committed. Job “had been seeking 
a“God with man’s limitations. 

God isn’t like that and Job soon 
found that he wasn’t. But Job had 
to get quiet and stand at atten- 
tion while God spoke and revealed 
himself - stand up like a man girt 
for action. God commanded and 
Job obeyed. Then God spoke like 
a God whom Job and all those 
who heard him then and were to 
hear him in the succeeding cen- 
turies would delight to honor and 
obey. 

God gave a recital of his crea- 
tive might, his fatherly care, his 
unquestioned justice, his loving 
kindnéss such as-is seldom found 
in extant literature, either profane 
or sacred.

Prospective gubernatoral candi- 
date” Albert” Boutwell— terms this 
early stage of the coming Gover- 
nor’s race as his “exposure period.” 

To the Birmingham Lt. Gov., 
and very aptly called the Gray 
Fox, the whole process of running 
for Governor is “political, timing” 
.-that is, running when it means 
the most. 

Perhaps this is the reason Bout- 
well sternly declares, “I‘m the only 
prospective candidate for the next 
Governor’s race: who is not running 
now.” But just what does this “ex- 
posure period” mean to the Gray 
Fox?

Boutwell knows 
well that any one in political life 
has many personal friends and if 
the prospective candidate has to 
spend all his time contacting these 
folks he does not have time seeing 
others who do not know him as 
well.

Therefore, these early days are 
being spent making speeches to 
various civic organizations across 
the state. The talks are not cen- 
tered around actual campaigning 
for Governor, but a discussion of 
what the people of Alabama can 
expect during the coming Legis- 
lature. 

However, Boutwell 
“There are always usually five 
oF six persons who concern them- 
selves with asking me about my 
future plans, and that they claim 
they want to help me.” It is to 
these groups he presents his gu- 
bernatorial “philosophy.” 

Ever cautious, the Gray Fox 
methodically goes about his po- 
litical work. He has cards bearing 
the names of persons who helped 
him during his last venture in ev- 
ery city, county, nook and cranny 
of the state; and when he enters 
those places he goes by to see 
them or talks with them via the 
telephone.

LAKEVIEW PARTIES 

During April, Lakeview was the 
setting for the following parties - - 
The “C” Club, Childersbueg Meth-

When Birmingham Insurance 
Salesman C. E. Clark started de- 
veloping a beef cattle operation 
on a 400 acre portion of the “Lit- 
tle’ Place near Harpersville he 
looked first for a grass and clover 
combination that would work on 
low wet land, and give the max- 
imum grazing. 

Other cooperators of the (North 
Central) Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict were using Fescue and White 
Clover, so in 1951 he planted 15 
acres of this combination. Since 
then he has planted more as fast 
as he could clear land, Reaching 
a total of 65 acres with last sum- 
mers planting. 

He has carefully particpiated in 
the soil testing program sponsored 
by the extension service in Shelby 
County, using the Recommended 
lime and fertilizers. Last fall this 
required 500 pounds per acre of 
4412-12. He has also carefully ro- 
tated grazing. Sixty acres of fes- 
cue grazed this past winter are 
divided into four pastures. All 
fescue is ‘rested’ during August, 
September, and October, at least. 
Last fall, since he had planted 30 
acres of high ground to Bahia 
Grass, with a nurse crop of oats 
and crimson clover, he was able 
to graze his cattle through No- 
vember on the oats and clover, 
finally moving his herd to the 
fescue on Dec. 23, when the fescue 
was knee deep, or more. 

The payoff came when Hereford 
cows, thirty six of them with their 
calves and one bull, made their 
complete living with no hay or 
feed during the three coldest, wet- 
est months of the severe winter. 
The lush grazing kept the cattle 
fat and the-calves growing so fast 
that many of them are a6 tall as 
their mothers at weaning. These 
calves are now going direct to 
market off grass, yet are bring- 
ing top prices. 

Delighted with his wetland graz- 
ing, Clark has followed his SCS 
Technician’s advice in developing 
plans for planting uplands that 
Mr. Hatchett recommends for use 
as bahia summer and fall pastures.

Broilers Improve Economy Of State

HE broiler industry is Alabama’s fastest 

growing farm business. 

During the last 10 years—the period of 
greatest change ever experienced in Alabama 
agriculture—broiler production has proved 
an excellent profit-making shock absorber. 
Broilers provide a steady income with a pay 

teow check every 9 to 10 weeks 
for producers. 

This growing business has 
not only made it possible for 
many small farmers to re- 
main on the farm and in- 
crease their income, but it 
has also improved the econ- 
omy of Alabama. 

Total cash farm income 
from broilers grown in Ala- 
bama jumped from $9 mil- 
lion in 1950 to $79 million 
in 1959. Last year approxi- 
mately 5,000 broiler grow- 
ers in the state received $90 
million, for their birds. 

Some 500 more farmers 
sold $6,300,000 worth of 
hatching eggs for broiler 
chicks, bringing the total 
to around 5500 farmers with 
$96 million sales income 
from broilers and hatching 
eggs. 

When farm people have 
more money to spend, every store in Ala- 
bama has a better year. One county agent 
said the broiler industry in his county is re- 
sponsible for an average of one additional 
clerk being employed per store in the county. 

One of Alabama’s biggest industrial ex- 
pansions has taken place in plants allied with 
the poultry industry. In areas of concentrat- 
ed broiler production, processing plants, feed 
mills, hatcheries, and poultry equipment and 
chemical companies have developed a multi-

million dollar industry that has created thou- 
sands of additional jobs. 

With its related businesses, broiler produc- 
tion puts more than $160 million into circu- 
lation in Alabama each year. The increased 
flow of money has created additional state 
revenue for improvements of education, 


roads, and many other tax supported func- 
tions. 
The hatching industry is a good example 


of our broiler expansion. Income from the 
sale of baby chicks rose from $2 million in 
1950 to an estimated $18 million in 1960. 
Alabama now ranks second in the nation in 
the number of chicks hatched. 

As a result of this growth, poultry feed 
manufacturing has increased 484 percent dur- 
ing the last 10 years. In 1960, 883,000 tons 
of feed with a value of $80 million were sold 
in the state. 

Together the feed and hatchery industries 
employ a minimum of 2800 workers with a 
yearly payroll of $7.5 million. 

The 41 major processing plants in Alabama 


; . are processing practically all of the 185 mil- 


lion birds grown in the state each year. These 
plants employ more than 3,000 people with 
an annual payroll exceeding $7.5 million. 

Hauling live birds to plants and dressed 
broilers to distribution plants requires 370 
trucks working full time. 


Broilers have also given a boost to build- 
ing construction. The 4,640 broiler houses 
built in the last 10 years represent an invest- 
ment of more than $20 million. Another $9 
million is invested in equipment. 

Many other allied industries and business- 
es such as box and coop factories, drug manu- 
facturers, and retail markets have also bene- 
fited from the broiler industry. 

In fact, everyone from the producer to the 
final consumer who eats the fried chicken 
benefits from the greater volume of output. 
In 1947 broilers sold at around 38 cents a 
pound live weight, and consumers paid 
around 60 cents a pound for a dressed, ready- 
to-cook broiler. During the last three years 
broiler producers have averaged receiving 
around 18 cents a pound, and the retail cus- 
tomer pays only about half the 1947 price. 

Consumption of broiler meat increased 
from a little over four pounds per person in 
1947 to 21 pounds in 1958. 

Many factors have influenced the growth 
of the Alabama broiler industry. Expansion 
of inland waterways from the Tennessee Val- 
ley areas to the midwestern Corn Belt states 
resulted in lower grain transportation costs. 
Our mild climate is an asset for better feed 
conversion and lower housing costs. And 
broilers meet. the need on small Alabama 
farms for an added operation that can yield a 
good net income. 

Today, broilers are one of the few agricul- 
tural products we do not have to bring in 
from outside the state. Actually, more high 
quality, Alabama produced broilers are be- 
ing marketed to most of the other 49 states 
than are consumed in Alabama. 


Because the poultry industry, financial 


agencies, and agricultural workers had the 
foresight to see the advantages for broiler 
production in Alabama, we now have built 
up an industry with unlimited opportunities. 
Agricultural experts believe that by 1970 
Alabama farmers may produce $200 million 
worth of broilers a year.

Fertilizer inoue Profits And Yields

es plants doesn’t cost—it pays. 
True, fertilizer is one of the biggest cash 
expenses in the farming business today, 
amounting to about $50 million dollars each 
year. Fertilizer alone accounts for about 20 
percent of the total cash cost of farm pro- 
duction. 

But despite these high figures, fertilizer 
is still the best buy for the farmer. Fertilizer 
prices have increased less 
than any other farm produc- 
tion item in the past few 
years. 

Of course, since cash ex- 
penses in farming are high, 
it can be costly to make mis- 
takes. Too little or the wrong 
kind of fertilizer cannot give 
the best crop yields and net 
a morte gs On > other ene 

applying more fertilizer than 
SOWELL is needed is not a good man- 
agement practice. And fertilizer applied on 
extremely acid soils is not used to the best 
advantage by growing plants. Thus, for the 


best plant growth and crop yields, a complete 
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soil fertility program includes fertilizer and 
lime as recommended by the Auburn Soil 
Testing Laboratory. | 

Soil testing and following the recommenda- 
tions will help the producer get the greatest 
return on each fertilizer dollar. A soil ‘test 
is the only accurate way to determine the 
amount of fertilizer needed to produce the 
greatest returns. 

The soil test recommendations are based on 
the results of numerous experiments conduct- 
ed to determine the plant food needs of va- 
rious crops. The soil test shOws the amount 
of plant food in the soil available to the 
plants. 

Research has proved that commercial fer- 
tilizers are needed to supply plant foods. This 
knowledge has caused a big increase in the 
use of fertilizer in the past few years. Last 
year Alabama farmers used over a million 
tons’ of fertilizer. Even so, this was only 
one-half of what was really needed. To pro- 
duce larger yields and higher net returns, 
more fertilizer must be used to supply plants 
with adequate nutrients.

Soil Test 


And the first step in that 
direction—get a soil test, 
naturally! It’s just plain horse sense that 
applying the correct amount and type of fer- 
tilizer either saves money or makes money. 
If you don’t take medicine when you are 
really sick without a doctor’s prescription, 
then don’t plant your crops without fertiliz- 
ing them according to the recommendations 
of the Auburn Soil Testing Laboratory. Check 
with your county agent about soil testing 
today if you haven’t already done so.

Home Fires 


Have you ever thought about what you 
would do if your home caught fire? Of 
course, you would do everything possible to 
get the family outin a hurry. But it may not 
: as easy as simply walking through the 

oor. 

Extension Engineer Bill Cox and I agree 
that every farm family ought to have a basic 
plan to follow in case of fire. Bills says that 
while you are making your plans remember 
that windows and porch roofs’ are good ways 
to escape from upper stories whén exits, are 
blocked. Another good rule to know—feel 
a door before opening it. [If it’s hot, chances 
are there’s fire in the other room. If pos- 
sible, leave that door closed and look for . 
another way to escape. 

Bill also says that fire escapes or fire lad- 
ders are a ‘“‘must” in a good fire safety pro- 
gram. And practice drills, using various 
escape routes, may also prove valuable. 

Once you are out, never go back into the 
house even if it looks as though there is no 
danger of-being burned. Smoke and gases 
from even the smallest fire can be deadly. 


Gardens Save Money 


If you’re interested in cutting your grocery 
bill, talk to Mrs. Robert Kirkland of Henry 
County. She has the problem solved. The 
only things that Mrs. Kirkland buys are 
staples. The Kirklands have a year-round 
garden providing fresh vegetables. And they 
grow their own chickens, beef, and fish. 


Increase Cash From Hogs 


G. B. Phillips, Auburn Extension Service 
specialist in animal industry, says that it 
makes sense and cents to improve the grade 
and quality of commercial herds of hogs. And 
using a tested boar is the best way to start, 
he says. 

Phillips believes that any hogman can af- 
ford to pay $50 or $100 more for a good 
boar because the producer will gain extra 
money on the feed he saves putting pounds 
of meat on the hogs. 


This Month In Rural Alabama 


Significant Trends—Farm and Nonfarm 

ARM production per acre is the highest in his- 

tory. And as a result, less people are needed 
to produce the world’s food supply. Many one-time 
food producers are now providing many other use- 
ful services, a basic factor in today’s advancing 
civilization. Here are some signs we see taking 
place. 

The amount of farm labor has dropped almost 
half since 1940, and the decline is expected to 
continue through the mid-1960’s. But farm output 
has increased, In 1959 each man yielded nearly 
three times as much per hour as the man of 1940. 

The movement from farms in the South has been 
greater than in some other parts of the country. 
In Alabama the total number of farm workers 
dropped 33 percent from 1945 to 1959, while in the 
Pacific States, the decline was only 11 percent. 


How Many Will Farm? 


How many of the 250,000 farm boys in the U. 
S. that are seeking employment each year will find 
job opportunities on the farm? About 1 out of 
10 according to a leading agricultural economist. 
This conclusion took into consideration the effect 
of deaths, retirements, movement of farm opera- 
tors from smaller to larger farms, and movement 
of some people back to the farm. But with so 
many people moving away from farms in the South, 
I wonder if even 1 out of the 10 will take ad- 
vantage of available opportunities on the farm. 


Farmer Spending Will Be Higher 
Even though net income per farm is off 20 
percent, the total farm expense has increased 20 
percent since 1951, according to a report in the 
“Wall Street Journal.” And higher spending was 
predicted for the future. 


Double Milk Production

“Although farmers spend $1.5 billion a year for 
fertilizer, they could pour on much more,” states 
the “‘Business and Finance Daily.” “By 1975, one 
farmer must feed 42 Americans, up from 25 now. 
Farmers lose $4 billion annually from weeds, yet 
they spend only $75 million on weed killers. Hog 
diseases cost farmers $5 per head each year, but 
they spend only $1 a head for remedies. 


New Cooperative Departments 


One of the country’s largest regional cooperatives 
has created two new departments to serve the farm- 
er’s needs. One is a farm building department 
which plans, builds, and equips farm buildings, The 
other is a home and garden department which op- 
erates stores primarily in home and garden busi- 
nesses, 

Subsidies? 


All of us think and talk a lot about the subsidy 
paid to farmers. But perhaps we haven’t thought 
about it this way. Do we know of any group that 
has contributed as great a subsidy to other segments 
of any nation’s economy as have farmers in this 
country? All along, farm families have reared and 
educated the millions of young people that we see 
constantly streaming into other jobs in towns and 
cities. Alabama lost population in 45 of its 67 
counties between 1950 and 1960. Don’t we need 
to give more emphasis to developing our resources 
for industries to prevent so many of our young, 
people leaving the state for jobs elsewhere? 


Record-Breaking Meat Supply Forecasted for 1961 


The average person will eat 199.8 pounds of meat 
this year if the National Livestock and Meat Pro- 
motion Committee’s estimate is correct. This will 
be 3.5 pounds more than last year. 


Cull And Feed According To Records 


OULD you like to double the milk flow 
and butterfat content of your dairy 
herd? 

Well, by using artificial breeding-to take 
advantage of proved bulls, using Dairy Herd 
Improvement Association or Weigh-A-Day- 
A-Month records as feeding and culling 
guides, and following a sound management 
program, you can go a long way in that di- 
rection. 

At least these are some of the things Don 
Bolin of Geneva did in achieving this goal. 
When Don returned from the army four years 
ago, he took over the dairy operation on his 
father’s farm. He made the statement in 
the very beginning that he was going to 
double the production of the herd. This he 
did 


The young Tate community farmer started 
out by using the Weigh-A-Day-A-Month test- 
ing program. This system showed him the 
high producing cows as well as the low pro- 
ducers. Knowing this information, he could 
judge the amount of feed to give each animal. 
Another very important use was made of 
these records. Low producing cows were 
culled. 

Another step this dairyman took to double 
his milk production was to improve the graz- 
ing for his cows. He established oats and 
rye for winter grazing, and Starr millet was 
planted for summer grazing. 

Don also began breeding all of his cows 
by artificial insemination. Thus his heifers 
were from the best bulls available. And in 
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following good management practices, he 
milks at the same time each day and also 
provides a loafing area for his cows when it 
is rainy and cold. He plans to install pipe- 
line milkers and a walk-through milking par- 
lor in the near future. 

His father, F. W. Bolin, takes great pride 
in seeing the accomplishments of the herd 
since his son took it over. 

County Agent Robert Reynolds says that 
Don’s is the first of the 11 dairies in the coun- 
ty to start a record-keeping program.

Safe Tractor Driving 


ARLIER this year an Alabama man was crushed: 
to death underneath his tractor—a tragedy which: 
occurred several times in Alabama last year. 
Lawrence Ennis, Auburn Extension engineer, says 
that if tractor drivers knew and observed certain safe- 
ty measures some of these accidents might never hap- 
pen. : 
The engineer advises drivers to have a low drawbar 
hitch when towing an implement. And if the tractor 
should get stuck, disconnect the towed machinery first, 
get the tractor out, drag the machinery out, and then 
reconnect. Always slow down to turn a tractor 
around. And when turning on a slope, don’t turn in 
the downhill direction, he adds.

Limestone is needed to reduce soil acidity 
at the rate of about one million tons annually 
in the state; only one-fifth to one-fourth of 
this amount is being used. In many cases, 
the extremely acid soilssare the major limit- 
ing factors in producing ‘high yields. The 
bar graph on page two shows_that lime ap- 
plied to acid soil to raise the pH-increased 
cotton yields. Such increases have also been 
obtained with other crops. 


Alabama farmers have made great prog- 
ress in the crop production in the past 50 
years. At the present, a farm worker pro- 
duces enough farm products for himself and 
24 other persons. Improved crop yields and 
net returns have come about largely through 
wise management and use of the latest re- 
search findings. 

Continued gains in efficiency of farm prod- 
ucts are necessary if society is to maintain the 
level of living now enjoyed. Progress comes 
only through the wise use of newer prac- 
tices created by research.

Peanuts Fit Farm Program 


N order to make the most efficient use of 

land, labor, and machinery, peanut grow- 
ers should plan carefully so that this enter- 
prise can be fitted into the total farm pro- 
gram. 

“And the first thing to consider,” says Au- 
burn Extension Peanut Specialist Dean Bond, 
‘is the selection of varieties on the basis of 
maturity dates and yielding ability.’ 

Listed in order of their maturity dates, 
the following varieties are recommended by 
the specialist: ‘Virginia Bunch 67, Early Run- 
ner, Dixie Runner, and Southeastern Runner 
56-15. Virginia types are G-26 and N. C. 2. 

A good yielding Spanish variety is Dixie 
Spanish, Bond says. It matures in about 120 
days and must be dug immediately; there- 
fore, he warns, a farmer must not plant more 
than he can dig in three to four days.

AST month we talked about Alabama’s 
abundant resources—which if properly 
developed could contribute greatly to the 
economic growth of the state and the well 
being of our people. The Alabama Extension 
Service is proposing to launch a program aim- 
ed at the more complete development and use 
of these resources. 

We are calling this program Rural Re- 
source Development. This effort will have 
two major objectives: (1) To further expand 
Alabama’s agriculture through increased pro- 
ductivity and efficiency—we have set a goal 
of a one billion dollar farm income by 1970, 
almost double our present income. (2) To 
aid in the further development and use of all 
human and physical resources of rural areas 
which are not needed in agriculture. 

The second phase of this program is in 
recognition of the fact that Alabama’s low 
farm income cannot be solved through agri- 
culture alone. This is pointed out in the re- 
port of the Congressional Joint Economic 
Committee which said: ‘There is need to de- 
velop local nonfarm resources and otherwise 
assist farm-reared people who have poor op- 
portunities in agriculture to earn income in 
other ways.” 

As a first step, we are proposing the forma- 
tion of development councils in each county. 
These councils would be made up of repre- 
sentatives of all interested groups, organiza- 
tions, and agencies that are willing to con- 
tribute to any phase of a development pro- 
gram. 

Once the councils are organized, the next 
step would involve a careful inventory of all 
physical and human resources in rural areas. 
Such a survey would provide a detailed char- 
acterization of the people in an area—num- 
bers, age levels, education, specific skills or 
training, etc. This would reveal the labor re- 
sources an area has-for further development 
of agriculture and industry. 

The survey would also cover the area’s 
physical resources—land, minerals, water, 
forest, along with information pertaining to 
transportation, utilities, and plant sites. 

Once these inventories are made, the coun- 
cil would be divided into separate committees 
concerned with such areas as agriculture and 
forestry, industria] development, tourist and 
recreation, health, education, welfare, etc. 

Well-trained specialists would be available 
through the Extension Service to assist these 
county committees in analyzing resources and 
helping local groups channel these resources 
into their most productive use. There would 
also be excellent opportunities for help from 
other state-wide organizations such as the 
State Planning and Industrial Board, the 
Chamber of Commerce, private and public 
power groups, and other business and agri- 
cultural organizations. 

This is a, program of total development 
which would offer excellent opportunities to 
raise the level of living and improve Ala- 
bama’s entire economy. Success in this ef- 
fort would depend upon cooperation among 
all farm, industry, business, education, civic 
and government groups. United in such a 
common effort and working towards common 
goals, we can more completely realize the 
enormous potential which we as a state have 
for economic development.

HROUGH the years, the American mar- 
ket system has changed from barter to 
a complex structure. Still, with all the 
changes that have taken place in marketing, 
one idea has remained in style: The customer 
is always right.

buys any particular item. In 
turn, the retailer orders the 
goods that are selling, and 
so the housewife’s vote is 
passed back through mar- 
keting firms to the producer. 
In the competition for the 
consumer’s dollar, market- 
ing methods for fresh fruits 
and vegetables are undergo- 
ing tremendous change. 
Every time the housewife 


SMITH 
goes grocery shopping, she notices something 


new in the produce department. It may vary 
from a new type package to a new variety 
of potatoes. 

While changes are occurring in all seg- 
ments of the marketing chain, the emphasis 
has been placed on changes at the retail level 
for more and better merchandising methods. 
In general, these methods will help sell more 
produce and bring more returns to the store. 

Still, it is here—at the retail counter—that 
the housewife really exerts her buying power 
as she chooses products suitable to her de- 
mand. 

To be sure, a smart merchandiser is going 
to do all he can to supply the housewife with 
the high quality products she wanfs. Only 
in this way can he keep a satisfied customer. 
All along the marketing channels, the people 
who get the order will work to provide the 


> The Customer is is Almas Rioht, 
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type of produce necessary to increase the 
number of satisfied customers. 


The producer may like to think of each 
sale as being final when his produce enters 
the marketing channel. But the sale is not 
really made until the product reaches the 
housewife. Therefore, a distributor isn’t very 
wise to sell the kind of produce he likes un- 
less it is also the kind the consumer prefers. 


What does this mean to Alabama growers? 
Simply that shifts in consumer demands are 
occurring constantly. The housewife is pur- 
chasing more smaller packages of higher 
quality produce today than ever before. 


In the future, if an area plans to market 
fresh fruits and vegetables in any volume, it 
must be ready to meet the new needs arising 
in the industry. And the supplier who has 
the reputation of being able to meet these 
changes will get the business. 

Alabama producers can meet the challenge 
of shifts and changes in consumer demand— 
but they must be willing to shift production 
to new crops or new varieties of old crops 
and to follow the very best cultural practices 
in order to grow a good quality product. 

And the job doesn’t end at this point. Some- 
one (producer, dealer, or cooperative) must 
grade, sort, and package the produce that 
will compete with other shipping areas in the 
national market. Also, production in an area 
must grow to the size at which sufficient 
volume will be present to attract buyers who 
can ship the produce across the nation. 

Production areas have this choice: meet 
the challenge thrown at them by the con- 
sumer, or be satisfied with selling only after 
the produce from areas that will meet the 
challenge has been sold. 

The Extension Service, through its county 
agents, can assist with these and other prob- 
lems facing producers and their businesses. 


Ventilation Reduces Poultry Diseases 


ISEASES cost Alabama poultrymen mil- 
lions of dollars every year. 

“But one way to reduce this loss,” says 
Extension Veterinarian Worth Lanier, “is to 
see that broiler houses are properly ventilat- 
ed.” Farmers who are planning to build 
poultry houses should consider ridge ventila- 
tion devices that can be easily opened and 
closed with changes in the weather. 

“These ventilators can be constructed in 
several ways,” says the veterinarian. How- 
ever, no matter how they are built, they 
should be easy to operate. If a grower has to 
climb to the top of the house and adjust the 
ventilators, it is only natural to let it go 
some of the time. And that often costs him 
many dollars. 

“Oil drums can be used for building ridge 
ventilators,” says Lanier. “These drums are 
equipped with a shield that rotates as the 
wind changes. The drum lid makes an ex- 
cellent cover to close the ventilators. 


Lanier advises anyone interested in more 
details to see his county agent.

Top Quality Eggs

on a year-round basis. 

Today’s commercial egg 
producer keeps only young, 
healthy hens that are held 
for egg production.

Washday Hints To

HE chore of washing clothes is as old as 
time itself, but modern-day inventions 
have taken much of the drudgery out of it. 
So here are a few tips to help get the wash- 
ables that land in your laundry hamper 
sparkling clean. 

Always use the right water temperature 
to get your clothes clean and white. Hot 
(180 to 160 degrees) is fine 
for white cotton, linen,\nylon 
and Dacron. Use warm 
water, however, (100 to 120 
degrees), for colored cotton, 
linen, wool, silk, some man- 
made fibers and blends with 
natural fibers. Set your 
water heater 10 degrees 
higher to allow for tempera- 
ture drop between the heat- 
er and washer. 

Soap and synthetic de- 
tergents may be bad actors when mixed, so 
use just one. Measure the correct amount 
for your particular make of washing machine. 
(Check the instructions that came with your 
machine to see how much.) Heavy suds 
cushion clothes and interfere with washing 
action. 
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are held in refrigerated cases until the home- 
maker picks them up. 

Eggs, like meat and milk, are a perishable 
food and need to be kept cool to preserve 
their quality. Refrigerator temperature, 35 
to 50 degrees, is best. Eggs stored at room 
temperature lose as much quality and fresh- 
ness in three days as those in the refrigerator 
do in two weeks. 

During storage, keep eggs covered so they 
will not absorb odors from other foods. The 
large end of the eggs should be up and the 
small end down during storage. 


Your Money’s Worth 


Eggs, though sold by the dozen, are also 
sold by weight—a dozen large eggs weigh 
24 ounces, medium sized eggs weigh 21 
ounces, and small eggs weigh a minimum of 
18 ounces per dozen. Each carton of eggs 
has a size marked on it. This is a useful 
guide in deciding which size offers you the 
most for your money. If you are a mathe- 
matically inclined shopper, you-can arrive 
at the cost of eggs per ounce or pound—how- 
ever, an easy “rule of thumb” that all shop- 
pers can use at a glance is a price spread of 
eight cents per dozen between large and 
medium sized eggs. 


Egg Grades 


When comparing prices of eggs, always 
make comparisons with eggs of the same 
grade. The egg grades which are most like-

Hard water is another thing that causes 
many washing problems. It takes soft water 
for soaps to work at their best. If you find 
that your water is hard, use a hard water 
softener or packaged water conditioner. And 
don’t overload your washer with clothes. 


They need good, free turnover to get clean. 

It’s a good idea to sort clothes into wash 
loads—first by degree of soiling, second by 
color, and third by weight and type of fab- 
ric. Pretreat heavily soiled areas (collars, 
cuffs, knees, etc.) before putting clothes into 
the washer. You can use a-soft brush or 
sponge to rub the detergent paste on these 
areas. Then use the same detergent for your 
washing. Also remove any spots or stains 
from clothing before putting into the ma- 
chine. 

Avoid soaking or washing clothes for too 
long. Soil may penetrate the fibers or settle 
on the clothes and turn them gray. 

One last suggestion—to keep white nylons 
white, wash them alone. They have a knack 
of attracting color from even the palest of 
baby blues or pinks, causing the white to 
turn gray and dull, 


ly to be found at your grocers are grades 
A and B. Grade-A eggs are of higher qual- 
ity, with firm whites and plump yolks. They 
are especially desirable for poaching, frying, 
and cooking in the shell. 

Grade-B eggs may be used to advantage 
as scrambled eggs, in baking, and in sauces 
and salad dressings. Some housewives find 
that it pays to buy grade-B eggs for general 
cooking purposes and grade-A eggs for table 
use. 


Cooking Eggs 


Moderate to low temperatures are recom- 
mended for cooking eggs to keep the protein 
tender and to make attractive egg dishes. 
When an egg is cooked too long or at too 
high a temperature, the iron in the yolk com- 
bines with the sulfur in the white to form 
ferrous sulfide. That’s the dark layer—but 
it doesn’t affect food value or flavor. The 
dark ring can be prevented by cooking eggs 
at a simmering temperature. Dip hard-cook- 
ed eggs into cold water to halt the cooking 
process, 

In frying eggs, use just enough fat to 
grease the skillet and cook eggs over low 
heat to keep them tender.

Seatiilgcn of the method of conserving 
these foods, fruit that has been left on the 
vine or tree until it is fully mature will mean 
a better flavor and added vitamins and min- 
erals. However, since bacteria grows so fast 
on gathered fruit, it should not be picked 
sooner than two hours before it is used. 

Strawberries and blackberries are among 
the first fruits ready to be preserved every 
spring. And since blackberries keep their 
flavor, color, texture, and nutrients in can- 
ning, this method might be better than freez- 
ing. 

After the berries are washed, stemmed, 
and drained, add one-half cup of sugar to

each quart of fruit. Cover the pan with a 


‘lid and bring the berries to a boil, stirring 


occasionally until somte of the juice appears. 
Fill hot, standard canning jars to within one- 
half inch of the top and adjust the lid. Pro- 
cess in a boiling waterbath at 212 degrees 
for 10 minutes for pints and 15 minutes for 
quarts. Remove the jars from the waterbath 
and let them cool before storing in a dark, 
caol, dry place. 

Strawberries containing too much water 
for canning are delicious when frozen. There 
are two methods for preparing them for the 
freezer—the dry sugar method and the syrup 
method. For the sugar method, use vine- 
ripened, washed, and stemmed berries. Dis- 
solve about one teaspoon of ascorbic acid in 
one-half cup of water, mix it with about four 
pounds of strawberries, and sprinkle about 
two cups of sugar over the berries, coating 
each. The amount of sugar to use will vary 
with the sweetness of the berries and the 


preference of the family. 


Landscaping Tips For Lazy Gardeners

F you are a lazy gardener, this article is 
for you. If the coming of spring hasn’t 
been enough to spur you on, but the thoughts 
of a pretty lawn this summer do make you 
wish that you would get out in that yard and 
do something, you will probably be interest- 
ed in some short cuts. 

There are many things that you can plant 
that provide a maximum of enjoyment with 
a minimum of effort. (Now, you do have to 
be willing to put in that min- 
imum!) Look particularly 
for plants that are hardy 
and will stand the stress of 
the climate. And _ select 
things that don’t need much 
pruning; dividing, or replant- 
ing. Wait! Don’t get too car- 
ried away—be sure that 
these easy-to-care-for plants 
are pretty enough to take 
up space in your garden. 

Here are a few things that 
you can plant and then sit in the shade while 
they grow. Your home demonstration agent 
could probably. give you some more, and she 
may even be able to fill you in on proper 
planting methods. 

In your long-range plans for your garden 
that takes care of itself, consider ivy for 
places that you want a solid evergreen car- 
pet—perhaps around or between trees. There 
are several kinds of ivy. And the only care 
it requires is an occasional trimming. 

Creeping junipers and hypericum are also 
worthy of consideration. They are particu- 
larly good in masses planted along low banks. 

Flower possibilities are unlimited. You can 
choose from a list which includes moss-pink, 
lilies, bedding geraniums, chrysanthemums, 
day lilies, peonies, daffodils, pansies, and 
countless others. 

All of these give a blaze of color when 
planted in masses. Try planting several, 
since some of them bloom at different times. 

Moss-pink, which bleoms in the spring, in-

cludes plants with colors of rose-red, pink,

Bedding geraniums can take all kinds of 
weather, And they bloom constantly all sum- 
mer.

Spring Cleaning Out

PRING housecleaning seems to be on the 
way out—and it’s a custom few will 
miss. 

The modern trend is toward more frequent 
and less exhausting cleaning, perhaps doing 
one room well once a week. Even so, there 
are some tasks we are often tempted ‘to put 
off. Unfortunately, the long- 
er we put off these jobs, the 
harder they get. 

Whether you’re a believer 
in spring housecleaning or 
not, now is a good time to 
tackle neglected corners. 
Try these tips to help you 
get the work done faster. 

Ashes in the fireplace are 
out of place until next fall. 
Dampen the ashes and 
shovel them into a bucket. 
For a thorough job, clean the fireplace with 
the dusting brush of the vacuum cleaner. 
(The brush ean be washed out later.) 

Remove smoke stains from brick with a 
strong solution of trisodium phosphate, avail- 
able at paint stores. Wear household gloves 
and apply the solution with a scrub brush. 
Rinse well in clear water. For the finishing 
touch, polish brass with a good metal] clean- 
er. 

Cleaning the oven can be postponed by wip- 
ing the oven out after use, before it cools 
completely. Once crusty spots and a film 
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Package the berries firmly in moisture-va- 
por proof freezer containers, leaving about 
one-half inch headspace for expansion during 
freezing, and seal the container. If freezer 
polyethylene bags are used, be sure to place 
these in cartons to protect the bags. Label 
and date the containers and place them in 
the coldest part of the freezer, leaving an air 
space around each package so that it will 
freeze quickly and retain its high quality. 
About 12 to 24 hours later these packages 
can be placed close together to conserve stor- 
age space. But never let the freezer be above 
zero degrees in the basket. 

For those who prefer strawberries frozen 
in syrup, dissolve three cups of sugar in four 
cups of water and add 114 teaspoons of as- 
corbic-acid to the cold syrup to keep the ber- 
ries from turning dark. Place washed, drain- 
ed, stemmed berries in moisture-vapor proof 
freezer containers and pour syrup over them, 
allowing one inch of headspace. Then fol- 
low the same storage directions used for the 
sugar method.

Peonies, daffodils, and pansies need ferti- 
lizing once a year—peonies require plant food 
after flowering, daffodils in late winter, and 
pansies when growth slows down and flowers 
get smaller. If you decide to plant pansies, 
mix the colors to make the effect even more 


vivid, 

Day lilies are also a time-saver. They al- 
most never need dividing, transplanting, or 
weeding. And they flower each summer. 

These are only—-a few suggestions. Now 
thumb throGgh your seed catalogues, get 
more detailed information from your home 
demonstration_agent, florist, or nurseryman, 
and get started in that garden!

of brown grease have collected, stronger 
measures are required. 

Set a small bowl of ammonia on the Jower 
rack overnight, and let the fumes loosen the 
grease. Then use a chemical oven cleaner. 
Wear household gloves and carefully follow 
the directions that come with the cleaner. 
Rinse off ‘with a mixture of vinegar and 
water. 

Venetian blinds also can be kept clean 
more easily by cleaning more often. When 
dust begins to collect, tilt the blind so the 
slats lie flat, and dust with a small vacuum 
cleaner brush. 

When a complete wash job is called for, 
dunk the blinds in a bathtub of warm, sudsy 
water. Rub with a sponge if necessary, but 
don’t soak. Blot off enough to stop dripping 
and replace the blinds at the window to towel 
them dry. Rinsing is not necessary unless 
We. blinds were very dirty or the water too 
sudsy 

Spots on the shower walls are a real prob- 
lem in hard-water homes. To make an ef- 
fective cleaning solution, add enough water 
conditioner to a pail of warm water to make 
the water feel slippery. Rub with a sponge 
or plastic pan scourer. 

Bleach may be used to brighten white tile 
floors. Rubber shower mats come clean 
when scrubbed with a damp steel wool soap 
pad. 

Turn on the water and direct the shower 
spray to rinse out the shower stall quickly. 
For real sparkle, dry the walls with a towel.

Less Hand Labor Needed 


Chemicals Kill Weeds In Cotton

ORE and more farmers in the state are 
doing everything possible to reduce the 
damage done to crops by weeds, 

Many cotton producers are using chemicals 
to control weeds. However, to get best re- 
sults, the chemicals must be used properly. 
Pre-emergence chemicals can be used before 
cotton comes up. However, 
if cotton has already been 
planted, there’s still some- 
thing that can be done about 
Alabama’s million dollar 
weed problem. 

After the cotton comes up, 
post-emergence herbicidal 
oil can be used to control 
weeds. In using this ma- 
Ce terial, farmers must direct 
JERNIGAN the spray at the base of the 

plant being sure the chem- 
ical does not come in contact with the cotton 
leaves, only the bottom inch of the stem. They 
should use no more than three applications 
and should space them five days apart. Also, 
they should not apply the materia] after true 
bark is formed. 

Growers should apply five gallons of this 


oil per acre on a 10-inch band over the drill 


when the weeds are 1 to 1% inches high. 
To control late season weeds, one potind 
of Karmex Diuron Powder per acre should

be applied at layby time. This is especially 
beneficial where cotton is to be harvested 
mechanically. The nozzles should be drop- 
ped below the leaves and the chemical spray- 
ed on the entire ground surface. Farmers 


using sprinkler irrigation can activate this 
material by applying water after the appli- 
cation. 

Cotton should be cultivated shallowly and 
only enough to control weeds. Tests in Miss- 
issippi show that cultivating after each rain 
was the most economical method to control 
weeds. 

For top, efficient yields, all recommended 
cotton practices must be carried out at the 
proper time.

LIME FOR ORNAMENTALS. Dolomitic 
limestone has been needed in peat-sand pot- 
ting soil for all ornamental plants tested at 


Auburn and Mobile. Less lime was needed 
for a clay loam-peat potting soil than in the 
sand-peat. With the sand-peat soil, best 
growth of most plant species tested occurred 
when six pounds of finely ground dolomite 
was applied per cubic yard. Wind injury 
and cold damage were most severe when dol- 
omite was omitted. 


FISH DISEASES. Fish are susceptible to 
several types of bacterial and virus diseases. 
A bacterial disease that often kills fish in 
farm and minnow ponds or holding tanks in 
Alabama is called columnaris. It usually ap- 
pears in early spring, causing. yellowish- 
brown sores around and inside the mouth 
or deep wounds on the body of fish, or both. 
When columnaris is suspected, fishery biol- 
ogists of the Alabama Department of Con- 
servation can provide information on treat- 
ment. 


BEEF CHOICES. Round steak was served 
most frequently by 54 percent of Alabama 
housewives, according to results of a 1959 
survey of 529 households. Loin steak was 
chosen most often by 88 percent. Chuck 
roast was selected most by 45 percent and 
rump roast by 20 percent of housewives in- 
terviewed. 


FREEZING VEGETABLES. In Auburn 
tests, blanching vegetables before freezing 
aided packaging and helped preserve color 
and flavor. Blanching is usually done by 
heating prepared vegetables for two to five 
minutes in boiling water. Time varies with 
kind of vegetable, degree of maturity, and 
method of preparation. A blanching chart 
showing correct timing for different vege- 
tables is usually included with instruction 
manuals furnished with freezers. 


PEACH DISEASE CONTROL. Brown rot 
and scab of peaches are controlled by sprays 
of captan (2 pounds per 100 gallons) or 80 
percent sulfur (6 pounds per 100 gallons). 
Applications are made every 7 to 10 days 
for four cover sprays beginning at petalfall. 
Succeeding sprays may be applied every 14 
days up to harvest. Extra spraying may be 
needed during extended rainy and cloudy 
periods. 


DISEASES OF APPLES. Control of fruit 
rots and fruit spotting of apples by fungus 
diséases requires both sanitation and fungi- 
cide applications. In addition to a good job 
of sanitation and use of sprays during the 
dormant period, cover sprays are essential. 
Good results are obtained by spraying with 
dodine, captan, or thiram at 10- to 14-day 
intervals from petalfall up to one week of 
harvest. 


BEEF PASTURES. Stocker cattle have 
made rapid and economical gains on orchard 
grass-white clover pasture at the Tennessee 
Valley Substation. In 1958 and 1960 tests, 
spring-dropped calves grown out on perma- 
nent pastures and then fattened in the dry 
lot returned more per head above feed cost 
than did comparable cattle grown out on 
small grain pasture or silage and supplement. 
Orchard grass-clover provides little grazing 
before March. An adequate diet, such as 
silage and supplement or alfalfa hay, must 
be provided cattle held for going on pasture.

Working Students 
Should Have Social 
Security Number 


“Students and others who go to 
work in social security jobs during 


should have their social security 
cards ready to show their em- 
|ployers the first day they go to 
j work,” says” Cecil L. © Simpson, 
Manager of the Birmingham dis- 
trict social security office. 

Simpson points out that the em- 
ployer is required to file a report 
of the wages he pays his employ- 
ees, and to pay the social security 
taxes due. If a worker’s social se- 
curity number is’ omitted from 
this report he gets no credit for 
his earnings for social security 
purposes. That can mean a loss 
of social security payments to him 
and his family when the time 
comes to claim them. 

Original social security cards, 
and duplicates of those that have 
been lost, may be obtained with- 
out charges at the nearest district 
social security office. If there is 
no office in the community, an 
application blank may be obtained 
at the post office. It should be 
filled out and mailed to the near- 
est social security district office.

This was done, 
with the father serving as high 
rsiest for the family. 

It is believed that, during the 
Captivity, the synagogue was es- 
tablished to take the place of the 
Temple, and, after the return from 
exile, to become a branch of the 
Temple. But, even with synagogues 
in most of the larger villages and 
cities, the Hebrew people contin- 
ved and still continue to include 
religious life. This custom has been 
adopted by the most influential of 
our Christian families and should 
he the custom of all Christian fam- 
ilies. 

The Hebrew code of law was 
handed down from one generation 
to another, from father to son. The 
good Hebrew father, as is recorded 
in The Proverbs, was exceedingly 
anxious to have his own son and all 
other members of his family to ob- 
serve his law and that of the moth- 
er of the home, which were really 
the laws of the race as received 
through inspiration from God him- 
self. 

A great portion of the Proverbs 


lis devoted to the worth of law to 


family life—the proper relation of 
parent to children, of children to 
their parents, of husband to wife, 
of wife to husband. The children 
were taught that disobedience to 
their traditional law contributed to 
the destruction of themselves, their 
family and their nation.

All Boats Must

The State Department of Con- 
servation’s Water Safety Division 
today issued a reminder to Ala- 
bama boat owners that all boats 
not re-registered to date should 
be re-registered as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


Conservation Director William 
C. Younger said all boat owners 
re-registering their boats should 
ask for the same number that was 
used on the boat last year. 

“This complies with the regu- 
lations of the Water Safety Di- 
vision and also prevents the ne- 
cessity of removing the old number 
and painting a new number on the 
boat. Those re-registering will be 
given a decal to be placed_on their 
boat showing that the boat has 
been re-registered,” Younger said. 

Tom G. Shackleford, Chief of 
the Water Safety Division, pointed 
to the fact that it is necessary 
for each boat owner to have with 
him the previous year’s certificate 
when re-registering. 

“If this certificate has been lost, 
or if ownership of the boat has 
changed, a new certificate may 
be secured by applying directly to 
the Water Safety Division giving 
name and address or old certifi- 
cate,” he said.

For Water 
Conservation 


“Small Dams” is the term used 


to classify the type of earth dams 
designed and supervised by Soil 
Conservation Service technicians 
as part of their responsibility to- 
ward cooperators of the Soil Con- 
servation Districts or others en- 
gaged in conservation of soil and 
water. Most of these small dams 
built in Shelby county are quite 
small, but actually there is a wide 
variation in size and the type and 
extent of engineering work re- 
quired. 


Local S. C. S. workers assisting 
the Shelby County Soil Conserva- 
tion District are qualified to in- 
vestigate sites and make designs 
for class 1 and 2 structures. For 
locations and water needs that 
require dams of. higher classifi- 
cation, S. C.. S. -specialistswith 
the necessary training and ex- 
perience will design and supervise 
the job. There may be need for 
quite elaborate drwaings and ‘de- 
tails that will be made in the de- 
sign section at state or regional 
offices. 

Growth of the S. C. S. Small 
Watershed Program, according to 
Mr. Richbourg, is contributing to 
increased demand for the middle 
range of impoundment and flood 
control structures. This calls for 
contractors with additional equip- 
ment and greater skills. Much

The authors of the Proverbs, 
from which are taken our Scripture 
selections, belonged to that worthy 
group of Hebrew philosophers who 
dealt with those homely questions 
of every-day and present-day liv- 
ing which are of concern to every- 
body. 

The Hebrew philosophers of the 
pre-Christian era spent little time 
and effort in delving into the intri- 
cate questions of cause and effect, 
time and space’ and similar themes, 
for those, after all, were not the 
greatest problems of humanity. 
Rather those Hebrew philosophers 
were similar to the early American 
philosophers of pulpit, platform 
and country store, of which Ben- 
jamin Franklin was a good exam- 
ple. They can well be called the 
philosophers of common things for 
the common man. 

In fact, the philosophy of The 
Proverbs is more and far greater 
than mere philosophy~in~its--gen- 
erally accepted term. It is a reli- 
gion, one which paved the way 
for Christianity, and is based on 
both reason and _ intelligence. 

God is a reasonable being. He 
wants his children to be intelligent 
and to live intelligently. That is 
why Christanity is a religion of 
schools and learning. Christians 
know, as did the writers of ‘I'he 
Proverbs, that the more ignorant 
and superstitious a people are the 
more heathenish they are; the 
more intelligent they are the bet- 
ter equipped they are to live as 
God wants them to live. 

In the light of Christanity, it

one would live intelligently, he 
must (1) be willing to learn; (2) 
practice self-discipline; (3) keep 
the source clean with good habits, 
good food and exercise for the 
body, good literature and thoughts 
for the mind; (4) good associates, 
and (5) he must be persistent, 
constant and persevering in such 
conduct. 

—Special_emphasis_in vur lesson 
text is given to the worth of self- 
discipline. Vigorously condemned 
are two of the most general and 
effective obstacles to self-discip- 
line: anger and intoxicating liquor. 
These two monsters have always 
cursed humanity. 

Anger and thoughtless speeci 
have made enemies of former 
friends, disrupted homes, bred hat- 
ing factions in former peaceful 
communities and caused bloody 
wars between nations. The unbrid- 
led tongue has never been a build- 
er, always a destroyer. The discip- 
lined tongue is an unfailing attri- 
bute to the peacemaker, the good

thinker, the progressive and loyal 
citizen. 

But also and terribly hazardous 
to self-discipline is strong drink. 
The author of the 29th chapter of 
The Proverbs charges intoxicants 
with many evil effects. But not all 
He mentions only the damages 
done to the consumer, the drinker. 
He fails to mention the poverty, 
the heartaches, the crimes, the fi- 
nancial expense, the material loss 
and intense suffering of innocent 
people caused by the hydra-headed 
demon known as intoxicating lig- 
uor. 

Nations have tried to regulate 
its manufacturer and use; families 
have tried to live with it in peace; 
the drinker has tried to use it in 
moderation; some of the present- 
day do-gooders have tried to treat 
its effects as a disease. But all in 
vain. Strong drink is just what the 
wise man of The Proverbs said it 
was, and what all God-directed 
leaders of all times have called it, 
and what multiplied millions of its 
victims have found it to be: a de- 
stroyer of the body, mind and soul, 

Authors of The Proverbs give 
both sides of the picture. Not only 
do they enumerate the causes and 
evils of self-indulgence, but they 
also. enumerate the rewards for 
those who become masters of them- 
selves. These writers declare—and 
all history confirms their claims—

that for the one who controls him- 
self can be expected the joy which 
attends peace of mind and soul; 
that he will be honored by his own 
self-respect, the admiration of oth- 
ers and the approval of God; that 
he will find contentment in life, a 
life long and useful and one length- 
éned into an eternity with the God 
in whose image he was created and 
whose attributes he has tried to 
make his own.

Small Dams Useful 
In Conservation 


“Small Dams” is the term used 
to classify the type of earth dam 
designed and supervised within 
Shelby County by Soil Conserva- 
tion Service technicians. Actually 
these vary greatly in size and the 
extent of engineering work needed. 

According to S. N. Richbourg, 
Design Engineer, S. C. 8. there 
are six classes of small dams gen- 
erally in the Southeast. These 
range from dams fifteen feet tall 
or less (class 1) to much larger 
earth dams used for irrigation or 
flood control, some being more 
than forty feet tall. 

Local S. C. §S. technicians help- 
ing the cooperators of the Shelby 
County Soil Conservation District 
are qualified to make site investi- 
gations and designs for dams in 
'classes 1 and 2. For the locations 
‘and water needs that require dams 
of higher classifications, S. C. S. 
specialists with the necessary train 
ing and skills are available to de- 


job. 

A dam exceeding 20 feet in 
height will require a complete set 
of drawings based on very careful 
study of materials and design fac- 
tors not needed on those less high. 
Even equipment needed in con- 
|struetion would be more complex 

Many small dams over Alabama 
and several in Shelby County fail- 
ed during the unusually heavy 
rains of early 1961. However,

Use Insecticide At Proper Time - 


By Walter H. Grimes 
Extension Entomologist 


VEN though Alabama farmers did an 
above average job of controlling cotton 
insects last year, the boll weevil alone cost 
us over $20 million. And this doesn’t include 
the more than $10 million that was spent for 
insecticides and their application. 

Control recommendations for 1961 have 
been divided into three phases. Last month 
we discussed the first two— 
controlling insects during 
the seedling stage and at the 
beginning of squaring stage. 
This month let’s talk about 
the major fruiting season. 

It is important that cot- 
ton insects be controlled 
throughout the season when 
damaging infestations occur. 
However, perhaps the most 
important time is during the 

GRIMES major fruiting season and 
until the top bolls are mature. It is not un- 
commion to lose as much as one-fourth to one- 
half bale per acre by abandoning the control 
program before the crop is mature. 


Boll weevil and bollworm control is usual- 


ly necessary in most fields every year. TS 


obtain maximum benefits from the control 
program, the grower-must know the insect 
situation that exists in his field at all times 
and gear his control program to it. There 
is only one way to do this—make infestation 


counts at least once each week and more of- 
ten in critical periods when the weather is 
rainy and when hatchouts occur. 

Although they may vary slightly from year 
to year, emergence of first generafion weevils 
can be expected during the last 10 days of 
June in South Alabama, the first 10 days of 
July in Central Alabama, and between July 
10 and 20 in North Alabama. 

Begin the boll weevil control program 
when the infestation reaches 10 per cent. 
Make three applications of a recommended 
insecticide at five-day intervals. When the 
infestations again rise to 10 per cent, con- 


tinue the treatment on the same basis. The 
control program should be continued until 
the top bolls are mature. During late August 
or during the migrating season, it may be 
necessary to reduce the intervals to four days. 


Bollworms rank second only to boll weevils 
in their destruction of the cotton crop in Ala- 
bama. However, for’ the past three years 
bollworms have appeared in such extremely 
large numbers that damage has almost equal- 
led that of the boll weevil. 

The presence of the bollworm is not as easy 
to detect as that of the boll weevil. There- 
fore, the farmer should carefully examine the 
terminal buds and young squares at weekly 
intervals. Control measures should be taken 
when four to five young worms are found 
per 100 terminals examined. It is extremely 
important that bollworms be controlled when 
they are young and feeding in the upper por- 
tion of the plant and young squares. As the 
worms grow older, they move down the stalk, 
feed in the larger squares and bolls, and be- 
come almost impossible to eontrol, 

Insecticides or insecticidal mixtures rec- 
ommended for use on cotton are for control 
of both the boll weevil and boilworm. How- 
ever, if bollworms are a problem and weevil 
infestations are low, use DDT, endrin, or 
Sevin to control bollworms. 

The spider mite problem is no longer re- 
stricted to the Tennessee Valley and Sand 
Mountain areas., It may become a serious 
problem in any area of the state this year. 
These pests may be present at any time dur- 
ing the growing season, but usually the most 
damage occurs during the major fruiting 
period. Spider mites are extremely small, 
and it is almost impossible to determine their 
presence without the aid of magnification

UNE Dairy Month became a well known national 
institution years ago. In fact, it is probably 

the oldest, best known, and most effective promo- 
tional effort that goes along with the growing, dis- 
tribution, and utilization of any product. And its 
importance increases year by year. 

There are several reasons why June was selected 
for special emphasis on dairy products. 

First, all of us from birth to old age need to con- 

* sume dairy products in some form every day. Most 
of us would have better diets, enjoy better health, 
and make our food dollars go further if we used 
more milk. 

Then, too, June is usually the month of heaviést 
milk production. Climate, high quality grazing, 
and possibly the biology of the cow combine to 
make this the most ideal production period of the 
year. 

In June, the homemaker needs to be reminded 
to buy extra milk to take the place of the glasses 
her children drank in the school lunchroom. And 
she may also need to be reminded of the wide va- 
riety in which dairy products are prepared for use 
by consumers—fluid milk, butter milk, evaporated 
milk, condensed milk, butter, ice cream, all the 
varieties of cheese, and many others. 

Dairy products help stretch the food dollar. The 
real price of a quart of milk is not represented by 
the number of cents required to pay for it, but by 
the amount of work it takes to earn enough money 
to buy it. Today, the real price of milk is declining. 
For example, in 1890 the average price per quart 
of home delivered milk was 6.8 cents per pound, 
but the average hourly factory wage was only 16 
cents per hour, so it required 25.5 minutes of work 
to earn the price of a quart_of milk at that time, 
By 1959 the average nationwide price per quart of 
milk was 25.2 cents, and the average hourly factory 
wage had increased to $2.21 per hour; thus, only 
6.8 minutes of work was required to earn the price 
of a quart of: milk. 


Alabama Makes High Soybean Yield 


HE only field crop that Alabama farmers 
are producing at national yield levels 
is soybeans, 

Maybe this isn’t such a good over-all rec- 
ord, but farmers in the state are outdoing 
themselves with soybeans. 

Auburn Extension Service Soybean Special- 
ist Dean Bond says that last year Alabama 
farmers produced a record yield of 3.5 mil- 
lion bushels which returned growers about $7 
million. Not only were yields the highest in 
the state’s history, but also the 146,000 acres 
planted in beans represent the largest acre- 
age ever planted in the state for oil purposes. 

According to the specialist, soybeans now 
rank fifth when compared in value to all 
crops grown in the state. 

“The growth of the soybean enterprise has 
been amazing,” says Bond. “In 1924, Ala- 
bama growers produced an average yield of 
6.5 bushels per acre on about 3,000 acres. 
Last year’s crop averaged 24 bushels per acre. 
And now Alabama ranks ninth nationally in 
terms of soybean yields per acre. 

“Soybeans have many advantages to offer 
Alabama farmers,” states ‘the specialist. 


“There is a ready market for the product;’ 


it can be planted after other field crops and 
handled with present farm machinery; it is 
a totally mechanized crop and has the lowest 
labor requirement of any crop; it is a cash 
crop that doesn’t come under acreage allot- 
ments; and it has no surplus problem. 
“Planting soybeans is also better than 
planting corn in a lot of ways,” adds Bond.

Although Americans are supposed to be among 
the best fed people on the globe, in 1957 éach of 
us, on the average, consumed only 691 pounds of | 
milk or milk equivalent in other dairy products— 
next to the lowest of any of the 17 major nations 
in the Western Free World. The people of Austria 
alone consumed less dairy products than we did— 
+6382 pounds per person. The top consumer was | 
Ireland—1,507 pounds per person. _And even our 
friends across the border, the Canadians, consum- | 
ed 1,014 pounds of milk per person. 


These figures illustrate graphically the need for 
a better understanding about the value of dairy 
products. This is why June Dairy Month is so 
important to each of the 182 million of us. It’s 
something that all of us can help with and benefit 
from. 


Let’s think for a minute what a well planned and 
sustained promotional program requires. There are 
three essential\elements for successfully promoting 
and marketing any product: The first is a good 
supply of a high quality consumer item. (We cer- 
tainly have this essential well taken care of in the 
case of dairy products.) Next, the product must 
be processed, put in convenient form, and placed 
where people can buy it. (No product is more 
widely distributed and kept before producers than 
milk and other dairy products.) Last is a sustain- 
ed promotion to show people how they will benefit 
from using the product. (June Dairy Month is 
the best example we have of such promotion—ad- 
vertising, news items, radio, TV, and personal mes- 
sages from the millions of people producing, han- 
dling, distributing, and serving milk to provide ef/» 
fective means of creating a sustained momentum 
for high-level milk consumption.) 

Each of us should find his own place in the pro- 
duction, marketing, or use of dairy products. We 
can then improve our own physical and economic 
welfare by contributing to such a promotional ef- 
fort.

Consumers Have Control 


Hos Producers and Packers 
Must Please The Homemaker

IKE puppets on a string, livestock producers, meat processors, 
and retailers are moved by consumer action. 

In the livestock and meat industry, lines of communications take 

the place of puppet strings; however, they serve a similar purpose, 
that of directing the movement of those in the business of producing 
and marketing meat. Through these communication lines comes a 
aa d steady flow of information about consumer likes 
and dislikes and their over-all attitudes toward meat 
and meat products. And just as a puppet cannot 
work properly when a string is broken, likewise a 
break in communication lines or mere failure of a 
production group to respond to messages can be dis- 
astrous. 

Think back over the years at the long list of 
products that are no longer with us because the pub- 
lic refused to purchase them for one reason or an- 
other. It’s seldom ruled murder, but consumers 
dealt the death blow. 

The livestock and meat industry can ill afford 
such a fate for any of its products. “Complacency today—out of 
business tomorrow”’ is a little saying worth keeping in mind.

The Road Back for Pork 


“Packers, marketing agencies, and producers can work together 
for mutual benefit. Meat is bought on impulse in the supermarket, 
and it has to look nice; therefore, quality in all livestock programs 
is a must.” This is how Harold Abroms, Jefferson County meat 
packer and director in the Alabama Meat Packers Association, sum- 
med it up. 

For the past three years, Abroms’ company, producers and coun- 
ty agents in the Leeds area have been cooperating in an intensive 
educational program to improve market hog quality and increase 
local production. Speaking before the Mississippi Swine Producers 
Association at Starkville recently, Abroms told how the entire in- 
dustry stands to profit from working together on livestock and meat 
marketing programs. He stated, ““Hog producers should take ad- 
vantage of the help available from the Extension Service and coop- 
erate with the State Meat Packers Association to develop quality 
hogs. This can mean more profit to the individual and economic 
stability to the industry.”’ He told how the cooperative marketing 
program in the Leeds area has increased the number of high quality 
hogs bought locally for slaughter—from 200 to an average of 4,000 
to 5,000 monthly. 5 ~ 


: 
Help Yourself with the Right Modi _ 


“In our contacts with producers, we stress type, not breed. And 
our company policy is top prices for top quality,” states Abroms. 
“The old saying that a hog is just a hog is out of date. Hogs are 
different and, likewise, the type of pork they produce is different.” 

A hog’s value is determined by its grade which suggests the 
yield and quality of the pork cuts, its dressing percentage, and 
weight. The general conformation of the hog and muscling are 
important factors affecting the yield of the four lean high-priced 
cuts. The number of pounds of carcass produced for each 100 pounds

of live weight is also an important factor. Weight affects value as 
it may influence dressing percentage and the size and yield of cuts 
available for the packer to resell. 

The hog that has the greatest market value and that can be 
grown cheaper under most feeding systems is produced by a sound 
breeding and feeding program at the farm. It’s high time we real- 
ized that the well muscled, good doing kind can be grown cheaper 
than offspring from fat type breeding. These savings in costs of 
production at the farm are often greater than the difference in cut- 
out value per hundred weight for the two types when slaughtered. 

Just as the 1940 model hog is out of style, so is the market out 
of date that continues to buy hogs on a weight basis, paying little 
or no attention to differences in meatiness and quality. It just stands 
to reason as hog producers move forward with quality programs, 
more and more will be selling at markets that sort and buy hogs, 
on a quality basis. ' 


Look Around and Look Ahead 


One producer couldn’t see how his neighbor could afford to 
pay $150 to $200 for the performance tested boars he used. Evi- 
dently these hog producers weren’t very neighborly. Otherwise, 
he couldn’t have missed noticing that his neighbor was farrowing 
and raising more pigs per litter from his meaty, good milking cross- 
bred sows. His neighbor could have also shown him records where 
he had cut cost of production at least $1.50 per head on each mar- 
ket hog. Too long we have overlooked these advantages and shirked 
our responsibility to produce a type of pork that today’s consumers 
readily accept. \ 

The worn out excuse, “Better quality hogs don’t bring any more 
at the market—so why should I bother to change,” is a misconception 
among some and the wrong attitude for'progress. It will do the in- 
dustry and producers little good to fret about this detail when one 
day we wake up and find pork so far out of the consumer picture 
that it’s difficult to sell at a@fiy price. . 

Sure, we’re making progress, but it will come a lot faster if 
producers, packers, markets, and others work together for a larger 
pork market. 


Eat More Pork - Indoors And Out - During Summer Months 


ISTEN, Mrs. Homemaker, don’t face another summer of hot 
weather letdown! Help to avoid it by including more pork in 
your family meals. The approach of summer is no reason to eliminate 
this important food from your list. On the contrary, there is good 
reason to believe you should include more during the hot summer 
months. ~ 
This seems strange to those who always feel pork is strictly a 
winter meat and should not be eaten during the summer months. 
To explain why pork is a good summer meat, let’s take a look at 
the food value-foulid in pork. Besides high quality proteins and 
niacin, a large amount of thiamine is present in pork. Thiamine is 
found in many foods, but pork is one of the very few foods in which 
we find an abundance of this vitamin. 
One of the chief functions of thiamine is to assist in the break- 
down of glucose (sugar) in the tissues of the body to supply energy. 
It is absorbed readily from the intestinal tract and excreted in the 
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urine. Thiamine, therefore, helps dispose of some of the poisons 
causing fatigue, increases appetite, improves digestion, maintains 
healthy nerve tissue, and keeps up the vigor of heart muscles. 

Even a moderate shortage of this hard-to-get vitamin will cause 
fatigue, apathy or lack of interest, loss of appetite, nausea, and even 
personality disturbances such as moodiness, irritability, and depres- 
sion. 

Take a look at yourself, your family, and see if you have any 
of these symptoms. Help to avoid them by including more thiamine 
in your diet. Remember, lean pork is one of the very best sources 
of this important vitamin. 

Use more lean pork for indoor and outdoor cooking, but remem- 
ber to cook pork thoroughly before eating. You will find many help- 
ful suggestions on using pork for outdoor cooking in the Auburn Uni- 
versity Extension Service Circular, “Fun With Outdoor Cooking.” 
Ask for it at your county agent’s office.

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$44 Million Income 
Dairying Aids State

E average American consumed 1,448 

pounds of food last year. And accord- 
ing to reports from the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, dairying supplied 28 per cent 
of this total. 

Alabama dairymen, with an income of 
$44 million in 1960, made a big contrikution 
to the welfare of this state. 
The dairy farmer works 
hard, long hours to produce 
the important dairy foods. 
He also invests an average 
of $750 to $1200 per cow, 
and the average herd in Ala- 
bama consists of over 50 
cows. Therefore, the dairy- 
man is a big businessman. 

Progress made by the 
dairy farmer indicates that 
the public can count on him 
for all the milk it needs. And to make this 
progress, dairymen are following practices 
such as artificial breeding using proved sires. 
They also store 80 per cent of the total milk 
supply in bulk tanks on farms. As a result 
of these and many other improvements, pro- 
duction per cow is up dver 40 per cent in 
seven years. 

Since Alabama dairy farmers are produc- 
ing enough milk to meet.the daily needs, their 
next big job is to improve their efficiency. 
Fixed production costs continue to rise, but 
milk is still one of the hest food buys on the 
American market. 

Milk and dairy products are essential to 
good health. And without them, it would be 
almost impossible to get the daily calcium 
and protein needs. So use them daily! 
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High production per cow and high net re- 
turns result from well planned and executed 
dairy operations. A study of the 11 herds 
on DHIA test that averaged more than 10,000 
pounds milk per cow in 1960 give a good in- 
dication of some of the practices. that return 
high net income per cow. All herds make 
maximum use of temporary winter and sum- 
mer grazing crops, and 10 of the 11 herds 
make use of proved sires in their breeding 
program. The average cow in these herds 
was fed 4100 pounds silage, 1500 pounds 
hay, and 4500 pounds grain. And for every 
$1 spent in feed cost, $3.15 worth of milk 
was sold. 
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Irrigation May Mean Difference 
In Bumper Crop And Total Failure

ELIEVING in irrigation is one thing and 
owning the system for it is another. Of- 
ten the difference is money. 

Although irrigation could make money on 
thousands of Alabama farms, only about a 
thousand systems have been installed. These 
systems irrigate about 25,000 acres. How- 

ever, many farmers who are 
fully sold on pumping and 
piping water for their crops 
haven’t been able to swing 
the deal. 

This slow trend toward ir- 
rigation is no indication that 
the practice doesn’t have 
great potential on many 
farms in the state. The in- 
Ps vestment in irrigation on 

ENNIS ace farms has proved to 

ye a Wise one. The systems 

are bringing higher yields of better quality 

crops, and owners are paying off their initial 

investments in a relatively short time—often 
the first year.

When irrigation on a farm fits from every 
standpoint—land, water supply, labor, crops, 
and management—and the owner can finance 
a system, he certainly can make money on it. 
On the other hand, some farmers have been 
wise to forego irfigation because they don’t 
have the right set-up for it. 

How much doesyit cost to apply. water on 
our farmlands? Initia] investment in sprin- 
kler irrigation equipment varies from $50 to 
$150 per acre, depending on the shape of 
the field, differences in elevation, type of 
water supply, distance of water from the 
field, and other factors. Usually the larger 
the acreage under irrigation, the lower the 
cost per acre. 

After a farmer has bought his sprinkler 
equipment, it will probably cost him from 
$1.50 to $4.75 for every inch of water he

until the infested leaves begin to turn red 
and drop. When this occurs, the entire field 
is usually already infested. 

Spider mites can be controlled with Ethion, 
Trithion, or demeton (Systox). And treating 
the margins of the fields and the border rows 
before the mites spread over the entire field 
may prevent the need for treating the entire 
field. However, for this to be effective, it 
should be done when mites first appear on 
the marginal rows. 

Many farmers make the mistake of delay- 
ing the control program until boll weevil in- 
festations warrant it, regardless of the pres- 
ence of other insects. Many others quit poi- 
soning too soon. Programs such as these 
should be revised, and every effort should be

puts on an aere. The total operating ex- 
pense—including labor, fuels, oils, interest 
on investmént, and depreciation—usually 
will run about $25 per acre per year. But 
during extremely dry years, irrigation can 
be the difference between a bumper crop and 
a total failure. 

Who can irrigate? Generally speaking, 
any farmer who has water is in a position 
to irrigate. Streams seem to offer the best 
possibility for water supplies over most of 
the state. If amount of water available is in 
doubt, streams should be checked for quan- 
tity during the driest part of the year. 

Farm ponds, one means of irrigation, are 
becoming more important. However, an av- 
erage pond will lose about 12 feet of water 
each year through evaporation and seepage. 
Thus, a full pond which is exactly 12 feet 
deep, overall at the beginning of the year 
will be dry at the end of the year, provided 
no rainfall occurs and no water runs into the 
pond. Those ponds that are planned for 
irrigation purposes should be fed by a good 
strong spring or by drainage from an ex- 
tremely large area, so they can catch a max- 
imum of water from summer rains. 

Deep wells—a second means of irrigation 
—eight inches tn diameter or larger are pop- 
ular in areas with a sufficient amount of un- 
derground water. These areas include the 
Tennessee Valley, the lower Coastal Plain, 
and part of the Black Belt. 

An adequate water supply isn’t the only 
thing necessary for an irrigation system but 
a farmer needs to have good soil and to know 
how to manage it -properly. For example, 
USDA research showed that in a field crop 
rotation, 21,000 gallons of water are requir- 
ed to mature a bushel of corn. And in a 
legume rotation, where organic matter is 
turned under each year, only 5600 gallons 
of water are needed to mature a bushel of 
corn. This points up'the fact that good soil 
management is most important in the proper 
use of water by crops.

on the insect situation in the field. 

For a control program to be effective, it 
must be started on time and kept on schedule; 
plenty of insecticide, properly applied, must 
be used; and it must be continued until the 
top bolls are fully grown.

N many areas of Alabama, changes in the 

past few decades have proved helpful to 
its residents. In effect, a new society has 
developed, resulting from higher average in- 
comes, new tastes in living standards, and 
technological means for releasing people 
from old patterns. 

However, some rural areas of our state 
have largely been by-passed by the forward 
march of rapid economic growth. The re- 
sources in many areas have become unpro- 

‘ ductive, underemployed, and in many cases, 
idle. Economic growth has been retarded 
and in some cases almost stopped. 

This is a common ailment not only in Ala- 
bama and the other states but throughout 
the world. Resources are not being used ef- 
ficiently, capital is not created, and without 
the creation of capigal, economic growth does 
not take place. ithout economic growth, 
new jobs are not created and the rapidly 
expanding population is not able to pay the 
taxes that are necessary to finance the ser- 
vices they need and demand. 

The idleness or low productivity of Ala- 
bama’s two natural resources—physical and 
human—when taken together have other pro- 
found effects on the economic productivity 
of the state. Some extreme results of this 
imbalance are depressed business, decreased 
revenues from taxes, the. tearing apart of 

ros communities and their institutions, and 
écreasing the value of investments that are 
represented by many rural resources in Ala- 
bama. In simple terms, this means that when 
the resources of a community or country be- 
come idle and people leave, the total tax 
base is reduced. 

Of equal importance is the philosophy of 
idleness that develops in an atmosphere of 
idle or low productive physical and human 
resources. To me, this is not a good situa- 
tion. I believe that people at all economic 
and-social levels should have an understand- 
ing and appreciation of our American eco- 
nomic system. 

I believe that people, regardless of whether 
they are rich or poor, should have the op- 
portunity to take part in programs that stim- 
ulate economic development. They should 
also be encouraged to use their resources— 
either physical or human or both—to some 
extent in constructive action if our proper 
value system is to be kept. 

I also believe that it is our job as leaders 
to create an administrative climate and to 
provide educational] help and other incentives 
to reclaim the low productive resources and 
make them more valuable, and more produc- 
tive. Furthermore, I think this should be 
done, insofar as possible, by using available 
agencies‘and institutions to the fullest extent. 

If we reach our maximum income poten- 
tial in Alabama, we must put our resources 
to work with renewed vigor. We must in- 
crease the economic productivity of people 
so that incomes can be increased. Part of 
this can be brought about by increasing farm 
income and another part from developing 
employment opportunities for rural/ people 
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Land-Grant Colleges Celebrate Centennial

aah? month, I told you about the three 
different arms of land-grant colleges. 
First, there is the resident instruction arm 
providing instruction for regular college stu- 
dents; second, the experimental or research 
arm, which gathers experimental or research 
information; and, finally, the Extension arm, 
=F ee which carries this informa- 

tion out to the people. I 
eS pointed out that Auburn Uni- 
versity is Alabama’s princi- 
pal land-grant college pro- 
vided for by the Morrill or 
Land-Grant College Act of 
1862. 

Now, I would like to tell 
you a little about the schools 
and educational systems ex- 
isting in the United States 
before the land-grant col- 
leges came into existence/‘explaining why the 
land-grant colleges were essential to the de- 
velopment and advancement of America. 

When our pilgrim forebearers landed on 
the shores of the United States, they brought 
with them a philosophy known as “religious 
moralism.” Ignoring the needs of the pres- 
ent, this philosophy held that education 
should be exclusively devoted to meeting the 
needs of people for life to come—beyond the 
grave. 

From “religious moralism” came our clas- 
sical educational system in which the 
churches completely dominated the scene, us- 
ing the Bible as the principal, if not the only 
textbook. The church disciplined and dealt 
harshly with anyone daring to question its 
authority. Those who asked “how” or “why” 
in pursuing education were frequently rid-

iculed and sometimes persecuted. Classical 
education was not only impraetical and un- 
scientific, where it did exist, but it was.gen- 
erally unavailable to the masses. Those who 
were privileged to attend school had to 
choose between the common vernacular 
schools, the classical secondary schools, or 
the classical colleges where training for the 
ministry, law, or medicine, and to a limited 
extent, teaching, provided the only possibili- 
ties. There was no ladder system in educa- 
tion such as we have today. 

Harvard, established in 1636, William and 
Mary, established in’ 1669, and Yale, estab- 
lished in 1701, were good examples of clas- 
sical colleges. Lack of advancement in these 
early educational institutions is evident from 
a statement by Louis Agassiz, past president 
of Harvard. In 1850 he said, Harvard is lit- 
tle more than a’ high school teaching the 
“dreggs of learning.” 

With the expansion of our national boun- 
daries, and with the advancement of indus- 
trial revolution following the war in England, 
there began in America the cry for a “new 
education.”” This new education was to pro- 
vide scientific training and a curriculum 
which would enable people to meet and solve 
the problems of everyday life. When and 
where “new education” starts is difficult to 
say. Perhaps it started very much as a river 
starts, beginning with a tiny spring and be- 
coming a river only after being joined by 
numerous tributaries. Washington, Jeffer- 
son, Franklin, and other early American pa- 
triots advocated this new education move- 
ment, but for many years the movement was 
more of a dream than a reality. Others were 
to make definite plans and get the program 
under way. 

Among those who made the greatest con- 
tributions to the new educational movement

It’s been estimated that 
about one of every 15 Ameri- 
cans gains his livelihood 
from the dairy industry and 
that the other 14 enjoy the 
products of Mrs. Cow’s pro- 
duction.

her ancestors came to America on the May- 


flower. During the Pilgrims’ long voyage to 
this country, their cows died. When they 
landed, they had no milk. Many health au- 
thorities say this lack of milk and the other 
hardships of the new country caused the high 
death rate of the Pilgrims. 

* It wasn’t until a second ship came to the 
New England settlement in 1625 that milk 
was available in the Plymouth Colony. There 
had_been a small dairy herd at Jamestown, 
but the cows at the Massachusetts settlement 
were really the start of our present dairy in- 
dustry which employs approximately 16 mil- 
lion Americans. 

The dairy cow might be called a miniature 
factory. She takes raw materials such as 
grass, hay, corn, and other feeds and changes 
them into oné of the best foods known—a 
food everyone needs all through life.

Help Your Heart By Watching Your Diet

1. Nope you concerned about the condition of 
your heart and what you should eat? 

It’s wise to be concerned if you know you 
have a heart condition, but this doesn’t al- 
ways mean you need a special diet. Ask your 
doctor and he will preseribe one if you need 
it. Then it is up to you to follow it carefully. 

Everyone needs a diet 
with enough proteins, fats, 
carbohydrates, minerals, and 
vitamins in it to provide for 
_tissue repair and growth, to 
regulate body functions, and 
to supply energy for all 
physical activities. These 
usually come from breads or 
cereals, dairy products, 
meat, eggs, fish, poultry, 
fruits, and vegetables. How- 
ever, if your doctor has giv- 
en you a diet omitting some of these foods, 
he can help you select others as substitutes. 
Or he can prescribe a supplement to keep 
your diet well balanced. 

Overeating is never good, and especially 
should be avoided by people with heart dis- 
ease. An adequate, low-calorie diet means 
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cutting down on the total amount of food 
eaten, especially foods high in calories. Fats, 
sugars, and starches are the high-calorie 
foods most common in the average diet. And 
fats are higher than an equal amount or 
weight of either sugars or starches. In re- 
ducing the calories in your-diet, you must cut 
down on all three. 

Avoid eating foods that don’t agree with 
you. When the stomach is suddenly over- 
loaded, more blood is needed by the diges- 
tive organs to take care of it. This can cause 
trouble with some kinds of heart disease. One 
solution is to eat frequent but small meals 
throughout the day. Also avoid eating when 
upset or in a hurry. At these times there 


may not be enough blood in the digestive 
organs to carry on good digestion. 

Ask your doctor how much and what kind 
of exercise or activity you should have each 
day. In any case, heart patients should rest , 
after eating by just sitting quietly or pos- 
sibly by lying down for a few minutes. This 
allows for proper digestion without unduly 
taxing the heart. 

If’ you have questions about your diet— 
planning, selecting, or preparing food—do 
not hesitate to ask your doctor’s advice. 

There are a few general rules recommend- 
ed by the U. S. Public Health Service of the 
U. S. Department of Health, Education, and

1700 Dairymen Average $20,000

De ses, Spt dairymen producing grade-A 
milk grossed’ $20,000 from milk sales per 
farm in 1960. Throughout the year, 1700 
grade-A herds produced a total of 585 mil- 
lion pounds of milk worth $34 million. 

Gross farm income from the sale of all 
dairy products, retail sales from farms, and 
cull cows and calves from dairy herds was 
$40 million in 1960. Total 
income from dairying ac- 
counts for 7.5 per cent of 
cash farm income in the 
state. It is the fourth larg- 
est enterprise, behind only 
cotton, cattle and calves, and 
broilers. 

Dairymen producing 
grade-A milk make up a 
high percentage of those 
commercial farms with sales 
of more than $10,000 annual- 
ly. Based on the 1959 Census of Agriculture, 
there were 57,745 commercial farms in Ala- 
bama. Of this number, 8,640 farms had cash 
sales above $10,000, and only 8,811 had sales 
over $20,000. Since 1700 grade-A dairymen 
averaged almost $20,000 per farm from milk 
sales, a high proportion of the largest com- 
mercial farms is in the dairy business. Ac- 
tually, total farm sales from the dairy enter- 
prise would be higher than $20,000 when the 
sales value of cull cows and calves is added. 

Although grade-A milk producers are lo- 
cated in almost every county in the state, 
most herds are in a relatively small number 
of counties. As milk is a highly perishable 
and bulky product, major areas of supply 
have developed near large consuming cen- 
ters. About one-half of the total number of 
producers are in only 10 counties. The larg- 
est dairy counties in number of producers are 
near the larger cities and in the Black Belt.

DHIA records show that 
feed cost makes up the larg- 
est single cost item in producing milk, Herds 
averaging 6,000 pounds had a feed cost of

The net income per cow after all costs, in- 
cluding labor, were deducted was quite dif- 
ferent—only_ $21 at the 6,000-pound level 
and a whopping $213 at the 12,000-pound

of city markets. Improved refrigeration and 
transportation facilities have enabled some 
in-state supplies to be transported regularly

processed and consumed in Birmingham and 
Mobile. These technological developments 
have made it possible for dairymen nearly 
anywhere in the state to be within reach of 
a fluid market.

who are not able to make a living from farm- 
ing or who do not wish to be fully employed 
in agriculture. If we are to achieve the high 
degree of resource use that is needed to raise 
income, we must use the combined efforts of 
all farm, industry, business, education, and 
government groups. These groups must be 
united in a common effort and work toward 
common objectives. 

We believe that a vigorous program of 
rural resource development would provide a 
vehicle whereby the total educational re- 
sources of Auburn University, Alabama’s 
land-grant college, could be channeled into 
programs of economic development through- 
out the state. 

I want to emphasize my firm belief and 
confidence in our collective ability—that is, 
all of us working together—to use our minds 
and other resources to push economic growth 
in rural Alabama. The heart of our prob- 
lem is in the use of land and other economic 
resources, particularly rural resources, in the 
most efficient manner. 

The manner in which we use our resources 
always involves choices. It is my firm belief 
that here in Alabama we can, by working to- 
gether in a program of rural resource de- 
velopment, open up methods of using our re- 
sources in an administrative climate of pri- 
vate enterprise economy, private initiative, 
and private decision-making which will prove 
profitable to us. 


LAND-GRANT COLLEGES (From 5) 


were Harrison Howard, founder of the Peo- 
ple’s College in upper state New York, and 
Horace Greely who publicized the new edu- 
cational movement in the New York Tribune. 
Following the work begun by Howard and 
Greely, a Michigan group established Mich- 
igan State as the first agricultural college 
in the United States in 1857. About this same 
time, Evan Pugh planned a similar school for 
Pennsylvania. This latter institution did not 
begin to operate until after the Morrill Act 
was passed in 1862, but the trail was marked 
and the “sleeping-giant’”’ had risen and was 
about to walk forth on the stage of time. 

Everywhere people throughout America 
became interested, not only in education for 
the next life, but in education for meeting the 
problems and demands of this life. Practi- 
cal education became the battle cry as “sense 
realism” replaced “religious moralism.” 
Thus, began the quest for scientific informa- 
tion, the forerunner of applied science in ag- 
riculture and mechanical arts, among the so- 
called industrial classes. 

Next month, we will want to talk about 
the provision of the Land-Grant College Act, 
and perhaps pin-point some of the unique and 
important contributions of this renowned edu- 
cational system.

HYBRID PLUMS. Several hybrid plum 
varieties show promise in quality, firmness, 
color, and size for commercial production. 
These hybrid plums have been grown and 
evaluated at Auburn for the last five years. 
Varieties are availablé with ripening dates 
«beginning in early June and continuing 
through mid-July. -A well-planned orchard 
could provide a market supply for six weeks. 


PEPPER DISEASES. Anthracnose and 
ripe rot look similar on ripe red pimiento pep- 
pers and cause heavy losses some years. The 
fungus organisms that cause these diseases 
may be seed-borne or soil-borne and are 
spread by rain and insects. To prevent the 
diseases, do not plant in fields that had pep- 
pers the year before, and use clean seed or’ 
seed treated with mercuric chloride. Spray- 
ing or dusting with maneb or zineb has given 
good control in Auburn studies. Application 
is begun when the first fruit begins to turn 
fed and repeated at 7- to 10-day intervals 
during the rest of the season. 


PROCESSING BLUEBERRIES. Blueber- 
ries can be processed for year-round use. 
Canned or frozen Rabbiteye blueberries used 
as a fruit dessert or in pies rated high in 
quality in Auburn research. For freezing, 
washed berries can be packaged dry or in 2 
40 per cent sugar syrup. The berries can be 
canned by regular method using 25 per cent 
sugar syrup with final 15-minute processing 
in boiling water. 


LAY-BY WEED CONTROL. Five experi- 
ments were done in 1959 and 1960 on con- 
trolling weeds in cotton with herbicides ap- 
plied immediately after the last cultivation. 
Six herbicides at different rates were tested. 
Based on the results, diuron (Karmex) is rec- 
ommended at one pound per acre and CIPC 
at six pounds per acre. Both compounds 
gave good control of weeds. Do not plant fall 
crops after lay-by treatment, since they may 
be damaged by the chemicals. 


VEGETABLE MARKETING. Meeting re- 
quirements of vegetable buyers is necessary 
for top profits by producers. Buyer demands 
depend on consumer wants and the prospects 
for profits on produce item sold. Recent re- 
search with marketing firms shows oppor- 
tunities for improvement in product selection 
and quality, market preparation, and care in 
handling items offered for sale. 


MISTING CUTTINGS AND SEEDS. Dry- 
ing of seed or cuttings is a major reason for 
failure when propagating flowering plants 
with seed or cuttings. Watering with a mist 
spray is an easy way to prevent this, accord- 
ing to results of Auburn studies. Although 
continuous misting is not desirable, periodic 
misting has been excellent. Mist propagation 
can be used in the greenhouse or outdoors. 


MILLET FOR STEERS. Although Starr 
millet can carry, a large number of animals 
for a short time, gain per animal on the crop 
is low. In an Auburn Agricultural Experi- 
ment. Station study, millet provided an av- 
erage of 44 grazing days per year for three 
steers per acre. Gain per steer was only 48 
pounds during the millet-grazing period. 
There was no improvement in grade while 
the steers grazed millet.

IN INTERSTATE COMMERCE 


Bill Would 
Regulate 
Riders 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 15 
In the wake of so-called Freedom 
Rider activity in the South, Sen- 
ator John Sparkman (D.,Ala.) is 
sponsoring a bill to outlaw travel 
in interstate or foreign commerce 
for purposes of inciting to riot, or 
committing other unlawful acts. 

Punishment provided under the 
Sparkman -sponsored bill would 
provide that violaters be “fined 
not more than $5,000 or impris- 
oned not more than five years, or 
both.” 

The bill reads as follows: 

“Whoever moves or tfavels in 
interstate or foreign commerce 
with the intent (1) to incite to 
riot or tocommit any act or engage 
in any conduct which would tend 
to incite riot, or (2) to violate any 
law of any State, territory, Com- 
monwealth, or possession of the 
United States shall be fined not 
more, than $5,000 or imprisoned 
not more than five years, or both. 
Nothing in this section shall be 
construed in anywise to limit the 
exercise of jurisdiction by any 
such State, territory, Common- 
wealth, or possession over any 
crime or offense committed there- 
in or cognizable under the laws 
thereof.”

WEDDING CUSTOMS 


The June issue of a little bro- 
chure called “Cheer” giyes some 
interesting highlights on “Wedding 
Customs” - - For instance, the wed- 
ing cake originated in early Roman 
times with a marriage custom in 
which the bride and groom ate a 
cake made of flour, water and 
salt. 

The ring in early marriages was 
only one of the many gifts given 
the bride. In early England, when 
a couple became betrothed, the 
groom gave a pledge or “wed”. 
Part of the wed was’a ring, which 
he placed on the bride-to-be’s right 
hand. During the wedding it was 
- transferred to the left hand. 

The wedding ceremony hasn’t 
changed much since’ the Middle 
Ages. Only a few of the original 
words are left out, The bride and 
groom were taken “for fairer, for 
fouler, for better, for worse, “while 
the bride promised to be “buxom 
and bonny’’. (Buxom at ‘that time 
meant to be pliant and obedient). 

The father of the bride presented 
his son-in-law with one of the 
bride’s shoes as a token of the 
transfer of his authority to the 
groom, who responded by hitting 
the bride over the head with the 
shoe to make the transfer clear 
and definite. 

The trousseau or bridal outfit 
is derived from the old French word 
“trousse”, a bundle and it was 
given as a bride’s dowry by her 
father to the husband. 

The bride’s veil is a modern form 
of the flammeum, or large yellow 
veil which completely envelopes 
the Greek or Roman brides during 
the ceremony. 

The above items may be of in- 
terest to bride-elects for 1961.

tongues. 

Cruel words’ have often ended 
the joyous games of childhood, dis- 
rupted the affection of young lov- 
ers for each other, separated fam- 
ilies, unjustly accused innocent per 
sons, inflicted wounds that never 
heal and have caused untold suf- 
fering for both the possessor of 
the unbridled tongue and its vic- 
tim. 

Often words spoken in jest have 
been misinterpreted and have en- 
dangered friendships of former 
happiness and friendship.

Years Ago 


One hundred years ago this 
week, Jype 4-10,_1861, two Alabam 
jians were in a position to report 
on_significant-Civil-War-events—at 
widely separated points, on the 
battlefield in Virginia and on the 
foreign affairs front in England. 

In England, William 


Yancy Confederate 


Lowndes 
of Alabama, 


commissioner, was promoting Con- 


federate efforts to get war sup- 


plies and official recognition. In 
Virginia, Henry MHotze of the 
Mobile “Advertiser and Register” 
was to write a colorful account of 
the first real battle in the Civil 
War, an engagement at Big Bethel 
Church, near Newport News. 

On June 5, Yancey met the new- 
est Confederate agent ,in London, 
James D. Bulloch, who had just 


arrived in England to try to get |~ 


cruisers for the Confederacy. 
Yancy and his fellow commissioner 
told Bulloch that though England 
had not granted official recogni- 
tion to the Confederacy, she had 
admitted there was a de facto 
government in the ,/South. The 
commissioners inforthed Bulloch 
that the Confedc-aey’ would prob- 
ably be permitted to obtain sup- 
plies on the same conditions as 
other belligerents. 

Two days later, June 7, a resol- 
ution that Britain should officially 
recognize the Confederacy was 
introduced in the British House of 
Commons. But the resolution was 
promptly withdrawn on grounds 
that discussing it would rouse par- 
tisan emotion in England. On June 
10, Yancey and another Confed-

congressional district, a seven 
months’ dispute over the seat was 
settled and the House finally 
reached its full size. 

Rep. Roush, who also served in 
the 86th Congress, was opposed 
in last November’s general elec- 
tion by Republican George O. 
Chambers. The original vote totals 
according to certificates filed with 
the Indiana Secretary of State, 
showed Mr. Chambers to be the 
winner by a margin of three votes. 
However, the final results as de- 
termined by a congressional com- 
mittee’s recount of the contested 
election declared Rep. Roush elec- 
ted to the office by a margin of 
99 votes. 

In. cases of contested elections, 
the usual procedure is to seat a 
member who has been duly certi- 
pending 


the outcome of a recount. 
other members of the House were 
sworn in last January, however, 
a resolution was passed which pro- 
hibited either Chambers or Roush 
from being seated until An investi- 
gation had been completed. Thus, 
: fifth district of Indiana was 


without official representation in 
the House until last week, although 
it did possess two unofficial rep- 
resentatives who both had offices 
at the Capitol. 

After voting to adopt the elec-

' -Court Decision Attacked - 

Last week for the third time in 
| four years members of the House 
approved a bill designed to over- 
rule a Supreme Court decision per- 
taining to the confessions of crim- 
inal suspects. 

In .1957 the Court ruled that 
the confession of convicted negro 
rapist Andrew Mallory was inad- 
missible as evidence because of 
a delay between his arrest and 
his. arraignment. This ruling has 
greatly hampered criminal prose- 
cution and, according to police, 
has been partially responsible for 
an increase in crime in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

In 1958 the House passed a 
measure which provides that a 
confession obtained from a crim- 
inal suspect cannot be barred as 
federal ,court evidence solely be- 
cause of a delay in arraigning the 
suspect. As in the Mallory case, 
there are often times when an ar- 
raignment is unavoidably delayed. 
The majority of the House mem- 
bers feel that this should not ccn- 
stitute the basis for setting aside 
confessions. This legislaion was 
also passed by the House in 1.959 
and again last week. To date,

(100 Years ‘Ago 


Minor skirmishes and a sense of 
foreboding characterized this week 
of the Civil War one hundred years 


ago -- June 18-24, 1861.

been summed up in the Montgom- 
ery Daily Post’s statement of June 
31, 1861, headed “The War”: “All 
the news we derive upon this all- 
absorbing subject is of a vague 
and somewhat unreliable charac- 
ter, but the intimations given are 
sufficient to convince us that im- 
portant movements are taking 
place both in Virginia and the 
West.” 

On June 19, 1861, at New Creek, 
in western Virginia, several hun- 
dred Tennessee and Virginia vol- 
unteers charged and dispersed 
some 200 or 300 Union soldiers 
near a Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road bridge. The Confederate sol- 
diers burned the bridge before re- 
tiring. 

This same day, June }9, in wes- 
tern Virginia (later West Vir- 
ginia), Francis H,. Pierpont was 
appointed governor for a pro-Un- 
ion state eoveebnent which had 
just been formed to rival the Con- 
federate government of the state 
of Virginia. 

Eastern Virginia this week, June 
24, 1861, saw a minor military ac- 
tion on the Rappahannock River | 
near Urbana and Lancaster. A | 
small party of Union soldiers, out 
to get provisions, disembarked 
from a steamer there and were 
met and repulsed by Cofederate 
soldiers. 

In the West, June 24, 1861, pro-
